Tired of War? 


Touring a Different Vietnam 


The next time John Boone and 
Company travel to South Vietnam, I 
volunteer my services as a guide. There 
are some things that I learned in my two 
one-year tours there that they obviously 
missed in their two-week tour. 

I'd like to show them the place in the 
jungle where three of those 50,000 
Americans died (severely wounded and 
unable to be rescued by their comrades, 
their heads were neatly placed one on top 
of the other so that a single bullet could 
finish all three off). Next we could go tc 
that spot on the road where the mine was 
detonated under the packed civilian bus. 
There are probably still plenty of pieces 
lying all over the place. 

Next stop on the itinerary should 
probably the grave of that poor thirteen- 
year-old girl who made the fatal mistake 
of saying the “right” thing and was 
stabbed so many times that her torso 
looked like a pin cushion. It would also 
probably “sharpen the perceptions” of 
the SIC group if there were a way to 
reproduce the screams and wailing of her 
relatives, but, alas, that experience is 
reserved for the recesses of my mind 
alone. 

All of the refugee camps I would take 
them to see were established because 
villages were burned in the middle of the 
night and the inhabitants and animals 
were slaughtered and the crops destroyed 
— there was no alternative. I’m also sure 
we could find someone to explain oriental 
philosophy on death and how the aged 
welcome reunion with their ancestors — 
it is not at all unrelated to the philosophy 
and practices of American Plains 
Indians. 

Then just for contrast we could make 
some trips to: beautiful, endless beaches; 
breathtaking mountain vistas; lush, 
fertile plains; magnificent pagodas, 

temples and cathedrals. 

a I wouldn’t feel very comfortable in 


North Vietnam, but I don’t think it 
necessary to make an actual visit there. 
There are hundreds of American POW’s 
who have already provided voluminous 
accounts of the “hospitality” they were 
accorded in the prisons there. Why no 
mention of this in the Feb. 5 Phoenix?

To the readers of the Phoenix: 

Again the Gay Community of 
Massachusetts is sponsoring a series of 
bills before the State Legislature. The 
reason behind this move should be 
obvious by now. We <are in fact an 
oppressed minority, oppressed in almost 
all facets of daily life. These bills are 
aimed at making discrimination against 


Gay People illegal. Briefly the.bills are as... . 


follows: H-2524, H-2525, H-2582 and H- 
2627; prohibiting discrimination - in 
employment, public accomodations, 
insurance and obtaining credit. Bill H- 
2604 would amend the constitution to 
provide equality under the law, 
regardless of sexual preference. Finally 
bill H-2601, to do away with archaic laws 
which legislate how anyone may express 
his or her sexuality. ons 

There is a question of morality here. I 
feel that the main moral issue is not what 
two people do in bed; rather the legal and 
blatent discrimination which we 
Homosexuals are constantly under as 
citizens of the Commonwealth. 


are agreeing that expression of sexuality 
is an individual matter. It is not 
necessarily a moral problem. The recent 
change of Homosexuality from the term 
“sickness” points to new and acceptable 
concepts. Many studies are showing that 
the Homosexual’s main “problem”’ is not 
his or her sexuality. It is, rather, the 
constant pressure of daily discrimination. 
This can lead to many fear-related 
problems, depressions and guilt 
anxieties. 


As citizens of the Commonwealth, our 
duty is clear. We must rid our 
community of the yoke of oppression. It 
doesn’t matter if you’re tall or short, fat 
or slim, man or woman, straight or gay, 


we all suffer when we allow:oppression. 


The average citizen can help! By writing 


-a letter, as a concerned citizen, to your 


state representative. Ask him or her to 
support House Bills H-2524, H-2525, H-

many others without being labeled.

Shafting Working Prisoners 


It was several months ago when I, 
Warren A. Bates, was eligible for work- 
release after I completed three furloughs, 
and was one of the original men for the Co- 
educational Program here at 
Massachusetts Correctional Institution - 
Framingham, and the first male to go 
outside the fence on work-release. ‘The 
Job Developers, Sharon Revere and John 
Butler, two great people, helped me to get 
work at the Sheraton Tara Hotel on 
Route 9. As a houseman, I started feeling 
I had another chance in life. I have a 
beautiful sister beside me, and started 
making plans for the future. I started to 
put in long hours, and abide by the 
institutional rules. When there was an 
important function to be set up, myself 
and a few of my fellow inmates would 
sometimes work until 5:00 a.m., and we 
always had the night operator call the 
institution to let them know when 
someone had to work late. 

I had several court cases pending in 
high court, and was facing quite a bit of 
time. I had warrents on me, but the 
institution trusted me enough to continue 
my furloughs and long working hours. I 
was feeling something beautiful 
happening for me and my woman. When 
I returned to the institution from court, 
where everything went fine, I was told I 
might be facing an escape charge because 
I had worked until 5 a.m. the morning of 
January 29, 1974. The night operator said 
she called to report that I would be 


working late; the institution said they 


had received no such call, so they pulled 
me in from work-release. My job, which I 
am very proud of, is at stake. 

Although my boss is very kind and 
understanding, it’s hard for him to keep 
the job open for months while waiting for 
the institution to make up their minds 
about what they’re going to do about the 
situation. There are several other 
inmates with the same problem. The 
beautiful program that John Boone 
started, and that Frank Hall is trying to 
keep going, is being violated by the staff 
at MCI-Framingham. I can’t understand 
it. Ms. Chase is supposed to be the 
Superintendent, but she lets her staff run 
the whole institution. 

All I’m saying is I hope that the people 
outside the fence become aware of what’s 
happening in all the prisons in 
Massachusetts and other states, for if the 


Co-educational Program is to work, then 


the people that run these institutions 
have got to abide by the rules and stop 
changing the rules for each individual.

Although Massachusetts 
boasts one of the stricter gun 
registration laws in the country, 
there has never been any serious 
movement here for meaningful 
gun control — the kind of control 
that could make a dent in the 
rising tide of accidental gun 
deaths in the home, crimes of 
passion with legal handguns, 
and crimes committed with 
stolen guns formerly owned by 
the proverbial honest citizen. 

Three years ago when Sen. 
Jack Backman of Brookline first 
filed his legislation to ban the 
handgun in this state, the bill 
was literally taken as a joke by 
the Legislative Committee on 
Public Safety. It went nowhere. 

That year (and each year 
since) hundreds of gun 
enthusiasts jammed Gardner 
Auditorium at the State House 
to oppose the legislation, while 
only two people — Sen. 
Backman and an obscure 
assistant police commissioner 
from New York — appeared in 
favor of the bill. Backman 


himself was loudly hissed by the’ 


gathering when he stood up to 
speak. He turned and remarked, 
“Don’t shoot.” 

This year, though, Backman 

will not be alone when he gets up 
to speak on Feb. 25. Support for 
gun control has grown and gun 
control bills of one form or 
another have been endorsed by 
Governor Sargent, Senate 
President Kevin Harrington, 
~House Speaker David Bartley, 
Police Comr. Robert diGrazia, 
Middlesex County Sherriff John 
Buckley, the Boston Globe, and 
others. 

(Those “others”, by the way, 
include most of us. The National 
‘Advisory Committee on 
Criminal Justice Standards and 
Goals reports that support for 
gun control in public opinion 
_polls has never been less than a 
-full two-thirds of the public at 
large. In fact a 1972 Gallup Poll 
showed that 71 percent of all 


and-61 percent of all 


owners were in favor of strict gun 
controls.) 

And so, with all this 
enthusiastic support from the 
legislative leadership, law 
enforcement~ officials and 
agencies, and the general public, 
what are the chances for passage 
of meaningful gun control this 
year? 

Most observers believe that 
the legislation again will be 
taken as a joke by the Public 
Safety Committee and will go 
nowhere. 

And the press, generally, will 
blame the defeat of the 
legislation on “the powerful gun 
lobby”” which, according to 
conventional and unchecked, 
we'll go about our business for 
another year. 

The Gun Lobby 

Despite its obvious influence, 
however, the phantom gun 
lobby is hard to find, pin down, 
and identify. 

“If there is a gun lobby,” said 
Atty. Elliot M. Goodman of 
Natick, “I’d like to know about 

That’s funny, because there 
are people on Beacon Hill who 
think that Goodman is the gun 
lobby. 

He is, certainly, from a 
technical point of view, the only 
registered lobbyist for the gun 
interests this year — 
representing the Council of 


.Sportsmens Clubs of Mass., 


Inc., which paid him $3100 to 
cover his lobbying expenses for 
the last two-thirds of the 1973 
legislative session. 

Last year there was one other 
gun lobbyist at the State House, 
Atty. Lawrence H. Miller, who 
received $100 for his appearance 
before the committee on behalf 
of the State Rifle and Pistol 
Association. 

But Miller’s lobbying service 
was interrupted last spring when 
he “re-entered military service” 


and the Rifle and Pistol Ass’n 
has not yet registered a new 
lobbyist for this session. So 
according to the record, Elliot 
Goodman is the gun lobby. And 
no one else. 

He and his organization have 
rapidly gained a reputation for 
almost total obstructionism 
coupled with a tremendous 
ability to turn out bodies at 
public hearings and organize 
massive letter-writing 
campaigns — a talent that gives 
the ‘‘sportsmen’’ legislative 
muscle far beyond what their 
numbers should command. 

A member of the Natural 
Resources committee who 
accused Goodman of backing 
out of an agreement to support a 
reorganization proposal 
involving the Division of 
Wildlife recently would not be 
publicly critical of the 
sportsmen this week, observing 
that “their power is growing 
tremendously. They have 
400,000 members.” 

That statement is typical of 
the puzzling misconceptions 
that pervade the legislature 
about the strength and size of 
the gun lobby. The Council of 
Sportsmen’s Clubs actually has 
barely 38,000 members and 
since its membership figures are 
based on the combined total of 
allits county organizations, with 
overlapping memberships, even 
those figures are misleading. 

“T don’t even like to be called 
a lobbyist,” said Goodman. “All 
I really do is testify at the 
hearings. I don’t have a lot of 
friends or connections in the 
legislature.” 


But Sen. Backman says the 
annual anti-gun control 
campaign is ‘‘as well organized a 
legislative effort as any I’ve seen 
on any other matter.” 

Sherriff Buckley, whose 
proposal to ban the sale and 
possession of all handguns 


except by the police and 
military is the most all- 
encompassing bill filed and has 
absolutely no chance of passage, 
says that he, personally, has 
received over 450 letters 
concerning the legislation and 
they run 10-to-one in favor. But 
the legislative mail on gun 
control is always 
overwhelmingly negative. 


“The gun people, despite their 
limited numbers, are 
tremendously persuasive 
because this is the only thing 
they care about,’’ Sherriff 
Buckley theorized. “In a sense, 
it’s their manhood, and they see 
the efforts to ban the handgun 
as a threat to their manhood.” 

“We are up against more than 
just a gun lobby. We’re fighting 
a 200-year-old history and 
culture of owning guns in this 
country.” 

Backman’s legislation would 
ban the use of all handguns in 
the state except by law 
enforcement officials, members 
of the armed forces, authorized 
pistol clubs, security guards and 
licensed businessmen. The bill 
has been called ‘‘totally 
unacceptable’? by the gun 
interests and is certain to get an 
adverse committee report, but 
Backman, perhaps naively, is 
confident that he’s picked up 
enough legislative support to 
overturn the committee report 
on the House floor. 

To do that, he would have to 
pick up about 50 more votes 
than a similar bill got last year. 
Saturday Night Specials 

The chances are somewhat 
better for Gov. Sargent’s 
measure to ban the so-called 
‘Saturday Night Special,”’ 
defined in his legislation as a 
handgun with a barrel length of 
five inches or less, combined 
with a mandatory training 
program for all present and 


‘National Star’ or ‘National Kohoutek’? 


Last week, a new weekly 
newspaper — the razzle-dazzle 
National Star — blazed across 
the skies of American 
journalism, heading for where no 
one is quite sure.

The tabloid, which seems to 
be a mix between the London 
Daily Mirror and the National 
Enquirer, is replete with stories 
headlined “I’ve Let Hundreds 
Die Says Mercy Doctor” and 
“Perils of the Pilots Who Are 
Too Ill to Fly.” 

George Frazier of the Boston 
Globe took one look at the new 
venture and entoned: “If this 
catches on it will set back 
American journalism two 
centuries.” 

Newsweek took a look and 
noted: ‘‘Murdoch has a 
multimillion-dollar fortune to 
prove the old proposition that no 
one ,ever 


went! broke. 


underestimating the public’s 
taste.” 

Two Massachusetts 
politicians, however, have 


‘brighter hopes for the Star. 


In the Star’s first edition, 
there were words of welcome 
from Gov. Francis Sargent and 
Boston Mayor Kevin White.

future legitimate handgun 
owners. 

Sargent’s office notes that he 
spoke for the need for some sort 
of gun regulation before the 
National Rifle Association’s 
Boston convention when he was 
lieutenant governor and that an 
interest in gun control, 
therefore, is nothing new to the 
state’s best-known sportsman. 

This, however, is the first year 
that he has actually filed a bill, 
and it does seem that he may 
have been embarrassed into it 
by a well-publicized burglary at 
his Goose Hummock sporting 
goods store in Orleans last year 
— a break in which 33 weapons 
were taken. Handguns are no 
longer for sale in the governor’s 
store (although holsters are still 
available). 

Gun ownership is increasing 
rapidly in Massachusetts — with 
150,000 people, not including 
police, now’ holding gun 
permits, twice as many as five 
years ago (and up 97 percent 
since 1969). 

Despite the claims of the gun 
interests that law-abiding 


people do not abuse the 
permissive gun laws, the 
correlation between these 
figures and similar increases in 
homicide rates, suicide rates, 
crimes of passion and accidental 
handgun deaths is simply 
unavoidable. 

However, as Steve Teichner, 
an aide to the governor, 
observed, “It’s silly, at this 
point, to talk about the facts.” 
Everybody who cares has, by 
now, seen the murderous 
statistics of the handgun, and 
only those with real vested 
interests in continued 
uncontrolled sale of the weapon 
can escape the conclusion of the 
National Advisory Commission 
on Criminal Justice (which is 
especially significant since most 
of its members were law 
enforcement officials): ‘Public 
welfare does not permit the 
civilian possession of machine 
guns, flame throwers, 
handgrenades, bombs, or sawed- 
off shotguns; neither can it any 
longer tolerate the private. 
possession of handguns.” 

Teichner, in fact, sees the tide 
having shifted to the point that 
even the gun lobby is starting to 
work toward compromise, rather 
than outright obstructionism. 

That was not immediately 
evident, however, in the reaction 
of Elliot Goodman, the gun

Boston (TDC), a non-profit 
developer committed to 
rehabilitation to increase low- 
income housing stock; the 
Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, whose ongoing 


involvement in the South End 
has included selling 50 buildings 
to TDC; and, most significantly, 
a group of the South End’s 
emergent middle class which 
has filed suit in federal district 
court to block the low-income 
development. 

The complexities of the suit 
underscore the complexities of 
revitalizing city neighborhoods. 
Plaintiffs in the suit, which 
seeks an injunction against TDC 
from Federal Judge Walter 
Skinner, deny race is an issue, 
despite the fact that most of the 
tenants in the rehabilitated 
buildings will be black and 
Spanish-speaking. The suit 
contends that the South End 
already has attained a healthy 
economic mixture — ranging 
from upper-class Bay Village to 
shell-shocked Mass. Ave. — and 
that ‘‘dumping’’ the poor 
continually in the same place 
will act to create a ghetto. 
Specifically, those dissatisfied 
with the BRA-TDC plans ask 
that the federal Housing and 
Urban Development 
Department (HUD) conduct an 
environmental impact study on 
the social effect of new low- 
income, family housing on the 


newspeople and police as well as 
by Ex-Weatherman to be the 
inspiration for the Symbionese 
Liberation Army who claim 
credit for the kidnaping and the 
recent cyanide-bullet killing of 
Oakland School Superintendent 
Marcus Foster. 

In the novel a character 
named Dan Freedman, the first 
black C.I.A. agent, quits the 
C.I.A. and organizes an 
underground guerrilla army in 


Chicago which terrorizes whites ~ 


and the Black middle class. The 
group, called the Cobras, has a 
particular dislike for middle- 
class blacks, a group which 
Freedman blames for much of 
the oppression of the Black 
community. 

The novel uses the term 
“symbiology’’, derived from 
“symbiosis,” a biological term 
for separate organisms living 
together comfortably. Also the 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
used a seven-headed cobra as its 
symbol. 

There are unconfirmed 
reports from the Berkeley police 
that a copy of the novel was 
found in an alleged 
headquarters of the SLA. In 
addition, reporters who have 
interviewed acquaintances of 
Nancy Ling Perry — one of the 
known members of the 
underground group — have 
found that she had often talked 
about the novel, The Spook Who 
Sat by the Door. 


What Money Can't Buy 


If you think the U.S. dollar 
has been in trouble in recent 
months, you’re right. 

In just the four-month period 
between Oct. 30, 1973 and Jan. 
30, 1974 here is how the value of 
the dollar has deteriorated: 

It dropped 29 percent in 
relation to gold; it was down 31 
percent in relation to silver; it 
bought 19 percent less steel 
scrap; 36 percent less zinc; and 
23 percent less tin, 

The dollar was down 26 
percent against gasoline; 39 
percent against fuel oil; 24 
percent against rye; and 25 
percent against oats. All of this 
was in just a four-month period. 

In the past year, the dollar has 
not done very well against 
cotton either. The dollar today 
buys exactly half as much cotton 
as it did just one year ago. 


Street Drama 


One of the last federally- 
subsidized low income housing 
projects to clear Washington 
before last year’s Nixon hatchet 
has become the focus of an 
extended neighborhood drama 
in the South End. 

The principals in the proposed 
rehabilitation of 180 dilapidated 
but elegant brick apartments 
include: the Tenant 
Development Corporation of 


Wellington Street area. The 
concept is novel for city 
neighborhoods. Five days of 
court testimony last week pitted 
the suit’s plaintiffs against both 
BRA bureaucrats and SEPAC 
(South End Planning Area 
Committee), the highly 
respected citizen coordinating 
committee for the area’s urban 
renewal. 

The judge is expected to 
announce a decision within two 
weeks. 


Gummed-up Minds 


The Topps chewing gum 
company has agreed to change 
the shape of its ‘“gumnicks” 
bubble gum after a parent 
complained that her kids loved 
to pretend that the candies were

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An Underground Plan for the Central Artery 


Will Boston Bury Its Biggest Mistake?

You may not know the road’s 
name. You may not even know it 
has a name. For many 
Bostonians it’s only a 
horrendous experience — an 
elevated trafic jam straddling 
the Hub between Charlestown 
and Chinatown — an adrenalin- 
pumping lane-changing chase 
from downtown to Storrow Drive 
— a hideous effort to move from 
a 20 mph Haymarket ramp to a 
60 mph expressway in a few 
manic seconds. 

Members of the city’s 
official world have names for it. 
Urban planners and helicopter 
traffic reporters call it the 
Central Artery, as if it were the 
city’s lifeline. The politicians 
and civil servants call it the 
Mayor John F. Fitzgerald 
Expressway, a steel and asphalt 
monument to one of their own. 
But the people who live around 
its green steel pillars have 
another name for it. With 
apologies to Fenway Park’s left 
field wall, they personify it as 
the Green Monster. 

It was the first superhighway 
to invade Boston’s 
neighborhoods. It started going 
up over the North End, the 
Central Business District, and 
Chinatown, in 1950, defying 
citizen opposition. 

This week, 25 years after its 
birth, it returns to the midst of 
transportation controversy it 
started. There’s a proposal afoot 
to mash the monster. The 
Boston Redevelopment 
Authority this week is scheduled 
to award a $230,000 contract toa 
private engineering firm to 
study the feasibility of tearing 
the Central Artery down. 

The mammoth project would 
take an estimated 10 years, and 
would cost at least $200 million, 
most of which might be in 
federal funds. The Artery would 
be replaced by a Capillary: a 
covered, depressed expressway 
with a railroad down its median 
strip and new construction, or 
perhaps a park, atop it. 

Despite the imposing 
magnitude of the proposal, it’s 
not hard to see how it has 
progressed from a gleam in the 
eye of urban aesthetes four years 
ago to possible inclusion in what 
may be the nation’s most 
progressive transit scheme. 
There is an entrancing 
grandness to the idea, of the 
kind that invites national 
attention. A decision like St. 
Louis’ deciding to tear down the 
prison-like Pruitt-Iggoe public 
housing project: an admission of 
mistake, a chance for a new 
start. Not only routing a road, 
but recycling it for the ’70’s. 

Few spots in the city would be 
more symbolically appropriate 
of a new transportation 
sensibility. 

If the past transportation 
disasters of American cities were 
somehow, someday to attract 
Hollywood, a director could 
start here, on location. The time 
is 1950; the place, Boston’s 
historic waterfront. A cast of 
thousands stars in a horror 
spectacular, Path of the Green 
Monster. The camera take us, 
Allen Drury style, deep into the 
corridors of power. There the 
awful seeds of an urban 
Frankenstein are sown in secret 
by the planners of Public Works. 
They devise a plan to strangle 
the city and poison its 
inhabitants. Here, however, the 
script rapidly departs 
Hollywood: the plans are almost 
totally successful. By 1952, the 
incessant pile-drivers announce 
the Green Monster’s rise in 
shadowy, newly-cleared lots 
around North Station. By 1959, 
when the serpentine structure 
reaches South Station, the toll 
rivals that of a natural disaster. 
Ten million dollars in property . 


— destroyed. The North End 
invaded and, in part, 
demolished, half of Chinatown 
buried under a lava-like 
elevated expanse. The leather 
district is gone, likewise the 
plumbing supply, and meat and 


produce wholesalers — a 
thousand jobs, in all, paved 
over. 


The planners depart to make 
Son of Green Monster — The 
Northeast and the Southeast 
Expressways — and 150,000 cars 
a day, oblivious to the monster’s 
sordid past, ride along its frame, 
the fumes adding insult to urban 
injury. 

Today, nieghborhood groups 
— like the North Enders who 
fought the Artery a quarter 


percent of the cost — for the 
proposed depression. 

It’s hard to believe that 
anything will actually be 
decided by then. About the only 
things that the principals 
involved currently agree on is 
that the road right now looks 
bad, and that the depression 
should be’studied. Beyond that, 
the question has blurred 
positions of the camps that have 
warred over metropolitan 
transportation strategies for the 
past five years. 

The Camps 

Consider: State Rep. Barney 
Frank — a key Inner Belt 
opponent four years ago as 
Kevin White’s top aide — 
opposes the idea. Fred Salvucci 


— a 24-member citizen group 
charged by a court to advise the 
BRA on urban renewal planning 
around the Artery — voiced 
approval of the idea. 


Jack Wofford, a state 
Department of Public Works 
commissioner now looking at the 
Artery, says, ‘At first, I think 
everyone thought of it as a way- 
out scheme. But the more we 
live with it, the more practical it 
sounds. This new study will help 
us know if it’s really feasible. It’s 
a matter of intense concern to 
Secretary (of Transportation) 
Altschuler. 

Some of the more technical 
aspects of the plan have already 
been pondered. The major 
— the possible

century ago — and professional 
planners whose forerunners 
proposed it, agree that the 
elevated highway should never 
have been built the way it was. 
The highway ideology has been, 
in hindsight, discredited. The 
crowded road stands, for those 
who care about keeping cities 
habitable, as a monumental 
planning blunder. 

The monument itself, 
however, may not remain, if 
people from both the North End 
and Waterfront, along with 
Kevin White’s transportation 
advisor have their way. The 
highway that brought death to 
so many neighborhoods could 


itself be buried. 


The citizen groups will be, 
among those to participate in 
the coming four-month BRA 
study — unlike the original 
behind-closed-doors planning 
for the Monster. By July 1, in 
theory, the Governor must 


decide, if. the “state, -geek 
— industry, housing and stores <’s"éfederat-funds — as much as 90° 


— something of a- grass-roots 
hero in the same highway fight 
and White’s current 
transportation specialist — is 
the project’s strongest booster. 
Walter Ryan, head of a local 
construction union that has 
fought bitterly for highway 
projects, vehemently opposes 
the idea. John Carroll, lobbyist 
for the New England 
Roadbuilders Association, 
tentatively favors it. 

Such divisions notwith- 
standing, the plan has picked up 
considerable steam in four 
years, since it was first 
conceived by the Boston Sierra 
Club. Following that, the Boston 
Transportation Planning 
Review (BTPR) — the Governor- 
appointed group that mapped 
mass transits plans following 
Sargent’s 1969 highway 
moratorium — made a 
preliminary finding that the 
Artery depression is feasible. 
Last year,

catastrophic disruption to 
downtown traffic for a decade — 
might be avoided, it is said, by 
taking the monster down in two 
parts, the same way it was built. 
Temporary routes — including 
the virtually vacant sea of 
asphalt surrounding the Artery 
now — would handle traffic as it 
came off the half of the monster 
in use. 

No one, however, is at all 
convinced that taking the 
expressway out of commission 
will not create the hemisphere’s 
most lasting traffic jam. The 
question most often asked is 
whether the implicit trade-off — 
temporary disruption versus 
permanent aesthetic relief for 
the city-— is worth it. 

The aesthetic affront of the 
Artery is clear to anyone who 
attempts to find the waterfront 
from City Hall — a distance of a 
few blocks. The hulking barrier 
of the Artery has kept the harbor

year, the Waterfront Renewal 
Restudy Committee found that 
‘‘studies show that many 
Bostonians who live and work 
only a short distance away do 
not know where the Harbor is.” 
The same report found the 
‘‘a source of 
considerable blight ... a reason 
for the adjoining area coming 
under ($100 million) urban 
renewal...” . 

For Fred Salvucci, the 
Mayor’s transportation adviser, 
the project is a natural: work for 
the unions, a waterfront view for 
environmentalists. 

“People question if we should 
spend so much money on 
aesthetics. I think it’s 
reasonable for the city to look 
like something other than a 
shithouse. It’s reasonable to 
want the city environment to be 
a nice one. This project could 
knit the city together again.” 


Better Traffie Flow 


Salvucci denies, though, that 
aesthetics are his only 
consideration. The dangerous, 
curvy Artery could be 
straightened in the process, he 
says — making traffic flow 
better. More importantly, he 
continues, the rail link down the 
highway’s divider could re-unite 
North and South Stations — last 
connected by active passenger 
rail in the 19th Century. That, of 
course, was a time when South 
Station was the busiest rail 
terminal in the nation, and, 
well, times have changed. 

Groups committed to revived 
rail travel see the North-South 
Station link as vital. “It would 
allow East Coast inter-city 
trains to continue without 

passengers having to transfer by 
wandering around downtown 
Boston,” says Susan Clippinger, 
director of the Greater Boston 
Committee on the 
Transportation Crisis. ‘‘You 
could go straight from Bangor to 
New York, or New York to ski 
country.” She adds that current 
plans for a revitalized South 
Station — including bus 
terminals — coupled with the 
rail link, would make the old 
terminal a major new transit 
center. 

Obvious questions come up: 
Do we have to depress the 
highway’to build the rail link? 
‘No one’s quite sure. But the 
opposition to the project has not 
really come from obvious 
channels. 

It is difficult to imagine a 
construction union leader 
sneering at a $200 million road 
proposal, but Walter Ryan, 
business manager of the 
International Union of 
Operating Engineers, Local No. 
4, has done just that. The Artery 
depression, says Ryan, “‘is a $200 
million boondoggle to dwarf all 
boondoggles. It is designed to 
placate both devotees of urban 
aestheticism and the 
construction industry.” 

Ryan’s bitterness can be 
traced to the Sargent highway 
moratorium — a decision he still 
regards as a slap in the face and 
would like to see reversed. The . 
appearance of being politically 
bought off by a $200 million 
cosmetic job not only offends 
Ryan — he and other industry 
leaders are skeptical about its 
coming to pass. No highway has 
had much priority of late, after 
all. 

“The problem with Ryan,” 
says Fred Salvucci, ‘‘is 
believability. He got burned last 
time and he’s afraid of a trap. 
He still has the feeling that 
we’re not serious about this. But 
that boondoggle stuff is bullshit 
— I still hope that a citizen- 
union coalition can be worked 
out here.” 

Salvucci’s hope rests with

As an owner 
of a “snorkel” coat (bought in 1969) which 
sprouts a generous tuft of wolf fur 
(Canadian timber wolf — a highly 
endangered species). I can feel sympathetic 
to the poor animal's plight — the true 
characteristics of the wolf's lifestyle is not 
known to most people — and indeed all 
should be done to save this wonderful 
creature of the northland. But | must also 
stand up for the valuable warmth this coat 
has afforded me in the past. If one spends a 


good deal of time outdoors, the need for - 


warmth and protection is essential for 
survival. I believe that the use of timber 
wolf fur for Air Force parkas has been 
stopped. Coyote fur is now used on the 
original coats and since the ranchers in the 
Rockies have a bounty on coyotes, man can 
benefit from the animal's fine coat which 
would only rot if the demand for coats 
weren't so great. For those who own a 
parka with a hood trimmed with natural 
fur, it is most apparent how valuable the fur 
really is and how small an amount is used 
for one hood. Now — should we investigate 
the jackets and full length coats made out of 
natural rabbit taking as many as 40 rabbit 
lives for one coat?

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Cambridge Tenants 
Retain Rent Control

Just two weeks after a similarly 
tumultuous State House hearing on 
housing bills, tenants again converged en 
masse last Monday to protest a resolution 
in the Cambridge City Council that 
sought to abolish rent control. 

They were mostly young and white, 
with a few elderly sitting on the benches 
in the visitors gallery and sprinkled 
through the overflow standup crowd 
milling outside the Council chambers. 
They were tense, and there were many 
more of them than’ at the previous 
gathering. The Globe reported upwards 
of 500 witnesses; tenants’ organizations 
estimated more like 800 to 1000. 
Everyone agreed that it was the largest 
turnout of its kind in recent memory. 
Former Mayor and present City 
Councilwoman Barbara Ackermann said 
she had never seen so many people in 
City Hall. 

In deference to the crush, 
Councilwoman Saundra Graham moved 
that the rules be suspended to discuss 
rent control immediately, and very 
quickly the Council took a vote. 

Five bucked the proposal, four 
supported it, the votes following the 
expected liberal/conservative lines, 
except for former Mayor Alfred Vellucci’s 
swing vote cast in favor of retaining rent 
control. 

The tenants had won the victory they 
had come for. Many insisted, still, that 
they be given the right to speak for ten 
minutes apiece, allowed under Council 
Rule 23. A chant went up, championed, 
oddly enough, by Vellucci. As_ the 
confusion mounted, one bearded young 
man vaulted the railing separating the 
Council from the visitors and motioned 
for others to follow. When they didn’t, he 
clambered back over the railing, only to- 
be kicked in the head (accidentally or 
otherwise) by a policeman springing in 
the other direction to wrest a microphone 
from a protestor. 

In his first confrontation as newly 
elected Mayor, Walter Sullivan 
maintained a hardline position against 
the demonstrators, barring them entry to 
the Chambers. At one point he was heard 
to comment in exasperation, “If we had 
any brains, we wouldn’t even be running 
for election.” 

“You’d be running for Sheriff, wouldn’t 
you?” shouted a protestor. 

“You bet I would,’”’ Sullivan replied 
wryly. 

The Council voted finally to adjourn 
the debate to the following Thursday 
night at Rindge Technical High School, 
as well as action on motions. by 
Councilman David Wylie to rectify illegal 
overcharges to tenants, to open Rent 
Control Board records and to minimize 
rent increases due to rising fuel costs. 

Afterwards, Ackermann, an oftproven 
pacifist, demurred that the protestors 
couldn’t possibly have been permitted in 
the Chamber for safety reasons, but she 
thought the demonstration was 
“‘wonderful” anyway. 

Why the Fracas? 

Ackermann’s endorsement 

notwithstanding, the tenants’ actions 


may not have been their best possible 
political move. At the State House 

hearing, a like disruption so angered one 
of the sponsors of pro-tenant legislation, 
Joseph Timilty, that he is more truculent 
than ever now about taking up 
progressive causes. While the liberals 
among the Cambridge City Councillors 
are less likely to react in this way, the 
blue collar workers, welfare recipients, 
unemployed and elderly whom the tenant 
activists are trying to mobilize may have 
been alienated by the fracas. Yet the 


militants’ impatience is understandable, ~ 


for the City Council is their best forum 
for discussing the tenuous state of the 
current.rent control system. 


Just before Christmas in 1971, the 
Council tried to revoke the law and only 
after considerable public pressure backed 
down. It happened then, it happened last 
week, and there is no reason why it 
cannot happen again, but next time it 
may be overturned. 


Even the presence of the law is no 
guarantee of effective protection of 
tenants, if past performance is any 
measure, Soon after rent control was 
passed in September of 1970, then City 
Manager John Corcoran and City 
Solicitor Philip Cronin tried 
unsuccessfully to sidestep the six-month 
rent rollback provisions mandatory under 
the law. During the next year, Cronin, 
appointed head of the rent control office 
by Corcoran, allowed hardship 
exemptions to landlords which he 
subsequently -was forced to rescind. 
Cronin’s successor, William Corkery, 
granted large rent increases under the 
law’s Fair Net Operating Income 
stipulation, although the guidelines by 
which he was operating were later struck 
down in court. 

In an attempt to minimize such 
sabotage, Ackermann, as Mayor, 
replaced the single rent control 
administrator with a five-member board 
representing both tenants and landlords. 
Tenant’ groups like the Cambridge 
Tenants Organizing Committee (CTOC) 
complain, however, that the rent control 
board still does not adequately guard 
against gouging, citing a case in Riverside 
where the rent recently was increased 
from $75 to $270. 

CTOC activists fear, moreover, that 
even the liberal minority on the Council, 
and its one fairweather friend Vellucci, is 
no security against further undermining 
of the rent control law. The new City 
Manager James Leo Sullivan, whom all 
the liberals just voted in, has been an 
outspoken opponent of rent control, and 
it is he who has the power to designate 
the chairman of the rent control board. 


Liberals and conservatives alike justify 
Sullivan’s appointment by hailing him as 
the man who can put the City back on 
firm fiscal footing. They point to his 
record in Cambridge, where he held the 
post before, and in Lowell, where he had 
been in a similar position for the past 
three years. 


Said Saundra Graham, the Councillor 
most closely identified with radical 
aspirations, “I think he will help us on 
public housing. Also I think he’s very 
strong and has a record of handling the 
police. In Lowell he suspended quite a 
few police officers. He’s very strong on 
economics and bringing industry back 
into the City, and he’s very strong on 
finances and bringing departments back 
into control. And what we need is control 
of our budget. He knows the atmosphere, 
the politics. He’s dealt with community 
groups before. He’ll help us on revenue 
sharing. I want every community group 


. to get a piece of the action.” 


The argument looks good on first 
blush, but under the surface it suffers 
from the same ambiguities that 
historically have plagued Cambridge. A 
city peculiar unto itself, Cambridge is 
over-shadowed by the presence of two 
major universities, and gradually has 
been transformed into a bedroom 
community for academics, students and 
the managerial and technical types 
spawned by the research and 
development industry that has grown up 
around the schools. As with any city, 
there has been the struggle to enhance 
the tax base in order to keep the tax rate 
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The New Old, Old Story

A hypothetical situation: a 
pivotal Midwestern district in 
the United Steelworkers Union 
is holding an election for the 
district presidency. A young 
black reformer is running 
against the old boss’s hand- 
picked reformer, and the race 
has attracted national attention. 
Time magazine sends its 
Chicago correspondent out to 
cover the story. He spends two 
days in the district and 
interviews the wrong people. 
The weekly newsmagazine’s 
New York headquarters adds 
further errors in editing, and 
steelworkers glancing later at 


the brief story gape in* 


amazement. Time has a 
circulation of over 4 million. 
Meanwhile, The Nation or 
Ramparts make a few phone 
calls and locate a veteran 
journalist who has lived in the 
district and edited a labor 
newspaper there fo> 20 years. 
The journalist gets to work, and 
later one of the two magazines 
publishes a long, accurate 
article which describes the 
urion election in term: of the 
district’s historical background. 


The facts are right and the 
interpretation is informed and 
sensitive. 

New Times,the new bi-weekly, 
glances over its masthead of 
superstars, selects one who 
worked for a paper in the district 
10 years earlier and sends him 
out. He immediately ends up in 
a bar outside one of the steel 
mills, bending elbows with the 
locals and satisfying himself 
that he still talks their language, 
that he throws around enough 
“shits” and “motherfuckers” 
that they don’t see he is a high- 
priced journalist working for a 
slick new magazine in New 
York, far away from the smoke 
belching out of the blast 
furnaces. 
To the Rest of Us 

His piece two weeks later is 
full of personal reactions about 
“returning home,” a few great 
quotes from steelworkers 
explaining them to the rest of us, 
and some preaching about how 
it’s no fun to be a steelworker. 
Scattered through the brief 
article are hints that some sort 
of election is actually taking 
place here, and that it means 
something to these people — but 
they are merely hints. Too much 
information might interfere with 
the story. 


New Times really doesn’t 
have to perform so poorly. 
Among its contributing editors 
are some of the best and most 
progressive journalists in this 
country: Marshall Frady, J. 
Anthony Lukas, Joe McGinniss, 
Mike Royko, Studs Terkel and 
Nicholas von Hoffman. In 
addition, the magazine lists 
some 66 correspondents 
scattered around the country — 
most of them apparently 
younger journalists in places like 
Richmond, Va., and Bozeman, 
Mont., many of them working 
for small, independent local 
weeklies. If its masthead were 
any indication, New Times 
would be covering a variety of 
interesting and important 
stories on both the national and 
the local levels with sensitive 
and informed understanding. 

Thus far, though, the néw 


‘venture has been an almost total 


bust. The past decade is littered 
with the wreckage of the old 
giants — Look, ‘Life, The 
Reporter, even The Saturday 
Evening Post — none of which 
were very good but all of which 
provided at least some sort of 
antidote to the relentless drone 
of television. New Times has 
stepped into this wasteland with 
its work cut out for it, but it has

thus far lacked the sense of 
direction to succeed. 

Part of its problem seems to 
be purely technical — it does not 
seem to allow its writers the 
time or the space to develop 
their articles. Most of the 
magazine’s pieces are a mere 
two or three pages in length — 
not enough time to even get off 
the ground. For instance, Gloria 
Emerson is a sensitive New York 
Times correspondent who 
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chronicled the agony of war 
during the 1972 North 
Vietnamese offensive. For a 
recent New Times piece, she 
attended a reunion of a group of 
antiwar POWs. The piece ended 
before Emerson even had a 
chance to finish a preliminary 
description of the men. 


The New Journalism 

But beyond these problems, 
which could be remedied simply 
enough, New Times suffers from 
too close an identification with 
what has been called the New 
Journalism, which is not really 
new, but often an updated 
version of the worst aspects of 
the old journalism with a heavy 
dose of the first person thrown 
in. Both are flashy, sensational 
and often untruthful. The New 
Journalism, like the tabloids 
which preceded it, seizes upon 
scandal and intrigue with a total 
lack of discrimination, not 
because it is desirable that the 
truth should out, but because 
scandal sells. It is not merely 
fortuitous that New York 
magazine, the flagship of the 
New Journalism, seems to have 
profiled every pimp and 
prostitute in the City of New 
York at least once. The Daily 
News for the swingers in 
carrying on an old tradition. 


It Also Lies 

Flashy graphics and scandal 
for its own sake are only part of 
the problem with the New 
Journalism — it also lies. Lying 
and distortion of the news are 
nothing new (Time magazine 
has been getting away with it for 
years) but that makes it no more 
acceptable. Tom Wolfe, the New 
Journalism’s chief drumbeater, 
wrote Radical Chic and omitted 
mention of his friends who 
attended the Bernstein’s party; 
the New York articles about the 
pimps and prostitutes turn out 
to be composites, with some of 
the quotes and facts made up to 
tell the story better. 

The New Journalism’s only 
real innovation, the heavy 
injection of the writer into the 
story, is generally uninteresting 
and detracts from the real issues 
at hand. Norman Mailer is one 
of the few people who can get 
away with it because he is a 
public figure whose reactions are 
interesting, but no one much 
cares what the recent journalism 
school graduate thinks of bars or 
workers or pimps. The primary 
task of journalism is to provide 
information, a basis for the 
reader to make his own 
judgment, a role which is 
sacrificed if the reader has to 
wade through dozens of “what I 
thoughts” and “‘how I felts.” 

Whatever the New 
Journalism may be, it is not 
journalism. It is, most definitely 
some sort of emerging art form 


‘which requires a critical 


standard differing from one 
applicable to journalism. There 
is good New Journalism (Mailer, 
the early Wolfe) and bad New 
Journalism (most of the later 
Breslin). To distinguish between 
the two, one considers things 
like the realism of the dialogue 
or the coherence of the theme. 
Truth is a secondary or tertiary 
objective. 


Journalism is different. In a 
world of lies, truth is the 
primary objective, even if that 
truth is not always coherent or 
aesthetic. By descending too 
often into New Journalism, New 
Times is avoiding its obligation 
to talk about what is going on in 
the world. A potentially 
informative piece about the Irish 
Republican army in a November 
issue degenerated swiftly into a 
runny first person — “If Seamus 
killed the soldier, I thought, I 
would have no choice but to grab 
the rifle and shoot the other 
three,” wrote Richard Boyle,

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Low-Priced Wines — And What to Ask For

“You gotta try this wine,” a 
friend said. “It’s just the best. 
Spanish stuff called Mia. Sells 
for a dollar a bottle. I broke a 
bottle of it this morning. I was 
bringing it to work to show a guy 
and I dropped the bottle getting 
out of the car. It didn’t hurt so 
much, you know, breaking a 
bottle that cost only a buck. 
That’s the best part about it. 
Great stuff.” 

“You must try some of the 
new St. Emilion I just found,” 
another friend told me. ‘So dry, 
so pleasant and full-bodied. 
Ummmm. I just want to pour it 
over my body. No, no, I 
couldn’t. But I'd just love to pat 
it on my face. Oh, yes indeed.” 

To each his own bottle. But 
many today aren’t as happy 
with the bottle they get as my 
two friends. Prices of French 
wines have risen astronomically, 
and the connoisseur whose 
wallet can best accommodate no- 
vintage Ripple but whose thirst 
pleads for 1966 Leoville Lascases 
has been settling for a middle 
ground: a nice, not-so-famous 
imported, or, heaven forgive us, 
domestic wine. 

We have here a double- 
barreled question. Barrel one: 
Why have fine French wines 
flown so far out of the dollar’s 
reach? And barrel two: What 
can we do about it? What wines 
should we spend our precious 
pesos on? 

Barrel one first. 

Back in October, 1971, 
Leoville Lascases (’66) was 
being advertised at $4.35 a 
bottle. Four months ago it was 
retailing for $13 a bottle, and 
now it’s no longer on the market. 
That’s just one example of 
what’s been happening with 
French Burgundies and 
Bordeaux. If you.can find. them 
their too-grand new prices may 
make you wish- you hadn't 
bothered. 


Why the sudden rise? Part of 
the reason is political, part. 


geographical, and part is just 
the law (yes, of supply and 
demand). 

“Burgundy is a very small

area,” Cynthia Smith, owner of 
Cave Atlantique, says. ‘“‘It 
doesn’t produce much wine, so 
as. the demand increases the 
supply can’t keep up.” 


“Itis a question of supply and 
demand,” wine buyer Joseph 
Moreno explains. ‘‘Those 
chateaux produce a limited 
amount of wine, and now 
everyone in the world wants to 
buy from them. Not.only in the 
United States, but in France, 
and all of Europe. Then, too, we 
have the Japanese. They are 
buying and buying...” 


Add inflation and the 
devaluation of the dollar to the 
sharp;increase in demand for 
Bordeaux and Burgundies, and 
you have a rather complete 
picture of the situation. James 
Banker teaches a wine 
appreciation course at 
Cambridge Adult Education 
Center. “The great wines will 
always be expensive,” he says, 
“but there are thousands of 


chateau wines selling now for $8 


or $9 that three or four years ago 
sold for $3.” 

Banker is optimistic about 
prices dropping back. ‘The 
stablization of the dollar could 
prove very helpful for buyers 
going over this spring. Also the 
°73 harvest seems to have 
cooperated. It is reported to 
have been quite bountiful and 
excellent in quality. Add those 
factors to the possibility of 
overstock from the ’72s, and it 
begins to look like the prices 
could go back down.” 

Nuit St. George is hard, if not 
impossible, to get in the Boston 
area this year because, 
according ‘to ‘Banker; it was 
selling for far too high a price 
last year. 

“T hope they (the ’72 bottles) 
are still sitting in that 
Frenchman’s warehouse,’ 
Banker says. “Because he’s 
going to have to sell them this 
year for less. Especially if he has 
a bumper crop of the ’73s.”’ 


Cheap Advice 

A nationwide customers’ 
survey concluded that Gallo 
hearty Burgundy was the best 
value for the money. (about 
$1.29 a bottle) Merchants and 


wine buyers vary in their _ 


opinions. 

“Gallo wines are made in 
tremendous bulk,’ says Myron 
Norman, owner of Harvard 
Wine and Liquor Co. “They 
don’t have much taste, and I 


imagine they’re pastuerized. It’s. 


innocuous wine for somebody 
who wants to wash down food. 
Maybe it’s right for people who 


don’t want an individual taste in - 


wine.” 

Not everyone is down on Gallo 
hearty Burgundy, though. 
Joseph Moreno admitted that he 
considered it ‘“‘a good buy, a 
good value.” 

Better values are the French 
wines that have not gone up in 
price. These come from the 
lesser known wine producing 
regions. A whole class of French 


wines go under the state seal 
VDQS (Vins Delimite Qualite 
Superieur) and the standards of 
wines bearing this seal are quite 
high. These often go under the 
commercial heading ‘country 
wines of France’, but please to 
remember, not all country wines 
are VDQS wines. These compete 
with our lower priced domestic 
wines, many going for under $2 a 
bottle. They offer a good deal of 
variety in terms of taste (there 
are reds, whites and roses) and 
are considered above average 
table wines. The VDQS seal is a 
small stamp printed within the 
label of the bottle; it has a semi- 
official look to it. 

“VDQS wines offer a little 
more depth in terms of the 
character of the wine than the 
lower priced jug-type American 
wines,’”’ James Banker says. 
“Domestic jug wines have a 
certain manufactured quality 
about them.” 

The Alsace (dry, spicey white 
wine), and the Loire and many 
of the Rhone wines are still 
relatively reachable. Joseph 
Moreno recommends good buys 
for French red wines: Cotes du 
Rhone at just over $2, and Betits 
Chateau at $3. Macon Blanc 
Villages at about $2.70 is his 
white wine choice, and he 
reminds us that we are “... not to 
forget a good Rose d’an Jou 
which is available at about 
$2.20.” 

Other French wines 
recommended by the people who 
should know include Croix de 
Gorre (about $3), Aix-én- 
Provence (usually less than 
$2.50), Alsatian (from $2.50 to 
$4.95), and Muscadets and 
Vouvrays, ranging between $2 
and $5... 

The word on domestic wines is 
Paul Masson. Their generic 
wines (wines which are named 
after the regions from which the 
wines originally came) sell for 


‘under $2, and all are good. 


Masson propietary wines (those 
which the company has named 
itself, like Emerald Dry) are of 
fine quality. San Martin makes

stable — in other words, the 
fiscal responsibility that so 


tantalizes the liberals — but for 
Cambridge this has meant 
attracting high rises and white 
collar industries rather than the 
blue collar homes and industries 
of East Cambridge, Riverside or 
Walden Square. 


At one time, people were very 
frank about these matters. Dr. 
O.H. Marcy, a landowner who 
eventually sold his property to 
M.I.T., argued back in 1911 that 
the transplanting of that 
university from Boston to 
Cambridge would be beneficial 
to the community as a check on 
the increasing immigrant 
population. As quoted in a 
Cambridge Chronicle of the day, 
Marcy said, “It would be of 
great value to stop the constant 
spreading of these people whom 
we don’t want to engulf our 
city.” 

Similar language was used as 
late as the fifties by none other 
than Christopher Jencks, the 
Harvard Education School 
professor known for his recent 
contention that no amount of

urban renewal plan, “The 
University is today in the 
position of a man about to be 
eaten by cannibals.

vegetarianism.” What Jencks 
feared was the advance of slums 
from the Boston metropolitan 
area intoCambridge. 

Now an article by a Harvard 
professor obscure to most 
residents of Cambridge would 
not seem terribly important, 
except that at the time it was 


reproduced and passed out to 
the members of the Cambridge 
Civil Association, the same 
political group that backs the 
present liberal City Councillors. 
The issues have changed since 
then, of course. Urban renewal is 
out, at least in the form that 
Jencks was supporting, and it 


has become politically suicidal 
for liberals not to champion rent 
control. Yet the fact that today’s 
tiberals vote in an anti-rent 
control City Manager indicates 
that uppermost in their minds is 
the conservative fiscal 
management that James Leo 
Sullivan most assuredly can 
provide, rather than the rising 
costs .of decent housing for 
people of limited. means. 
Likewise the Independents on 
the Council, Thomas Danehy 
who motioned to abolish rent 
control, and Mayor Sullivan, 
Leonard Russell and Daniel 
Clinton, need not support 
tenants’ rights in order to glean 
their working class votes, but 
depend instead on ethnic, 
religious and neighborhood ties 
and the perennial Boy Scout 
picnic, wake and vets’ function. 
The future of rent control in 


.Cambridge is tied not only to the 


local political scene, but also to 
an upcoming fight on Beacon 
Hill. The legislation enabling 
local cities and towns to adopt 
rent control is due to expire in 
April of 1975, but needs to be 
aired before the November 
elections in order to be renewed. 
If it does not pass, Cambridge, 
along with other cities currently 
covered, Somerville, Boston, 
Brookline and Lynn, can expect 
increased recalcitrance from 
local officials, and the possible 
weakening or destruction of 
present laws.

men like John Carroll, a 
participant in the 
transportation planning review 
and a lobbyist for New England 
Roadbuilders Association. He 
finds “‘mixed feelings about it in 
the construction industry. We 
recognize it will produce 
construction jobs in the future ... 
but we don’t want to be chasing 
rainbows.” Like many highway 
advocates, Carroll seems a bit 
shell-shocked by the sudden 
turnabouts of recent years. 
“We're tired of wearing the 
black hat and fighting citizens. 
If they want us to build this 
depressed road, we’ll do that. If 
they want us to build mass 
transit extensions, we'll do 
that.” 

Carroll perceives something of 
a contradiction. After five years 
of a rabid anti-expressway tide, 
isn’t there something strange 
about a high-priority, citizen- 
backed highway project? 

Barney Frank thinks so. Rep. 
Frank, besides being virtually 
the only name associated with 
Beacon Hill by much of under- 
30 Boston, is a major force on 
the Joint Transportation 
Committee (on the Hill), and a 
veteran road fighter. 

“Don’t get me wrong,” he’s 
quick to say. “I never would 
have built the foolish thing in 
the first place. And I might be 
the wrong person to ask about an 
aesthetic project. I’m about the 
least aesthetic person in the 
nation,’’ says the boy from 
Bayonne, N.J. “But I think 
tearing it down is the goddamn 
silliest thing I ever heard of.”

line-up for new federal 
transportation funds — now that 
Nixon is leaning a bit toward 
mass transit. Frank fears that 
the Commonwealth will lose the 
advantage it now has over most 
states by virtue of its early start 
toward public transit — by 
asking for too much. 

“This $200 million would 
detract from the federal money 
we want for MBTA extensions,” 
he says. “‘We’re going in for more 
money per capita than any state 
in the country — we’re asking for 
more than our proportionate 
share of funds already. The feds 
will make a discretionary 
judgment.” 

Frank’s can’t-have-your-cake- 
and-eat-it version of mass 
transit vs. highways is disputed 
by Fred Salvucci. 

“There’s no possibility of 
losing our other funds,” he says. 
“The #eds may turn this idea 


down or approve it, but it has 
nothing to do with the Orange 
Line or Red Line. We’re going 
after different funds.” 

Frank, however, again 
disagrees. Newly-relaxed 
standards on the Federal 
Highway Trust Fund — the gas 
tax treasury that built the 
interstate highway system — 
make it possible, he says, for 
that bonanza to go for public 
transit now. “It’s not like there 
is all this highway money that 
has to be used up,” says Frank. 
“The states have to decide 
which they want: highways or 
mass transit.”’ 

The Frank-Salvucci dispute 
— along with the extent of 
downtown disruption caused by 
the construction — will be 
central to Gov. Sargent’s 
scheduled July 1 decision, and 
the main points of discussion the 
coming four-month study 


(which was itself authorized by 
the federal Department of 
Transportation). At this point, 
however, even those who make it 
their business to know are 
unsure about the phlegmatic 
Nixon transportation policy. If 
transit and highways can 
somehow co-exist in it, the 
taming of the Monster may be 
yet another stroke of 
Massachusetts ingenuity. 

One thing is for sure, however. 
The Central Artery decision 
circa 1974 will be made in a very 
different way from the decision 
circa 1959. The same 
communities that were on the 
outside throwing what 
amounted to pebbles at 
wrecker’s balls will be in the 
very heart of the process this 
year. If the Monster goes down, 
it will happen because of Boston 
citizens, not despite them. Or at 
least we can hope so. 


Langone: 
‘It’s Nota 
New Fight’ 


Fred Langone, a Boston City 
Councillor whose North End 
home lies within the shadow of 
the Central Artery, says, “I have 
to laugh a little about all these 
people who talk about stopping 
highways like it’s a new thing.” 

North Enders, he points out, 
were fighting the original 
construction of the Central 
Artery 25 years ago. 

Langone’s political career was 
launched in that fight. He was 
the guiding force behind the 
Committee to Save the North 
End, a group of 300 that fought 
to keep the Green Monster from 
bulldozing, among other things, 
Langone’s father’s funeral 
home. The fight was 
unsuccessful but provided 
Langone with enough support to 
win election to the City Council 
in 1952, just as Artery 
construction began. 

Langone recalls, ‘‘We couldn’t 
get an inch of space in the 
papers,

The Feminist Approach Learning 


By Karen Lindsey 

On March 5, 1972, the 
Women’s School started its first 
8-week term, and with it began a 
new approach to the teaching- 
and-learning process for women. 
In early March of this year it will 
begin its seventh term. It’s been 
through some changes in its two- 
year history, and the changes 
seem to reflect an ability to 
recognize mistakes and to alter 
the process in response to that 
recognition. 

I spoke with Laura, Fran, and 
Susie, three of the 15 or so 
women on the school’s staff. 
Like the Cambridge Women’s 
Center from which it sprang and 
to which it is connected, the 
school grew out of the 1971 
feminist takeover of a Harvard 
building, and was formed, as its 
brochure says, to “develop a 
better analysis of women’s 
oppression, and of the society we 
live in, involve new women in 
the movement, and help us gain 
some of the necessary skills... to 
change our condition and 
ourselves.” Its direction has 
always been a highly political 
one, and this has not changed in 
two years. What has changed is 
the means of clarifying the 
political direction. Starting off 
with a fairly structureless 
organization, they found the 
problem of definition 
intensifying, and women who 
taught courses often found that 
the school was unhappy with 
their teaching method, without 
being clear about where this 
dissatisfaction was coming from. 
The school now has several 
committees, and they put time 
into discussing with prospective 
teachers the school’s political 
philosophy, how it relates to 
what the woman wants to teach, 


and how she plans to go about it. 
As Fran pointed out, working 
through their differences before 
the classes begin is far more 
helpful than being negative 
while they’re going on; further, if 
the woman feels she can’t work 
within the school’s definitions, 
she has a chance to decide not to 
teach the class rather than go 
through the frustration and 
energy drain of working against 
a hostile and only partly defined 
structure. 


A central concept in that 
structure is that no class should 
be taught by fewer than two 
women. The people I talked to 
felt strongly about this. Fran, in 
fact, has come to feel that no 
class anywhere should be taught 
by one person. Having taught in 
a strict, hierarchical system in 
England, she feels that teaching 
alone allows for no peer 
criticism, that the teacher is 
made to functions an authority 
whether she wants to or not. The 
isolation of the teacher’s 
position is intimidating to 
students, while the two-teacher 
setup allows the student to 
realize, from the teachers’ 
differences with each other, that 
no one is really an ultimate 
authority. Laura pointed out 
another advantage: the 
synthesis of skills. Her own 
experience exemplified this. She 
herself had studied Marxism 
and other political and 
revolutionary philosophies, 
another woman knew a lot about 
history, and when they taught a 
women’s history course together 
the combined knowledge taught 
the students, and each other, 
more than either could have 
conveyed alone.

Child Care 

Another important base for 
the school is child care. 
Committed to the belief that 


“child care is the responsibility 


not only of the mother but of the 
entire community, the school 
has tried to implement that 
belief. As part of her 
registration, each student and 
teacher is asked to commit one 
night a term to child care for 
students with children. In this 
way women who are not 
otherwise free to attend classes 
are given the opportunity, and 
women without children 
participate in child care. The 
only drawback in this is the 


pressure it puts on women who 
really have difficulty dealing 
with children (my own way of 
coping with any child care 
situation I find myself in is to 
down all the valium I can get my 
hands on, struggle fiercely 
against my urge to scream 
obscenities at the kids for 
making the kind of noise 
sensible kids always make, and 
pray that the next day’s 
migraine isn’t too bad — a 
condition that doesn’t benefit 
the kid any more than it does 
me). Still, it makes strong 
political sense, and women who 
relate to kids the way I do are 
now offered the option of 


performing other, equivalent- 
time services to the school or 
Center. 

Unlike in most traditional 
institutions, free universities, or 
adult-ed schools, this sense of 
shared responsibility and of 
forming personal committments 
to each other is a major goal of 
the school. They encourage 
classes to have pot-luck dinners 
togetheg and to get to know each 
other. They hope, Susie 
emphasized, to encourage not 
only personal but political 
interaction: they would like 
classes to grow into political 
projects. This has happened in 
several cases: the Women’s 
Center Abortion and Birth 
Control Counselling Group grew 
out of a class, as did the Lesbian 
Therapy Research Project. 


Men Not Welcome 


The School is open only to 
women, and men are not 
welcome to participate in any 
capacity; still, recognizing the 
commonality of oppression is an 
important part of their work and 
many of the classes deal with © 
political struggles other than the 
women’s movement — black, 
third world, working class, anti- 
imperialist, and prison 
movements. 

Recently, the Women’s School 
has opened its own office at 639 
Mass. Ave. in Cambridge, partly 
because of the need for a clearly 
defined office of its own, and 
partly to create a neutral 
atmosphere for women who 
might feel intimidated by the 
young-white-hippie-radical 
atmosphere of the Center. They 
have been trying to reach a 
wider range of women in other

ways as well. They started a 
series of extension courses last 
spring, taught in several 
different communities: a 
women’s history course in 
Somerville, women’s history and 
Our Bodies/ Our Selves in 
Jamaica Plain. With the history 
course, they discovered that 
older, working-class women had 
a different, more pragmatic 
perspective on history than 
movement women: they were 
interested in learning the 
survival skills of women in the 
past. This interest gave the 
course its shape, and turned it 
into a mutual learning 
experience. And in Fitton 
Central High School, a Catholic 
girls’ school in East Boston, they 
taught — as part of the 
curriculum — a course in 
Women in America. Here again, 
the needs of the students 
determined the direction of the 
course: the school had planned 
to teach women’s history, but 
the high school women were 
more immediately concerned 
with the issues of our bodies/ our 
selves, and so that was the 
emphasis the course took. The 
school has been asked to give the 
course again this semester. 
Finally, they’ve instituted a 
series of special projects on 
Sunday afternoons. One week an 
American woman who had been 
in Chile during the coup spoke 
and showed a film; another 
time women from the Farah 
Pants Strike showed films and 
talked to the all-woman 
audience (this one was so 
successful that women who had 
seen themselves as a passive 
audience ended up volunteering 
to join the strikers’ Saturday 
picket lines in front of Filene’s). 
This month there will be special 


events on the women of 


Wounded Knee and on the 
energy crisis. Susie emphasized 
the importance of these events 
as educational sources for 
women who lack the time or 
interest to become involved in a 
classroom situation, and so far 
they have worked out well. 


Jewish Course Dropped 


Many of the classes taught at 
the Women’s School have been 
offered every term since its 
beginning, and each term new 
courses are offered. 
Unfortunately, one first-year 
class, ‘Jewish History and 
Culture,” which attempted to 
deal with American anti- 
Semitism, has not been given 
since — though it was the 
decision of the people involved 
in the course, not the school, to 
discontinue it. It’s a pity, since 
anti-Semitism seems to be one 
of the few forms of oppression 
easily overlooked by American 
radicals, and a course in a place 
like the Women’s School would 
be an ideal context to explore 
the distinction between anti- 
Semitism and anti-Zionism, and 
the extent to which that 
distinction is made. 
Nonetheless, the courses they 
are doing sound excellent: 
Resistance, Repression, and 
Rebellion (which deals with 
black and prison experiences), 
Our Bodies/ Our Selves, 
Women’s History, The Struggle 
in Ireland, Marxism, Children’s 
Literature, Labor History, 
Carpentry, Lesbianism, Women 
in Work, and Creative Writing 
Workshop, among others. 

Registration will be Thursday 
March 7 between 5:30 and 8:30 
p.m., and Friday, March 8 
between 2 and 8 p.m. at the new 
office. The fee is $5 and an 
evening’s child care, and women 
are asked not to register by 
phone. More information about 
the Center can be obtained by 
calling 492-4845 weekday 
afternoons.

who then failed to explain either 
factionalism within the IRA or 
the great number of White. 
Papers and Amendments and 
Laws to which he constantly 
referred. The reader learned 
almost nothing of either 
Northern Ireland or the 
intricacies of Irish politics. All 
he did learn was something 
about Richard Boyle. 

New Times could take some 
lessons from Ramparts and The 
Nation. Both magazines tend to 
stick to straight-forward 
accounts of various events 
(although Ramparts has 
recently lapsed a bit in this 
respect) written by people who 
have spent years living and 
working closely with the things 
they write about. Rather than 


sending a 
journalist” to cover the United 
Farmworkers or the Chilean 
coup, these magazines will 
secure pieces from people who 
have worked with the 
Farmworkers or lived in Chile. 
An article in one of these 
magazines will contain 
information and a judgment 
based on that information, not a 
self-indulgent impressionism 
which plays loosely with reality. 

The truth is not that exciting 
though, the New Journalism 
responds. The story has to be 
jazzed-up somehow or else 
people will not read it. This 
defense is totally worthless. Carl 
Bernstein and Bob Woodward, 
the two Washington Post 
reporters who exposed the 
Watergate, Practiced the old 
journalism in its most basic 
form, yet their results were 
certainly exciting. There are 
enough lies and repression 
around to put fiction out of

business for good if the only 
purpose of fiction was to shock 

and excite. Serious journalistic 

attention directed toward 

American police aid to rightist 

governments in Latin America, 

for example, would certainly 

attract readers. 

It may still be too early to 
judge New Times. Its editors 
may yet lengthen its articles, 
make better use of its 
contributing editors, and start 
to rely on its local 
correspondents. It may yet see 
that in a nation where 
journalism is increasingly an 
empty choice between 
television, Time and the 
Associated Press, its first duty 
should be to report and analyze 
important news and 
developments honestly and 
fully. We cannot afford the 
outpourings of frustrated 
novelists as long as this function 
— journalism’s most basic one — 
remains unfulfilled.

Continued from page 
lobbyist, to Sargent’s package. 
“He talks about getting rid of 
cheap, concealable weapons,’ 
Goodman complained, “but his 
only criterion is the size of the 
barrel. There are high quality 
weapons with short barrels that 
are useful for target shooting 
and hunting. 

“Smith and Wesson, for 
example, makes a gun with a 
three inch barrel and target 
sights that is probably more 
accurate than a comparable six 
inch gun.’ 

Goodman also picked apart 
Sargent’s plan for state 
confiscation of the smaller guns 
within 180 days of passage of the 
measure. 

“It’s one of the only cases I 
know of,” he said, “where the 
state would confiscate private 
property without compen- 
sation.” * (Although the governor 
talked of arranging some sort of 
tax break for those who turn in 
their guns, his legislation does, 
indeed, provide no 
compensation. Backman’s bill 
would have the state reimburse 
each gun owner a minimum of 
$25 for each of the estimated 
200,000 legal handguns in the 
state.) 

And Goodman even criticized 
Sargent’s proposed training 
program for gun owners, saying 
that people like himself, for 
example, who already know how 
to handle guns “would feel real 
silly going through a training 
course.” 

The Melting Point 

If the gun lobby is forced to 
‘‘compromise”’ this year, it 
appears that they will throw 
their ‘‘reluctant’’ support 
behind the bill offered by Rep. 
Ralph Sirianni of Winthrop, 
house chairman of the Public 
Safety Committee, and a 
handgun owner himself. 


Sirianni’s bill also is designed to- 


rid the state of the cheap, short- 
barrelled ‘‘Saturday Night 
Special,” but defines such a gun 
as any that will ‘“‘melt or deform 
at a temperature of less than 900 
degrees fahrenheit.” 

Goodman calls this 
‘‘intelligent legislation’’ 
because, he says, it is aimed at 
the quality of the gun, rather 
than the size. ““We have always 
been in favor,” he said, “of a 
total ban on unsafe guns, and 
the National Rifle Ass’n has 
made the same statement. All 
unsafe guns should be taken out 
of the world and never again 
created.” 

Indeed, the domestic gun 
interests would love to see the 
whole gun control controversy 
centered on these cheap, unsafe, 
and foreign-made little guns. 
Less competition, of course, for 
the Massachusetts and 
Conneticut Valley handgun 
manufacturers which, through 
advertisements in its magazine, 
indirectly keep the NRA going 
financially. 

You can bet that all handguns 
manufactured by Smith and 
Wesson of Springfield, Iver- 
Johnson of Fitchburg, and Colt 
of Hartford, the real, although 
hidden, strength behind the gun 
lobby, are of superior quality 
to those defined in Rep. 
Sirianni’s bill. 

An important element in the 
strategy of the gun interests is to 
try to appear reasonable by 
supporting innocuous bills while 
fighting tooth-and-nail against 
passage of all meaningful gun 
legislation. 

Last year the legislature’s big 
contribution toward gun safety, 
passed with the blessing of the 
gun lobby, was a bill to make 
unauthorized possession of a 
sawed-off shotgun a felony. 

This year, it appears that, if 
anything, the legislature will 
move against cheap, snub-nosed 
handguns. And then we can all 
look forward to getting shot by a 
better quality handgun. 


Action Group 
for Greece Forms

the families of political prisoners 
and to urge the support of the 
Jackson-Pell amendment in 
Congress.

Impeachment and Tip’s Early Warning

WASHINGTON, D.C. — In 
the days following President 
Nixon’s October slashing of the 
Watergate investigation, 
reporters, anxious to sift the 
portentous from the merely 
significant, sought out 
Congressman ‘Tip’ O'Neill of 
Cambridge, the Majority Leader 
of the House, to learn his mind 
on the advisability of 
impeachment. 

They found Tip riding the 
banquet circuit in Erie County, 
New York, where they 
interviewed him. To judge from 
the minute long tape that slid 
across the screen on the late 
television news, Tip did not 
believe in impeachment. A few 
days later, reporters were back 
on his back and it appeared that 
Tip had changed his mind. The 
Leader was quoted as urging the 
House Judiciary Committee to 
study impeachment ‘“‘tho- 
roughly and exhaustively.” 

Savants around Capitol Hill 
said this was clearly a flip-flop 
induced by unignorable pressure 
from Cambridge voters in 
response to Tip’s Buffalo, N.Y., 
statements. 

“He had to change his mind 
on impeachment,” said the 
interested office ghost of another 
congressman. ‘That district 
would never have stood for an 
anti-impeachment stand from 
their own rep.” 

But the other day here in 
Washington, O’Neill told the 
Phoenix, he not only had not 
changed his mind on 
impeachment but went on to say 
that before Watergate became a 
presidential scandal through the 
confessions of James McCord in 
January, 1973, about the break- 
in’s high origins, he as Majority 
Leader had reason enough to get 
the House ready for 
impeachment. 

O’Neill’s surprising revelation 
came while he was talking in the 
Leader’s Room at the Capitol 
about impeachment efforts by 
liberals like Congressman 
Robert Drinan, S.J., of Newton 
who, in July, 1973, offered the 
House its first impeachment 
resolution. 

“Listen, long before Drinan 
raised his impeachment 
resolution,’’ O’Neill said, ‘““— a 
long time before him — I had 
reason to get the House ready for 
impeachment.” 

Long before in O’Neill’s 
statement means November, 
1972, when it was generally 
assumed that Watergate was 
only a botched burglary and the 
presidency was relatively 
uncorrupted. In that November, 
O’Neill was chairing 
congressional campiagn efforts 
for the Democrats. 

“T was noticing then,” he said, 
“how many good Démocrats — 
big annual contributors to the

par.y — were listed as 
Democrats for Nixon. In the 
course of time, I had a chance to 
talk with some of them. 

“Now, without getting into 
specifics, it became obvious that 
these Democrats were really 
being sandbagged by (Maurice) 
Stans (the finance head of the 
Committee to Re-Elect the 
President). 

“Stans was giving them the 
business, assessing them for 


contributions and giving them © 


the threats of audits and...” 

But, doesn’t this happen in 
every campaign? 

“This was so corrupt,” O’Neill 
said, ‘‘that it was apparent 
someone was going to complain 
about it. 

“So, over a year ago, I got the 
Speaker and Rodino (chairman 
of the House Judiciary 
Committee, the group 
responsible for impeachment 
legislation), and I sat down with 
them,” O’Neill said. 

“And I said to them,” the 
Leader said, ‘be prepared. Be 
prepared for impeachment. 

“So in January of ’73,” he said 
in an amazing revelation, “we 
assigned some fellers from the 
Judiciary Committee to keep 

an eye on Watergate and 
Elisberg and other like matters. 

“Tt seemed there was so much 


corruption, that resolutions like 
Drinan’s were dangerous. They 
were premature. 

“You have to investigate 
impeachment charges very 
carefully,’ he said, ‘“‘and there 
had been no full scale 
investigation by the time Drinan 
offered his resolution. 

“So I was prepared to table 
it,” he said to explain why it 
appeared he was opposed to 
impeachment, “but long before 
Drinan came along, I knew 
something was up.” 

But more importantly, will 
the House impeach Nixon? 
That’s not the kind of question 
Tip O’Neill answers, at least 
while sitting in the Majority 
Leader’s room, a room, by the 
way, which was furnished years 
ago with such thought for the 
burdens of its occupants that 
the telephones don’t ring with 
an incesant ‘‘brrrriinng- 
brrrriinnnng”’; instead they sort 
of tinkle twice softly and then 
stop. Nothing in Cambridge, not 
even the Danial F. O’Brien 
Funeral Home, can match its 
aura of subdued majesty. Tip 
seems oblivious to it all, and 
irritated with the question: Will 
the House impeach Nixon? 

“Listen,” he said, “I’ve got a 
very special job to do as 
Majority Leader. 

“Different from what the 
Majority Leader usually does, 
which is to manage the 
Democratic program through 
the House. 

““My job’s not to say when or if 
the House will impeach. It’s to 
make sure that every member of 
the House realizes we’re acting 
as a Grand Jury in this matter 
and to make sure they have the 
best evidence and the best 
understanding of impeachment 
itself on which to make a 
decision on how to vote.” 

But isn’t it the policy of the 
Democratic Majority to seek 
impeachment? 

“Look,”’ O’Neill said with the 
patience of a teacher who’s now 
regretting having told the class 
that the only foolish question is 
the one you don’t ask. “On 
questions of impeachment the 
House functions not as a 
political assembly but as a 
judicial body. On this question, 
we are a Grand Jury and Grand 
Juries should not decide to bring 
indictments on the basis of 
partisan feeling. 

“The Republicans are dying 
to turn impeachment into a 
party contest, though,” he said, 
“They'd love to do that. It’d 
discredit a serious business. 

“Fighting that is part of my 
job,” he said. “The other part is 
to make sure the Judiciary 
Committee’s investigation of 
impeachment, impeachable 
offenses, and so on is thorough, 
exhaustive, and done without 


foot-dragging.” 

But how will the members 
vote? 

“On the basis of what the 
evidence and their consciences 
tell them, I hope,”’ O'Neill said. 

Later that afternoon in a 
Judiciary Committee staffer’s 
office, the staffer laughed when I 
told him what O’Neill said. 

“O’Neill said all the right 
things for the Leader to say,” he 
said, “but my guess is that he 
knows for sure that virtually 
every member of the House is 


going to decide on how to vote on 
purely political grounds. 

“And right now the safe vote, 
politically speaking, is a vote to 
impeach.” 

He pulled out a letter from a 
constituent, urging Nixon’s 
impeachment. Then he pulled 
out the envelope in which the 
letter came. “Get the U.S. out of 
the Communist U.N.” 

“What can I say?,” the aide 
laughed, “Impeachment will 
come in May. And there’ll be a 
trial in October.”

Self-Delusion

I have this thing about 
running into people in Harvard 
Square. 

I expect to see lovers whose 
faces I scarcely remember. | long 
to resume conversations of years 
gone by, relationships abruptly 
broken off, friendships whose 
end I have never entirely 
accepted. It seems to me 
somehow that everyone, sooner 
or later, passes through Harvard 
Square. 

Now it is true, of course, that 
some of these encounters would 
have best been avoided. There 
are certain meetings, after all, 
certain interactions between 
people, that can produce no 
good. Probably, I should have 
realized this. Probably, I should 
have avoided Brodsky. 


And yet, for all the annoyance 
and anxiety that our meeting 
produced, it was in fact but one 
of two meetings that week. And 
the story of that week, its two 
meetings and the space in 
between, has got me talking tc 
myself. 


Michael Brodsky was the sort 
of guy who always had the 
answers. His answers, it’s true, 
would change from year to year. 
But whatever they were at the 
time, he would insist that you 
accept them, that you grant him 
that extra bit of faith — the faith 
that would allow you to swallow 
whatever was his current line of 
bullshit. 

I was not at all surprised to 
find him one day screaming in 
all his unshakeable arrogance in 
the middle of Harvard Square. 
The papers he thrust so proudly 


at passers-by were the sort that 
provide you with the latest 
global low-down; the 
dialectically-inspired, ever- 
applicable and absolutely 
reality-proof party line. The 
banner headline that week, for 
instance, spoke ominously of an. 
‘‘International Zionist 
Conspiracy.”” And prominently 
featured inside was an exclusive 
interview with someone 
proclaimed to be “The New 
Third World Savior.” 


I said hello to Brodsky and 
yeilded to his insistence that | 
look at his paper. I took some 
time reading about this Third 
World hero — a rather severe 
and self-righteous looking 
Libyan colonel — a prophet of 
Allah, another tribe of zealots 
had informed me.

Sensing before long that I was 
not entirely in my element, I 
handed the paper back to 
Brodsky and prepared to leave. 
It was here that Brodsky zeroed 
in. 

“You haven’t changed,” he 
said, looking at me sternly, 
knowingly. Then, before I had 
time to evaluate his charges, he 
added: 

“Still doing the bohemian 
trip, aren’t you?” 

Well, as I hadn’t myself 
managed so lucid and 
crystalline an analysis of my 
own experience, I mumbled 
some incoherent, probably 

- ridiculous apology. 


“You see,” he resumed, now 
bringing to a head his quasi- 
syllogistic attack. “‘We’re not 
gonna wait for you. Things that 
won’t change themselves will 
have to be changed by others.” 

Not knowing, really, whether 
or not this last remark 
constituted a veiled threat on 
my own person, I mentioned 
that I had to be moving along. 

But Brodsky, suddenly warm 
and charming, smiled and asked 
me to hang around. 


“Let me just sell two more 
papers,” he said. ‘then I'll get 
you a cup of coffee.” 

Against my better instincts, I 
accepted. After all, how could I 
know it would take him more 
than half an hour to sell just one 
paper? How could I know that 
I'd wind up buying the second 
just to get out of the cold? And: 
how could I know, finally, that 
he was destined to plant in my 
mind the seeds of a week-long 
depression? 

As we sat in silence over 
Pewter Pot coffee, our grounds 
for communication seemingly 
exhausted, Brodsky broadened 
his attack. 

“What’s your lady situation?” 
he asked me suddenly. 

“My what?” 
“Women .. 
doing for women? 

“Oh, I get along,” I responded 
feebly.., 

Brodsky, turning reflective, 
observed: 

“You know, it’s a funny thing. 
You amm screw around forever 
but when you find the right lady 
you really know it.” 

This, it seemed, I had heard 


. What are you 


before. 

“How’s that?” I asked. 

“Take Susan— that’s my wife 
(and at these words I thought I 
detected the faint outlines of a 
triumphant grin). There was 
never any bullshit between us. 
That first time we met, we both 
just knew... I know that I could 
fee) what it meant to her. She 

nt half the night gazing into 
my eyes and stroking my hair. 
We didn’t even have to talk.” 

As Brodsky went on, I became 
aware of a growing sense of 
discomfort. It was as if, on the 
proverbial Judgment Day, you 
are compelled (in your own 
damnation) to hear the stories of 
the Elect, the few who, 
mysteriously, are graced. 
Sickeningly, they turn out to be 
the very persons you thought 
deserved it least. 

Something about Brodsky’s 
confidence, his faith, his good 
fortune was unbearable. I, 
feeling defensive, would have 
liked to challenge him, to ask 
him, for instance, how he 
reconciled bourgeois marriage 
with revolutionary ideology. 


_ Instead, I brooded in silence. 


As we-prepared to leave, 
Brodsky delivered his final blow. 

“You know,” he said “I’m 
teaching a workshop in Theory. 
You should come down and 
check it out. After all, you can’t 
go on like this forever.” 


So that was it. I can’t go on 
like this forever. 
For close to a. week I could 
think of little else but Brodsky’s 
words, his self-contented grin, 


_ his assurance, his stability. I felt 


myself charged and convicted, 
lonely and inadequate. What 
did I have to show for all my 
years of so-called freedom: what 
pure and immortal attraction, 
what enduring passion, what 
example of selfless and deathless 
love? All my life’s experience, 
suddenly distilled, seemed like 
so much murky precipitate; a . 
kind of nameless, formless, 
useless glob of waste. 

It was with thoughts such as 
these that I troubled myself ~ | 
during ‘those days. And the 
truth, I suppose, is that it would. 
have gone on except for my 
second random encounter in| 
Harvard Square.

The Rusty Scupper Dress Code Incident

I remember the argument I 
got into with the Hungarian 


maitre d’ at the top of the 


Hancock Building in Chicago a 
few Thanksgivings ago. Ties 
were required. He insisted I rent 
one of their ties because I wasn’t 
wearing one of my own. I got hot 
about it and finally the rest of 
my cravated family told me to 
just give in, which I reluctantly 
did, joining them at the table 
with a blue and brown affair 
draped loosely around my neck. 


I have never taken dress codes 
lightly. Their abolition has 
become one of my pious causes. 
Naturally, I was delighted to 
discover that dress codes, at 
least in this state, are illegal. 


Under Chapter 138, Section 
12 of Massachusetts General 
Law, an establishment which 
holds a Common Victualler’s 
License, required in order to 
serve food, must serve “all 
travlers on the highway.” This 
quaint, democratic phrase 
means, according to Stanley 
Lapon, one of the three 
commissioners of the Alcoholic 
Beverage Commission, that no 
restaurant can discriminate 
against customers because of 
their appearance. 
Lapon explained, ‘“‘there’s a 
valid rationale. If blue jeans, for 
instance, carried a virus or 
fungal infection that the 
restaurant was afraid would rub 


off on the walls or chairs, there 
would be no legal way to deny 
entrance to someone wearing 
jeans.”’ The gist of it is that a 
customer is required to wear 
pants, but can’t be told what 
kind. 


I had a little incident at the 
Rusty Scupper restaurant and 
lounge invelving a pair of pants 
deemed undesirable on a recent 
Saturday night. Two friends of 
mine and I had entered the 
city’s popular dating bar at 
around eleven clock. 


One of the ladies in my 
company was wearing a quite 
respectable pair of blue jeans 
and the cautionary wood sign 
PROPER ATTIRE REQUIRED 
outside the door referred, we 
were informed by the doorman, 
to the impropriety of denim. I 
became annoyed. Although I 
understand that great social and 
political victories are not won on 
the battleground of dress codes, 
I consider them proper grounds 
for a skirmish. I set out to unveil 
the illogic of their policy, hailing 
one of the Rusty Scupper’s 
managers. 

I explained the situation to 
him. 

“I’m sorry,”’ he said, using the 
bureaucarat’s favorite refrain. 
‘“‘But blue jeans are not 
allowed.” 

“‘But my other friend here,”’ I 
argued, “is wearing brown jeans— 


which are in no better shape 
than these blue jeans, and she 
hasn’t been stopped. I, sir, 
attired in a pair of wrinkled 
green corduroys, am also 
acceptable.” 

“‘We simply don’t permit blue 
jeans,”’ he lamented. “I’m sorry. 
By the third or fourth time he 
had said “I’m sorry’, we were 
once again close to the heart of 


bureaucratic communication. 


Our manager wouldn’t say why 
blue jeans were not allowed. All 
he can offer are his sincere 
apologies. It’s as if he carries in 
his breast pocket a small 
cassette recorder distributed to 
all bureaucrats which contains a 
taped voice repeating one 
resonant regret. 

I persisted, saying that one 


can go to the opera or the 
symphony in blue jeans. What 
made The Rusty Scupper so 
special? “And at the risk of 
insulting this gentleman,”’ I 
added, gesturing to the doorman 
who had not left us, “his pants 
are no sartorial triumph 
themselves.” 

“These are Landlubbers,”’ the 
doorman muttered in his 
defense. 

We pressed the manager 
some more until he admitted, 
“We don’t want cowboys in 
here.” 

“Cowboys?” I said, scenting 
the kill. “I don’t see any horses 
in the neighborhood. You mean 
hippies, don’t you? You want to 
keep the hippies out of your 
place.”

a good chablis, and their 
Cabernet Ruby is well- 
respected. 

“Taylor’s generic wines don’t 
get near what they purport to 
be,”’ James Banker warns. “And 
the same with Widmer’s. But 
Taylor’s and Widmer’s 
propietary wines are good, and 
so are their varietal wines (those 
named after the grape variety). 

California has both the 
climate and the soil to grow a 
great many varieties of grapes. 
The noble grape of the Bordeaux 
region can’t, for example, be 
grown in New York state, but 
with the proper care can be 
grown in California comparably 
with regions of France. Cabernet 
Sauvignon is a prime product is 
this case. But New York does 
offer some fine sparkling wines 
that attain a high level of 
quality. 

One wine buyer complained of 
the “foxy American taste” in 
most New York wines, but 
added that there was an 
exception: Dr. Konstantin 
Frank’s wines, some of which 
can be compared with very good 
Rhine wine. (Prices of Dr. 
Konstantin Frank’s wines start 
at just under $5 if you’re lucky, 
or $6 if you’re not.) Heitz, by the 
way, is reputed among buyers to 
make the best Cabernet 
Sauvignon in the country. And, 
a California vineyard called 
Pedroncelli makes table wines 
that are very nice, and nicely 
priced between $2 and $4. Bully 
Hill vineyards make reputable 
red and white wines that sell for 
about $3.35 a bottle. The 
Beaulieu vineyard in California 
make some of the best and most 
reasonably priced full-bodied 
wines which range from $2 to 
just under $7. 

Imported wines aren't 
necessarily expensive. Some of 
the greatest white wines are 
produced at the top estates in 
Germany, but fall in the price 
range of products from the 
median chateaux of France. 
There are many German wines, 
from dry to semi-sweet to 
dessert wines, that range from 
$2 to $2.50 and up. 

Greece and Hungary produce 


some wonderful wines of many 


varieties; these can be bought 
for just over $2 to $7 or more. 
South American table wine is 
very earthy, but good. South 
Africa, one of the biggest wine- 
producing countries in the 
world, is more often than not 
overlooked or ignored by 
American buyers for political 
reasons. Portuguese wines are 
also suffering the same fate. 

Spanish and Portuguese wines 
have taken a price jump in the 
past two years, but, for our jug- 
wine oriented market these 
wines are still a very good buy. 
(The biggest market in the 
United States is for bulk stuff, 
the jug wines, which are mass- 
produced and sold by the gallon 
from $2.) 

The Rioja wines from Spain 
are favorites, ranging between 
$1.50 and $2.50. The Torres 
wines have acquired quite an 
American following; they are 
about $2.50 a bottle. Of course, 
we must not forget my friend’s 
Mia wine, which sells for $1 and 
doesn’t hurt much when it’s 
shattered. Portuguese Timpanos 
(under $2) and Spanish 
Timpanas are nice light wines 
with a little bit of fruity taste to 
them. The well-advertised wines 
like Costa de Sol and Mateus, 
run from $2.75 to under $4, but 
experts say you’re paying for the 
extra advertising, not the extra 
quality. Fonseca Tinto at $1.80 
is a good everyday table wine 
from Portugal. Balcon de 
Cameros 1964 sells for $2.50 and 
is a better buy than many 
domestic wines. Another good 
Spanish wine, this one selling for 
about $1.50, is La Pineda. 

Some Australian wines have 
shown up on the American 
market over the past few years, 
but these have a reputation of 
being harsh and rough tasting. 
The prices range between $2 and 
$5 


The most important thing for 
wine consumers who aren’t 
familiar with many wines is to 
experiment. Find out what you 
like, and what’s available in 
your price range. Go into a store 
where the clerk is willing to 
spend some time telling you 
about his selection of wines, 
where the clerk knows what he’s 
talking about. Ask for 
recommendations, and find the 
wines that suit you. And 
bottoms up on your own time- 
tested favorite!

What 
kinds of 
bank accounts 


For many years, banks offered the general public only two 
9 basic types of accounts: savings and checking. Today, 
for $ banks offer such a wide variety of accounts that deciding 
which ones are right for you can be very confusing. 
That’s why we think you should know the advantages and disadvantages of the 
most popular types of accounts available today. 

Regular Savings Accounts. Any portion of your savings that you want to be 
able to withdraw at any time should be deposited in a Regular Savings Account. 
Because the bank must, at all times, and without prior notice from you, be able 
to meet your withdrawal requests, the Regular Savings Accounts pay a lower 
rate of interest than the Special Notice Accounts and Term Certificates. It is a 
good idea to have enough money in a Regular Savings Account to cover emer- 
gencies before you consider investing in higher interest paying accounts, which 
restrict the availability of your money. 

Special Notice Accounts. You earn slightly higher interest on Special Notice 
Accounts because you must give the bank written notice at least 90 days before 
each withdrawal. (At the end of the 90 days there is a '9- day period during which 
the withdrawal may be made.) A Special Notice Account is a good choice if you 
want to set aside funds for long-term goals, such as education, next year’s 
vacation, or the purchase of a car. 

Term Certificates. The highest interest rates are paid on Term Certificates, 
which are really individual contracts, usually requiring a $1,000 minimum 
deposit. You agree to leave your savings on deposit for a specific period of time, 
usually 1 to 10 years, and the bank agrees to pay you a guaranteed rate of interest 
for that entire period of time (or term). In general, the longer the term, the higher 
the interest rate. You should know that many banks find it necessary to limit the 
amount of deposits they accept in Term Certificates, and that the maximum 
number of years and interest rates are not always available at any particular bank. 

You should consider investing in a Term Certificate only if you’re certain you 
won’t need any or all of the money until your Certificate reaches maturity. 
Should you wish to withdraw part or all of it early, and the issuing bank allows 
you to doso, you are now subject by government regulation to severe interest 
penalties. Not only must you forfeit all interest for 90 days, but the interest you 
do receive between purchase and surrender dates must be reduced to the issu- 
ing bank’s Regular Savings Account interest rate during that period. 

Thrift banks (savings banks, savings and loan associations, and cooperative 
banks) are permitted by law to pay higher interest rates than commercial banks 
on all types of savings accounts, except NOW Accounts. 

NOW Accounts. /f you’ve been following this series you know that NOW 
Accounts were pioneered by Massachusetts Mutual Savings Banks to give the 
consumer access to his savings at any time and any place, even when the bank is 
closed. This was accomplished by use of a Negotiable Order of Withdrawal 
(NOW), a draft that looks and works like a check. The NOW Accounts have 
developed into an interest-paying alternative to checking accounts. Federal 
legislation, effective January 1, 1974, allows all commercial banks and thrift 
institutions in Massachusetts and New Hampshire to offerthis new service, and 
sets anew maximum interest rate of 5%. There is usually no monthly service 
fee, but most banks do charge a small amount for each withdrawal order 
processed, usually 10¢ or 15¢ each. 

How do you decide if a NOW Account, which pays interest, is a good alterna- ° 
tive toa checking account, which pays no interest at all: You really have to do 
your own arithmetic. If you write only a few checks each month, and/or your 
balance is usually more than a few hundred dollars, the interest you earn on a 
NOW Account will probably exceed the charges for the withdrawal orders you 
write, and you'll come out ahead. However, if you write many checks most 
months and/or keep a relatively small balance in your account, you’d probably 
be better off with a Free or Minimum Balance checking account. 

Checking Accounts. A/though interest cannot legally be paid on checking 
accounts, they let you transact your business at any time and any place, simply 
by writing a check. Under present Massachusetts law, commercial banks are 
still the only type of bank allowed to offer checking accounts. As they continue 
to offer a variety of checking account plans, with differing charges and require- 
ments, we include this simplified description of the major types. 

‘The traditional Personal Checking Accounts have a monthly service cost 
only when charges for such things as account maintenance, deposits, and 
checks paid exceed a small credit which the bank gives you for each $100 of 
your average balance. Most people find it necessary to maintain a balance of 
several hundred dollars to avoid monthly service charges on.this type of account. 

Special Checking Accounts have a basic monthly maintenance charge, plus a 
charge for each check used. They have the advantage of more uniform and 
predictable monthly cost. 

Minimum Balance Checking Accounts have no monthly charges, providing 
your balance doesn’t drop below the specified minimum (usually $100 at metro- 
politan Boston banks). If your account does drop below the minimum, there is 
a penalty charge, usually $3 per statement period. 

' Free Checking Accounts normally have no monthly charges whatever, pro- 
viding you also have another account with that bank, suchas an active credit 
card or a savings account, which may require a specified minimum balance. 

On all checking accounts and NOW Accounts, there are usually charges for 
such items as stop-payment orders and non-payment of checks. You may be able 
to avoid charges for the non-payment of your own checks by arranging for a 
borrowing account in which you would repay, with interest, any check you 
wrote that “overdrew” your account. 

On both checking and NOW accounts, banks will usually give you a supply 
of rather plain checks, imprinted with your name, or sell you, at low cost, a 
supply of attractive “personalized” checks. 

Finally, whether you have a savings account or a checking account, or both, 
be certain that the bank or banks have state or federal deposit insurance that 
protects your money.

“My friend is walking in here 
and you’re saying she’s not the 
same class of people as your 
other customers.” 

At this point, not to have let 
my friend in would have 
amounted to his admission that 
she was a different class of 
person than the crowd milling * 
behind him in tartan plaid 
jackets and Ann Taylor blouses. 
He now had no choice but to 
allow us all in with a great 
flourish of largesse. 

Our victory will undoubtedly 
seem meager to most. 
Regardless of their 
unlawfulness, dress codes are 
not among the flagrant 
discriminatory practices in this 
city. We tend to accept sartorial 
standards, which exist at 
countless restaurants and 
lounges in the area, as one of the 
harmless conditions of urban 
social life, yet dress codes are 
ultimately indefensible on 
democratic grounds. One 
seldom questions The Ritz- 
Carlton’s right to refuse to seat 
us because of what we are 
wearing, yet do we really think 
the sweetbreads will be less 
sweet because our neighbor is 
enjoying his schrod in shirt 
sleeves? 

Really, dress codes only 
pretend to be about what clothes 
reveal about a person. There was 
a time when a person’s clothing 
more clearly indicated his 
economic standing and, to the 
acute eye, aspects of his moral 
stature. Battle lines in the 
sixties were drawn as much by 
differences in attire as in 
ideology. But never have clothes 
said less about those matters 
than they do now. The 
significance of blue jeans, for 
instance, has been worn away by 
the history of the last two 
decades. Their signification in 
the fifties as work clothes was 
dislodged by the 
“counterculture” which brought 
them in part to ape 
proletarianism. The seventies 
has dislodged the sixties’ 
meaning by marketing jeans as a 
fashion dissociated entirely from 
its original functional quality. 
Blue jeans are a victim of 
cultural theft, their ownership 
passing from the hands of the 
farmer to the hippie to the 
general populace. An increasing 
population in this country 
changes from Cardin suits to 
dungarees and beads and back 
to rep ties, as if to prove that 
clothes are nothing more than a 
collection of surfaces, of social 
shells, confirming that clothes 
don’t make the man at all; they 
simply hang there on his person, 
ornaments to indicate more 
about particular occasion than 
about the man who’s wearing 
them. Most people use clothes 
these days to conceal what they 
are. We desire not to be 
recognized by the way we dress 
as businessmen or students, 
aristocrats or laborers. We desire 
rather to be agile quick-change 
artists, immersed in fashion, 


eager to elude definition by 
attire. We have no conyiction in 
a fashion; we believe in fashion 
itself. 

If this is true, dress no longer 
serves its purpose as a set of 
signals as it once did. Therefore, 
dress codes have also outlived 
their usefulness to a large 
extent. Yet they persist, because 
restaurants want to assure 
themselves of a certain kind of 
clientele. But what is the 
criteria for a certain kind of 
clientele? If the main criterion is 
a “higher class’’ clientele, with 
its suggestions of superior 
breeding, which is what our 
manager above implied, then a 
no-blue jeans proviso is the 
wrong instrument for weeding 
out the “lower class” customers. 
Maybe they ought to ask for 
your bank book at the door 
instead. 

The General Manager of The 
Rusty Scupper, on the other 
hand, differed with his 
employee. When I asked Gino 
Centauro, the 24-year-old GM, 
why a dress code was enforced, 
he replied: “‘We want as nice- 
looking a crowd as we can.” If, in 
fact, what he means is precisely 
that — a crowd that looks nice — 
then is dress code, albeit 
illegally, will at least eliminate 
the aesthetic violations of 
denim. But that’s 
discriminating against those 
many of us who regard blue 
jeans as the apotheosis of 


sartorial elegance (as well as 
against those who don’t have the 
money for dress clothes or who 
happen to visit The Rusty 
Scupper while they are at the 
cleaner’s). Wendy, a secretary at 
the Levi-Strauss in San 
Francisco, told me she was 
surprised that Levi jeans “are 
not considered in style 
everywhere.”’ Do they really care 
how people look as long as they 
keep swilling drinks? I’m sure 
the no-blue jeans rule would be 
waived for a well-coiffed 
gentlemen wearing one of those 
blue-jean suits now available. 
Let’s look a little more closely 
at the context in which The 
Scupper’s dress code exists. The 
restaurant-lounge, perched 
comfortably on the waterfront at 
85 Atlantic Ave, does most of its 
business with the newer 
waterfront set, of which the 
average household (according to 
a survey of waterfront residents 
undertaken last summer by the 
BRA Research Department) 
makes more than $20,000 and 
has lived there for less than 
three years. Half of the 
waterfront residents inhabit the 
twin highrises adjacent to the 
Aquarium called Harbor Towers 
which, more than any other 
landmark, symbolizes the 
growing disjuncture between the 
congested Italian North End 
next door and the burgeoning, 
upwardly-mobile crowd with a 
view. The Rusty Scupper is one 


of the largest rhinestones in this 
stylish culture. 

The Rusty Scupper appears 
uninterested in the rich history 
of the North End, just a block 
away, and prefers, like so many 
other large chain restaurants 
(Mamma Leone’s is a good 
example) to indulge its very 
lucrative fantasies. Situated in 
an area which has more good 
butchers per block than any 
other inn the city, The Scupper 
gets its meat from a broker 0. 
the West Coast who does all the 
buying for the Scupper Chain. 
And in a neighborhood in which 
homemade soups are simmering 
on countless stoves, The 
Scupper serves in its dining 
room soups manufactured by a 
company with which the chain 
did $4 % million worth of 
business last year. The meal I 
had there a few months ago was 
prepared by “broilers” (their 
cuisine does not require cooks or 
chefs); the kitchen is like a 
sophisticated McDonalds, 
requiring fewer culinary 
maneuvers than logistical ones. I 
am irritated to realize now that 
not only was I asked to pay for 
the undercooked duck I sent 
back to the kitchen (I sincerely 
hope they are cooking them 
more thoroughly now), but that 
I would not even have been 
allowed to endure the meal in 
blue jeans, had I pleased. 
Another interesting thing to 
note about The Scupper, which 


is essentially a dating bar 
upstairs, is that dancing to the 
live music is not allowed. When 
we got up to dance that 
Saturday night, we were asked 
not to. ‘We don’t have a cabaret 
license,’’ we were told. (Pick-ups 
here must be achieved without 
the aid of dancing and its 
contrived proximities.) 

Now, one part of the Boston 
Rusty Scupper’s success and an 
aspect of its isolation from the 
historical community in which 
it’s located itself is the dress 
code. clothing; it is a more 
general warning, a very narrow 
attitude toward propriety. There 
is no clear line between dress 
codes as cosmetic 
discrimination and a more 
serious, subtle form of cultural 
tyranny. Stanley Lapon of the 
ABC calls dress codes a 
“preposterous infringement on 
the rights of individuals’’. I 
don’t mean to sound like a crank 
(and neither does Mr. Lapon) 
who sees all the world’s larger 
prejudices condensed in the 
issue of dress codes, but one 
begins the fight where one can. 

What’s more, they’re illegal. 
And Lapon says that if anyone 
decides to file a complaint with 
the ABC, it will be gald to take 
action against a restaurant in 
violation of the law. So if you 
run into trouble because you do 
wear jeans or don’t wear a 
sportcoat, you know where to 
turn,

The Celtics: Going, Going 


Gone?

The Boston Celtics’ 
Slump” is no longer a joke. The 
Boston Celtics have, in point of 
fact, played 21 games since Guy 
Lombardo struck up the first 
notes of Auld Lang Syne, and 
they have lost ten of them. That, 
folks, represents more than a 
quarter of a season, and the only 
time a team can play at a level 
of one game over .500 and 
emerge satisfied is when it has 
just completed a playoff series. 

Not only have the Celts of late 
accumulated a won-loss record 
which would not get them into 
the playoffs — in any division — 
but they have also obdurately 
declined to perform with a 
consistency which might 
pinpoint any specific reasons for 
their sudden “decline.’”’ (So far 
no one, perhaps regrettably, has 
described it as a “‘collapse.”’) 
The entire condition has become 
so abominable, in fact, that in 
the midst of this 4-4 February 
(after a routine stomping of the 
"76ers, followed by a pistol- 
whipping at the hands of the 
Bullets) when the Boston club 
dropped a two-point game in 
Chicago on the 5th we were 
urged to consider the outcome a 
Pyrrhic victory. ‘We lost,” the 
players were shrugging it off, 
“but we’re back on the right 
track.” 

It seemed that they were 
indeed for a euphoric period that 
lasted nearly five days. First the 
Bostons fought back from a 20- 
point deficit to beat the Bucks — 
in Milwaukee — in a televised 
game that saw Dave Cowens 
stage his King Kong act (to 
Kareem Abdul-Jabbar’s 
Godzilla), running amok like a 
very pissed-off bull. 


simply destroyed what is left of 


‘the New York Knicks in what 


Sports Illustrated’s Peter Carry 
described as “one of the few 28- 
point games on record that was 
not as close as the score 
indicated.” That they effected 
the rout with Cowens on the 
bench — Dave had picked up his 
fourth foul with five minutes 
elapsed in the second quarter, 
and sat out the next fifteen 
minutes — made it all the more

satisfying. New York people are 
fond of pointing out that they 
have accomplished what they 
have — most of which has 
involved knocking the Celtics 
out of the playoffs at every 
opportunity — over the past few 
years while never playing with a 
healthy team. “We're always 
missing a Reed or a Monroe or a 
DeBusschere,” one Knicks fan 
remarked before the game at the 
Garden, “and we still beat you 
guys. Without Cowens your 
team is nothing.” 

Untrue, as the New Yorkers 
discovered. With Cowens an 
active spectator (Perhaps he 
ought to get into early foul 
trouble more often, because 
watching Cowens the fan in 
action while the game is still in 
doubt — which this one was, 
briefly — is a joy unto itself.) on 
the bench, the Bostons literally 
ran the Knicks off the court, 
transforming a 40-40 tie into a 32 
-point lead. With Jo Jo White, 
who could not miss, doing the 
bulk of the shooting (although 
this one was such a laugher that 
Phil Hankinson wound up with 
enough time to accumulate 13 
points himself) and 6’ 6” Don 
Nelson playing the pivot (“I 
wanted Silas on DeBusschere, 
and besides, Nelson’s quicker,” 
said Tom Heinsohn. “Nelson 
was a center in college. Hell, he 
played against Lucas then.”) in 
a rather dominating fashion, 
Lucas presumably having left 
his magic tricks elsewhere, the 
Celtics demolished their 
erstwhile nemises. 

Two days later in Providence 
the enigmatic Boston team 
collapsed again. The key to 

.-beating Milwaukee-— as. they 
had on the previous Wednesday 
— normally placés the brunt of 
the burden on Cowens. (“When 
you play these guys,” one Celtic 
remarked, “what it comes down 
to is you’re playing him,”’ 
gesturing toward Abdul- 
Jabbar.) The game plan 
invariably involves Cowens 
working from a high post and 
popping at every available 
opportunity. If Kareem lets him 
shoot — and Cowens connects — 
then the Celtics will balance the

virtually perfunctory basket at 
the other end when the Bucks 
get the ball to the big man. The 
corrollary holds that Boston will 
also pick up enough occasional 
fast break baskets to win the 
game. Then, should Abdul- 
Jabbar opt to come out after 
Cowens, he (a) abandons his 
rebounding advantage and (b) 
frees the middle for drives, 
traps, and back-door plays — as 
in the game in Milawukee — to 


Havlicek and Chaney, in 
addition to insinuating himself 
as a foil for moves by the quicker 
Cowens. 

The theory is superb on paper, 
and equally so when it works. 
Unfortunately, if Cowens is 
missing what are essentially free 
throws from the top of the key, it 
utterly falls apart. There are all 
sorts of sundry copouts NBA 
coaches employ when they have 
lost a game. In this case, the 


word “‘penetration’”’ never came 
up. Nor did one hear about 
“moving the ball’’ or even 
“momentun.”’ While Milwaukee 
certainly did not suffer from the 
*presence of Jon McGlocklin 
(who is, when he is on, as good a 
“pure shooter” — in the vein of 
Lou Hudson and Dick Snyder — 
as anyone in the league) and his 
21 points, the game belonged to 
Abdul-Jabbar. He scored 26 
points — 20 of them in the first 
half when the issue was still in 
doubt — and had 21 rebounds. 
He was credited with 7 blocked 
shots — the Phoenix card gave 
him at least four more — but 
more importantly, stationing 
himself in the middle, 
intimidated the Celtis into 
missing 65 percent of what they 
threw toward the basket. 

Kareem let Cowens shoot at 
will, and by his sheer presence 
elicited at least half a dozen of 
what someone charitably 
described as ‘“‘unassisted air 
balls.” “When he plays like 
that,’” said Buck forward 
Mickey Davis afterward, ‘I 
don’t think there’s a team in 
basketball that can beat us. 
Unfortunately he doesn’t always 
do it. I think he might have been 
a little pissed off after what 
Cowens did to us last week.” 

“The motivation is up to 
him,” added McGlocklin. He 
has to make up his mind that 
he’s going to do it. When he 
does, he’s devastating.” 

- “One man,” ruefully smiled 
John Havlicek, ‘Never beats 
you. We beat ourselves.’’ Which 
is precisely the point. The 
Celtics have been beating 
themselves an awful lot 
More crucially, they 
have done so with a healthy 
team. 

“Let’s see,’ Bucks trainer Bill 
Bates had mused at breakfast 
that morning, Boston’s first 
seven guys — Cowens, White, 
Havlicek, Chaney, Nelson, 
Silas, and Westphal — have 
played every game, and 
Kuberski’s missed one 
(Kuberski,, missed another 
Sunday, staying on the bench 
throughout the fray). How many 
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The Beanpot: There Ought to Be a Law

Despite what you may have 
been reading in Boston’s one- 
and-a-half daily newspapers, it 
is absolutely untrue that in the 
Boston University course 
brochure hockey is listed as one 
of the major fields of study 
under “Pre-Law.”’ But it might 
not be a bad idea. In the last 
couple of years it has started to 
look as if there is only one ex- 
Boston hockey player qualified 
to coach the Terriers, and his 
name is F. Lee Bailey. The way 
things have been going in the 
BU program — what with coach 
firings, court suits, and the 
seeming violation of every 
NCAA law and by-law save the 
one about not dunking 
basketballs — it would surprise 
no one if some night soon at 
Walter Brown Memorial Rink, a 
3-on-1 BU rush is broken up at 
the blue line — by the Feds. 

Last year at Beanpot 
Tournament time, the puck 
cause celebre on Commonwealth 
Avenue concerned a BU player 
named Dick Decloe, who had 
been declared ineligible because 
the school paid him a sum 
equivalent to lunch money at a 
private school in Canada. As a 
result, the Terriers had to forfeit 
a lawyer’s briefcase full of wins. 

As the 22nd version of the 
Beanpot — Boston’s February 
semi-formal — rolled into town 
with weather as cold as a truck 
driver’s heart, BU was in the 
midst of its own version of the 
Loeb-Leopold case with two 
freshman hockey players 
named Bill Buckton and Peter 
Marzo who have been accused of 
illegally playing Canadian 
Major Junior A hockey. In the 
immediate aftermatch of this 
year’s scandal, Coach Leon 
Abbott was fired by BU’s 
comical athletic Director 
Warren (My Hands Are Clean) 
Schmakel. 


At Last, He Mentions Harvard 


But the 5-4 loss to Harvard 
that the Terriers sustained last 
Monday night in one of the most 
thrilling ’Pot finals ever was not 
a forfeit. It was just a plain and 
old-fashioned upset, the likes of 
which happen frequently in this 
tradition lush event which so 
deftly melds emotion and style. 
The Monday evening on which 
the Beanpot concludes is simply 
a special Boston night; this 
particular one was only made 
more special because of a 
marvelous college hockey game. 

When a stumpy Harvard left 
winger named Randy Roth out 
of Plattsville, Ontario (and no 
Major Junior A Leagues) 
dynamited a slap shot past BU’s 
splendid all-American goalie Ed 
Walsh with 2:37 left, it did not 
take a 650 score in the law 
boards for any of the Terrier 
players to realize that they had 
been beaten at their own game 
— smart, solid defense, 
spectacular goaltending, and 
attacking the puck as if it were 
an engraved invitation from a 


gas station owner. 


This was three hockey games 
in one. Game One was a first 
period, when the Harvards 
looked like they needed old prof 
Henry Kissinger to draw up a 
peace treaty, or surely perish in 
the face of nonstop BU agression 
in the Harvard end. Harvard 
escaped the period only trailing 
2-1, but when Terry Meagher 
scored for the Terriers early in 
the second period, it looked like 
blowout time. Only for the rest 
of the period, Harvard outshot 
their opponents, 14-3 (11-1 at 
one point), and took the lead 4-3 
when Roth scored his first goal, 
flipping a rebound high and out 
of Walsh’s reach with 2:08 left. 
That was Game Two. Game 
Three was the third period, 
scoreless but thrilling for over 
sixteen minutes, destined to 
come down to One Last Great 
Shot, and One Last Great Save. 


The goal, of course belonged 
to Roth, eventually named the 
tournament’s most valuable 
player. It came after BU 
defenseman Vic Stanfield, who 
should be an all-American this 
season, had tied the score at 4-4 
with 4:44 left. Stanfield came 
down the right boards, skated in 
back of the Harvard net. then 


reached back and stuck the puck 
just inside the left goalpost. 

The One Last Great Save did 
not belong to Ed Walsh, who did 
receive some consolation by 
winning the ’Pot’s new goalie 
award. No, the save of the game 
belonged to Harvard’s 
sophomore Jim Murray, who 
prepped (don’t they all?) at 
Lasalle in Rhode Island, and 
then for two years at Exeter. 
With less than a minute left, the 
aforementioned Buckton, and 
linemate Rick Meagher, broke 
in alone on Murray. Buckton 
seemed to hold the puck a 
moment too long, and when he 
had readied himself to shoot — 
now too far in — Murray swept 
his goalie stick out, knocking the 
puck away. The BU “Pucker 
Upper”’ sign on the facing of the 
first balcony seemed to sag. 

‘‘When we don’t win the 
Beanpot,”’ new BU coach Jackie 
Parker graciously said in the 
Harvard locker room, “we're 
real happy that Harvard does.” 

“It’s the whole mystique of 
playing a BU team,” Murray 
said, “that makes this such a big 
win for us. We know that they 
were national champions two 
years running until last year. It 
means a lot to come into the 
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Beanpot

Garden on a night like this and 
play them.” 

“You’ve got to work a lot 
harder against them than you do 
_ against anyone else,” Leigh 
Hogan, who scored the second 
Harvard goal, said. Horgan put 
two solid games together in the 
Beanpot, playing well 
offensively (didn’t everyone?) in 
Harvard’s 11-6 joke win over 
Boston College in the 
tournament opener, despite 
being robbed several times by 
BC goalie Ned Yetten. Yetten 
kept his team in the game with 
various acrobatics for two 
periods, then watched them give 
up in the third. 

BC eventually added a touch 
of negative completeness to this 
Beanpot by losing to 
Northeastern, 4-3, in the 
consolation game, thus snapping 
a 14-game Northeastern losing 
streak in the competition. The 
14th loss in the NU streak had 
come at the hands of BU in their 
opener, 6-2, a game as dull as 
the final was exciting. The only 
consolation for the Terriers in 
sending Northeastern to the 
consolation was the play of 
Walsh, who seems to save his 
best games for Boston Garden. 


Pick-up Product 

Walsh is a product of pick-up 
games on Spy Pond, in 
Arlington, the Belmont Hill and 
Weymouth Pee Wee leagues, 
and finally Browne and Nichols, 
a school he began attending in 
the eighth grade.

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Throwing Away the Key to Super-Prison

It isn’t often an ex-con can tell 
off the power-structure. Russ 
Carmichael, who’s served time 
in Norfolk and Walpole prisons 
and is a catalyst in the prisoners’ 
movement, did just that this 
month when he confronted all 
six New England governors on 
the political use of prisons. 

Carmichael’s subject: The 
“‘pseudo-scientific” nature of 
the federally funded Feasibility 
Study calling for transfer of 365 
“special offenders’’ to a 
proposed super-prison in Maine. 
The proposal has gained 
dubious fame as The Curran 
Report. (See “Super Prison’”’; 
Boston Phoenix, Feb. 5) 

Almost 200 ex-cons and 
prisoner-movement activists 
crowded the Heritage Room of 
the Parker House, where 
Carmichael charged that the 
super-prison was part of an 
organized, Justice Department- 
funded campaign to destroy 
prisoner-movement activism. 37 
percent of the New England 
inmates earmarked for the 
special Maine facility are known 
political activists. 

He served notice that 
supporters would “march from 
Boston to Washington to 
California” to end ‘‘Clockwork 
Orange’’ attacks on the 
movement. He then read a 
support message from Ralph 
Abernathy calling for an end to 
“‘a double standard of justice for 
the poor and the rich — not the 
building of more prisons to 
separate, isolate, control, and 


dehumanize human beings.” 

Massachusetts State 
Representative William Owens, 
a freshman Black legislator, told 
the officials “I, too, am a ‘special 
offender.’”” Owens has, himself, 
served time in Norfolk and 
Walpole prisons. 

William Ryan, author of 
Blaming the Victim and a 
Boston College psychology 
professor, charged: ‘‘The 
‘special offender’ is an entity 
which cannot be defined. Some 
are just overt homosexuals. 
Some are activists who organize 
work stoppages or hunger 
protest-strikes.” 

Richard Shapiro, an attorney 
who directs the Prisoners’ Rights 
Project in Boston, stressed that 
inmates have been secretly 
“‘branded”’ by the Curran Study 
— itself ‘“‘infected with an 
arbitrary selection process.” 

These 365 prisoners, Shapiro 
charged, are already punished: 
“The document exists ... and 
their future chances of parole, 
employment, and reintegration 
into the community are now 
impeded.” 

Movement lawyers will 
shortly begin legal action in 
Rhode Island and Vermont, and 
subsequently other New 
England states, on behalf of 
inmates whose rights to privacy 
were violated in the collection of 
data. 


Surrendering Data 
In Massachusetts, where Gov. 


Sargent turned down the 
Feasibility Study several weeks 


ago, Correction Commissioner 
Frank Hall has already agreed to 
surrender the private 
medical/psychiatric data 
obtained by the study team. The 
records will be destroyed with 
Shapiro’s serving as witness. 

Harvard Professor of Legal 
Medicine William Curran, who 
directed the ‘‘Feasibility 
Study,” offered to re-draft the 
entire plan for the New England 
governors. He claimed ‘“The 
proposal has been grossly 
misunderstood. It was meant to 
be a humane effort to improve 
the prisons.” 

Curran then announced he 
would seek “‘participation by the 
ex-cons and their groups”’ in the 
re-draft. 

The governors’ response came 
in the form of a resolution which 
commended Curran for his 
report and stated that the 
special offender plan will be 
referred to officials in the six 
states. In Richard Shapiro’s 
view, “This basically killed the 
proposal so far as the regional 
aspect is involved.” 

However, it is evident some of 
the governors will now seek to 
establish state-level ‘‘special 
offender” units. The money is 
readily available. The new 
budget of the federal Bureau of 
Prisons (BOP), published in 
early February, contains over 
$53 million for law-and-order 
hardware. 

One government aim is to 
replace military sites, slated for 
phase-out, with regional, special 
penitentiaries. 

The Massachusetts and 


Maine governors have taken the 
only definitive public stand 
against the “special offender” 
unit concept. The four other 
New England governors have, in 
effect, endorsed the most feared 
and controversial aspects of 
Curran’s report. These are the 
use of behavior modification and 
aversive drug conditioning to 
cure nonconforming inmates. 

Although the Bureau of 
Prisons is now closing the 
notorious START (Special 
Treatment and Rehabilitative 
Training) project in Springfield, 
Mo., in the face of legal actions, 
more behavior modification of 
dissenting inmates appears on 
the way. A special facility in 
Butner, N.C., is on the drawigg 
boards, designed as a national 
model and clearing house for 
behavior modification 
techniques. 


Prisoners Foe 


Governor Meldrim Thomson 
of New Hampshire is a 
vehement opponent of the 
prisoners’ movement, hence the 
strongest backer of “special 
offender’ treatment centers. 
Two weeks ago he gained the 
backing of the Manchester 
Union Leader. 

Publisher William Loeb ran a 
story coinciding with Russ 
Carmichael’s appearance at the 
Governors’ Conference. This 
accused Carmichael of 
physically ‘surrounding’ the 
New Hampshire Governor and 
“forcing” him to accept a legal 
brief condemning the super- 


prison study. 

Carmichael told me he was, in 
fact, in Boston the day Thomson 
was handed the brief by 
members of the Franconia- 
based New England Prisoners’ 
Association (NEPA). ‘There 
was no forcing. Gene Mason and 
some other NEPA people just 
handed Thomson the brief in the 
corridor. Gene said it was a low 
key presentation.”” Carmichael 
said. 

Carmichael, who organized 
Norfolk inmates while he was 
incarcerated there, founded an 
outmate association two years 
ago when he was paroled from 
Walpole. This was ECHO (Ex- 
Convicts Help Organization), 
affiliated with the American 
Friends Service Committee. 

At the time he attempted to 
obtain papers of incorporation 
for ECHO, Carmichael was 
brought up on charges of armed 
robbery of a prostitute. He 
believes it was none other than 
the Boston Police Department’s 
Vice Squad which investigated 
his application. The State 
Parole Board did not see fit to 
press for trial at that time. 

‘‘For one year also,’’ 
Carmichael told me “‘the State 
Police tried to pin a murder on 
me.” He has since been cleared 
of that charge. 

On Wednesday (Feb. 13), 
Carmichael began a long jury 
trial on the earlier armed- 
robbery-of-a-prostitute charge. 
He swears “This is trumped up 
to stop my activism.” William 
Homans is serving as defense 
attorney. 
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Is Puritan Boston Ready for the Opera?

Among the less enlightened 
ordinances once inflicted on early 
Bostonians by our Puritan forefathers 
you'll discover a law enacted in 1750 
banning all stage plays and theatricals 
as lascivious, a danger to public morals, 
and — most horrendous of all — 
“Popish”! When every year the time 
again rolls ‘round to sit down and 
reflect on the state of Boston’s operatic 
health, I’m invariably reminded of that 
long-forgotten law whose spirit, if not 
letter, still seems to be very much in 
force wherever the performance of opera 
in Boston is concerned. Not that our 
local moguls of culture would ever 
agree; in fact any day now you can 
expect a publicity blitz from Sarah 
Caldwell Co. whose 16th season is 
about to begin this week (followed 
incidentally by Mayor White’s annual 
mindless proclamation of ‘“‘Opera 
Week” all across town). 

Still the fact remains that Boston’s 
operatic health is at best precarious 
and, judged by the standard of almost 
every other major American city, poor 
indeed. Much of the blame can be 
traced to a deep-seated Puritan ethic 
that still justifies culture in terms of its 
morally edifying benefits; by that 
standard of course the razzle-dazzle 
paint and paste-board world of opera 
must look hopelessly corrupt. Moreover 
the spectacle of a soprano repeatedly 
stabbed in the chest by an enraged 
tenor, then lingering on for a half-hour 
in a vocal cascade of roulades and 
portamenti is, I’ve always suspected, 
something more than the sturdy Yankee 
‘mind can accommodate. Yet curiously 
‘every spring the annual Met Tour 
‘manages to lure thousands into that 
indescribably ugly barn, the Hynes 
Auditorium, for a week of performances 
that are a disgrace from every point of 
view other than the social. All in all it 
adds up to the sad but inevitable 
conclusion that Bostonians just don’t 
understand opera and attend — if at all 
— only for the glamor and tinsel it 
injects into their drab and dreary lives. 
In that respect, I suppose, the Puritans 
were right. 

Fortunately what little we have in the 
way of local opera is surprisingly good 
and frequently much more than that. 
For the neophyte, however, entering the 
arena for the first time, a few caveats 
are in order. Opera in Boston means 
Sarah Caldwell, though clearly the 
young Associate Artists Company now 
performing at The Boston Center for the 
Arts is rapidly becoming an exciting 
alternative. Still, if opera on the grand 
scale with international stars is your 
particular forte, then you’ll want to 
subscribe to the Caldwell season, for 
subscribe you must! Seats for 
individual performances, we are told, 
are not available, though recent box- 


office practice denies this much-touted 
rumor. However think twice before you 
go as prices for a Caldwell production 
are simply outrageous — $18.50 for the 
best seat in the house, more than the 
best at the Met! Little wonder 
Bostonians are suspicious of opera.

explanations exist for this continuum of 
bloopers, but the Company keeps a 
consistently closed mouth.

Moreover, despite the recent adulation 
heaped on Caldwell in articles in The 
New Yorker and Musical America, the 
Company has serious problems. For a 
start, public relations are eccentric. 
Loyal subscribers and patrons are 
informed of upcoming plans months 
after the seasons has been announced to 
New Yorkers in the Sunday Times. 
Costs are unavailable and dates change 
more rapidly than the rush-hour crowd 
pouring through an MBTA turnstile. 


today, and indeed Caldwell has given 
Boston some of the best. At one time or 
another the roster has included names 
like Sutherland, Horne, Christoff and 
Gedda, not to mention a once local girl 
named Beverly Sills. However, 
company representatives never mention 
the endless line of mediocrities like 
Jaroslav Kachel, Leonore Morvaya, and 
Beverly Bower who over the years have 
been trooped out as examples of bel- 
canto (mal-canto, maybe?) and whose 


performances would embarass even a 
provincial company in Oberhausen. 
Frequently an announced opera on the 
schedule isn’t even done. Not long ago 
subscribers with Aida stamped on their 
tickets arrived at the theater to 
discover, on opening their programs, 
that they were to hear Mozart’s La 
Finta Giardiniera! In some circles this 
is characterized as “inventive”. No 
doubt members of that ill-fated 
audience chose a somewhat stronger 
word. 

Still, for every sin committed, 
Caldwell provides compensation on 
stage with some of the most 
extraordinary opera to be seen 
anywhere in the country. Just last year 
Boston was treated to the original 
French version of Verdi’s Don Carlos 
containing something over a half-hour’s 
worth of previously unpublished music, 
in effect a world premiere. And where 
else could you have seen Schoenberg’s 
Moses und Aaron or Rameau’s 
Hyppolyte et Aricie? Unperformed 
scores are a temptation Caldwell 


fortunately seems unable to resist, and 


this year should be no exception as two 
rarities have been scheduled for 
performance along with the inevitable 
but necessary war-horses. The opener 
later this week will be Massenet’s Don 
Quichotte, a deliciously perfumed score 
originally concocted for the great 
Russian basso Feodor Chaliapin. This 
fin-du-siecle gem should satisfy every 
opera-lover’s curiosity about what it’s 
like to swim in a sea of molasses. Bring 
plenty of kleenex with you for the April 
production of Madama Butterfly. The 
only possible excuse for mounting this 
tired war-horse is an exceptional singing 
actress, so the casting of Maralin Niska 
in the title role ought to counteract 
whatever yawns yet another Butterfly 
stirs up. Sterner stuff follows in the 
American stage premiere of Serge 
Prokofiev’s War and Peace. Curiosity 
alone should lure you down to the drafty 
old Orpheum on Washington Street to 
discover just how Sarah brings off this 
super spectacle. Finally in June comes 
Rossini’s ever popular Barber of Seville 
staged as a vehicle for Beverly Sills but 
all dressed up in a new English edition 
by Caldwell that will utilize material 
previously cut from the score. 

On paper then, a potentially exciting 
schedule, though the neophyte should 
be warned that results have had a way 
of falling far short of anticipation. Who, 
for instance, could forget the letdown of 
last year’s The Bartered Bride, an 
enchanting work appallingly miscast 
and misdirected? Nonetheless, if opera 
is to have a chance in Boston, then 
Sarah Caldwell is the answer, and your 
support can only pump blood back into 
a frequently sublime art-form whose 
health locally is in serious doubt.

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Film Reviews: Callow

PARTNER. Directed by 
Bernardo Bertolucci. Screenplay 
by Bertolucci and Gianni Amico.

Last week’s Variety reported 
on an interesting tiff between 
Ingmar Bergman and Bernardo 
Bertolucci. Bergman had 
observed, in an interview with 
Oui, that the sexuality of Last 
Tango In Paris might be 
somewhat deceptive: “There is 
much hatred of women in this 
film, but if you see it as being 
about a man who loves a boy, 
you can understand it...As it is 
now, it makes no sense as a 
film.” When Variety reached 
Bertolucci for comment on this 
in New York, he replied that 
Bergman’s comments were 
‘“‘very interesting,’ and that 


‘“‘maybe it’s a projection of 


Bergman’s own troubles, his 


own problems.” In a burst of 


magnanimity, Bertolucci added 
that “all that he said, I accept. I 


agree with all interpretations of 
my films.” 

Now I think Bergman’s point 
is extremely well taken, but 
Bertolucci’s 1968 Partner 
provides an even more apt 
illustration of where the 
problem lies with Last Tango in 
particular, and Bertolucci in 
general. Partner is an incredibly 
callow work, too rigid in its 
conception and too eager to 
flaunt its erudition, its own 
technique at the expense of a 
coherent style. It is much too 
controlled and yet impossibly 
flamboyant at the same time, a 
problem which makes itself felt 
from the film’s opening 
moments: A young man sits in a 
cafe reading a book with a gun 
concealed inside. We notice his 
reflection in the window, the 
tiny cow-shaped figurine from 
which he pours milk, the muted 
soundtrack (it turns out he’s 
wearing earplugs), a Vietnam 
Liberation poster on a nearby 
tree, and various other 
peripheral details. When the 
young man goes across the street 


to commit a murder, the 
revolving chandelier in the room 
makes a far greater impression 
than the actual crime. By the 
time he pulls the trigger, we 
have long since been 
discouraged from trying to 
understand even what is taking 
place, let alone why. 

Borrowing as freely from 
Bergman as it does from 
Dostoevsky (upon whose story 
the screenplay is ostensibly 
based), Partner has a prim 
young man and his radical 
Marxist alter ego (both played 
by Pierre Clementi, who 
radiates a Mick Jagger skin-and- 
bone sensuality) gradually 
fusing into one person. 
Bertolucci is at his most arid in 
trying to reduce such a situation 
to its intellectual parts; the film 
is so relentlessly schematized 
(actually shot with a red and 
blue color pattern, for the South 
Vietnamese flag) that it 
abandons all aspirations to 
psychodrama right from the 
start. Worse, it never establishes 


_a coherent point of view — the 


Tina Aumont in ‘‘Partner."’ 
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two halves of the young man are 
far more readily interchangeable 
than they need to be, 
differentiated more by their 
clothes than anything else. Even 
Bertolucci’s Marxist stance, 
which might have been the 
backbone of the whole project, 
fails to provide Partner with any 
real continuity. 

The film does have its 
dramatic high points (though it 
is totally devoid of real drama) 
in a few isolated shots. 
Bertolucci produces his best 
effects when he strives for 
simply that; a figure growing 
tinier before what he thinks is 
his own shadow is especially 
memorable, although the image 
has just as much meaning 
outside the context of Partner as 
it does within. Above all else, 
one winds up wondering how the 
effect was accomplished; when 
we see a girl with Village of the 
Damned eyeballs and then find 
out it’s just makeup on her lids, 
we're a lot more likely to marvel 
at the filmmaker’s ingenuity 
than at his insight. 

Like even Bertolucci’s best 
work (The Conformist, The 
Spider’s Stratagem), Partner is 
quite tedious; it also offers an 
annoyingly humorless strain of 
namedropping and outside 
references (Woody Allen used 
the old baby-carriage-on-the- 
steps routine to much greater 
advantage in Bananas), not to 
mention the characteristic 
Bertolucci misogyny. The 
leading man (or men) 
encounter(s) two women during 
the course of the film, both of' 
whom he halfheartedly murders, 
possibly for what he thinks of as 
ideological reasons. Both 
episodes are presented with such 
an unpleasant disdain for clarity 
that even Vincent Canby, whose 
1968 review. of the film was 
relatively enthusiastic, felt 
obliged to note that “the specific 
meaning of many of the scenes is 
obscure.” 

With sex and death for his 
subjects in Last Tango, 
Bertolucci may have seemed at 
least superficially capable of 
creating an emotional 
foundation for his material. But 
while Last Tango is marred by 
its intellectualizing, its 
excessive rigidity, it had a great 
deal of visual beauty to fall back 
on. Partner hasn’t nearly as 
much visual sophistication, so 
the brittleness of techniques is 
all too apparent to begin with; 
by applying that technique in 
such inherently formal subject 
matter, Bertolucci simply 
compounded the problem. In 
retrospect, his four year progress 
from one film to the other seems 
to have been less a changing of 
style than a changing of subject. 


THE FIRE WITHIN (LE FEU 
FOLLETT). Directed and written 
by Louis Malle. With: Maurice 
Ronet, Jeanne Moreau, Lena 
Skerla, Alexandra Stewart. At the 
Harvard Square. 

Ten years after its one-week 
run in New York, Louis Malle’s 
greatest film opens in the Boston 
area. This study of a man 
contemplating suicide is so 
harrowing to experience that it 
elicits a profound compassion 
and sympathy from even the 
most art-hardened viewer. 

Not that it’s mawkish in the 
slightest. Malle takes us inside 


_ his protagonist while turning an 


objective eye on his actions; 
never, I believe, has a camera 
been so delicately employed to 
convey state of mind. Maurice 
Ronet gives an expert portrayal 
of a man wasted by years of 
alcoholoism (he has just been 
released from a Versailles 
sanatorium), desperate for 
something to hold on to. He 
visits his friends and his lovers, 
discusses art and his lack of 
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and knows that the affection is 
returned. Yet he is too dissolute 
to connect with anything, so 
none of it will suffice. 

Malle’s treatment is 
extraordinarily sensitive to the 
special mental processes of a 
man contemplating suicide. The 
pace is accordingly quick, 
sometimes approaching the 
bouyant, for all -its 
thoroughness. The ambience 
recalls nothing more forcibly 
than Fitzgerald: the sense of 
being lost, the delicate feeling of 
impending crack-up. Malle’s 
camera prowls with Ronet 
around Paris with singularly 
discreet movements, leading 
him through the mental process 
of consideration and 
reconsideration, to the strains of 
Satie. 

The Fire Within is a quiet film 
of overwhleming impact (the 
final shots are devastating). Its 
‘dramatic particulars may make 
it less profound than the work of 
Bresson, but our response, far 
more grounded in character, 
seems even more directed to our 
individual being.

“Once again, as in Magnum 
Force et al, cops are killing cops, 
stealing dope, and generally 
making us remember fondly the 
days when the bad guys wore 
black hats. John Wayne doesn’t 
know how corrupt his fellow 
officers are, but he quits the 
force because they won’t let him 
beat up crooks in locked 
bathrooms. (Vide Dirty Harry.) 
He becomes a private dick, 
presumably to beat up crooks 
with impunity, but actually to 
clean up the Seattle police force. 

Director Sturges must have 
taken some sadistic pleasure in 
showing Wayne at his worst. His 
long shots have Wayne listing 
about Seattle like an aged 
elephant looking for a 
graveyard. His closeups reveal 
the wrinkles. And his script 
turns the Duke into an inept 
stumblebum. Wayne messes up 
a chase by following the wrong 
car. He’s caught breaking into 
the head crook’s office. His car is 


pulverized between two trucks 
in an alley. He gets his girlfriend 
killed and responds with a 
moving, “Damn.” 

The film’s climax occurs on a 
beach: green cars chase blue 
cars against a blue and green 
background. Everything 
disappears into a pastel haze. 
Wayne emerges from the mist 
and wipes out about ten bad 
guys with a hand-held 
machinegun. Ah, there was a 
time when he would have given 
them a knuckle sandwich and 
let it go at that.

SUMMER WISHES, WINTER

Ten years from now, when 
Summer Wishes, Winter 
Dreams makes it into the 
fifteenth edition of Leonard 
Maltin’s TV Movies book, the 
capsule review, if 
sympathetically written, will 
very likely read: “Stars cannot 
save talky melodrama of middle 
class couple .-mainlining 
memories while awaiting 
reconciliation with homosexual 
son. Performances good, but 
film dates badly. (It was dated 
to begin with.) Sylvia Sidney a 
standout in bit role as star’s 
mother.” 

I'd hate to think what an 
unsympathetic reviewer might 
write. But to paraphrase Maltin 
writing about Godard’s 
Contempt, the summary might 
also read: “Pretentious slop, 
incapably handled, about the 
rankling of a thousand bad 
dreams set in Manhattan, 
Upstate New York, London, and 
Upstate France with veteran 
actress Joanne Woodward 
taking role. Stars provide only 
interest.” (I slipped in that last 
sentence from his capsule on 
Reckless.) 

Joanne Woodward plays a 
crabby woman, the death of 
whose mother and the loss of 
whose son (through carelessness 
and whatever physical changes 
are occurring inside her) have 
precipitated a trip down 
memory lane — which she finds 
strewn with monuments to her 
sullenness, acerbity, and_ ill- 


any case; 


disguised disappointment that 


life did not bring her Prince 
Charming for a husband, 
Shirley Temple for a daughter, 
and the Trianon for a home. 
She’s so hard, her tears hurt her. 

Good as Woodward is, 
however, the story is achingly 
fifties-TV, very Playhouse 90, by 
an author whose master-piece, 
Rebel Without a Cause, was 
written in the fifties. And 
though the dialogue is very, very 
good (just like real people talk, 
only better: “Harry, regret hurts 
so much’’) the story is poorly 
conceived and _ irredeemably 
overblown. Can the twenty 
million American mothers of 
homosexual sons and daughters 
really have put themselves 
through such needless hell, and 
we didn’t know about it? 

The others dispersed about 
the screen are not so much 
characters as props for this 
hypothesis about American 
womanhood. Martin Balsam is 
the accommodating rejected 
optometrist she married for 
reasons she no longer cares to 
remember. And Sylvia Sidney — 
ah! Sylvia Sidney — this review 
is dedicated to her in her third or 
fourth cinema incarnation — is 
Woodward’s self-absorbed 
mother, whose problems bring 
new meaning to the word 
“petty” (i.e. . . . the worst bran 
muffin I ever had in my life’). 

Gilbert Cates’ direction is 
more ponderous here than in his 
I Never Sang For My Father, a 
not altogether dissimilar project 
(just better)..He seems to care 
nothing for the niceties of 
cinema and gets little support 
from his technical crew. He may 
have a way with performers, but 
his compositional sense is 
without excitement, as if a 
secondary consideration in his 
own mind. The use of analogies 
to Ingmar Bergman’s Wild 
Strawberries is a delusion of 
grandeur, the sibling rivalry laid 
bare over an open grave is 
stultifying and poorly staged in 
the nightmare 
sequences are inconsistently 
handled.

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Music: The Last of the M odern Lovers?

Following James Mont- 
gomery’s advice, I’ve been 
checking out some of the Boston 
area’s young talent. This 
particular occasion was a 
performance by The Modern 
Lovers and the Sidewinders at 
Sandy’s Concert Club in 
Beverly. Like the Montogomery 
group, both of these bands have 
recorded albums. However, 
recording has not been to 
either’s advantage: the 
Sidewinders’ 1971 RCA album 
was the product of a different 
band, of which only the singer 
and bass player remain, and the 
Modern Lovers’ album will 
probably never be heard at all. 


The Modern Lovers are wholly 
the product of their singer, 
guitarist and songsmith. The 
short-haired and pudgy 
Jonathan Richman. He first 
convened the band about four 
years ago as a threesome, and it 
was this band that made the 
legendary appearance at the 
Cambridge YMCA behind Peter 
Green’s last Act. Back then 
Richman looked cherubic in 
black chinos and a white leather 
jacket, playing a beat-up 
Epiphone with a smile cut in it. 
He played what almost 
amounted to a rock opera’s 
worth of songs about a young 
man and his best girl going 
through a host of adventures in 
an amusement park. In the most 
powerful of those old songs, the 
hero is hospitalized and the girl 
figures in a spate of vivid 
nightmares, but an even more 
memorable tune concerned the 
girl’s passing fancy for the 
grubby, long-haired Hippie 
Ernie. Richman was, then, 
mostly concerned with evoking 
the tritest of fifties’ adolescent 
dreams. 


Now he has abandoned his 
spotlessness for a cheesy polo 
shirt and five o'clock shadow, 
and his demeanor is no longer 
reminiscent of a particular 
period but typically and 
timelessly teenage. He plays 
guitar and dances around like a 
gawky starstruck kid in front of 
a mirror, and his singing is 
imposingly inept. Unlike the 
similarly awkward Lou Reed, 
however, he refuses to specialize 
in the problems of urban youth 
— Richman is perfectly general. 
Sometimes he mentions Boston, 
but only as a backdrop to the 
search for his teenage mystery. 
He sings ‘‘I understand a 


girlfriend” (and spells it G-I-R-L. 


F-R-E-N), and if he feels really 
risque he’ll sing ‘“‘Now correct 
me if I’m wrong. . . but I think 
you want to touch me... .Touch, 
touch me’’ (which sounds 
particularly blasphemous in 
light of the last band I saw 
singing “Touch me”’ lyrics). But 
more often he sings of the 
uncertain teen, the one who 
might ask “‘Why do you want to 
go steady with me?” (‘“‘We’re So 
Young’’), the one who is trying 
to muddle out his first tentative 
answers to the Meaning of Life. 
He intersperses his own tunes 
with rock’n’rollers that have 
served as the sound-track for 
many a teenager’s development, 
punk classics like “Gloria” and 
Churck Berry’s “Around and 
Around,” transformed by his 
spastic delivery. 

The Lovers mastered an 
album for Warner Bros. last 
summer, but they disbanded 
subsequently, and the 
performance at Sandy’s was 
that of a patchwork band, with 
only Ernie Brooks remaining 


from the YMCA days. Jerry ~ 


Harrison filled in the gaps in 
Richman’s erratic chording, 
playing piano and organ as well 
as second guitar, and Bob 
Turner, whose hair was similarly 
short, held down the evening’s 
drum chores. Rumors indicate 
that this was to be the last 
Lovers band, with Richman 
either going solo or, possibly, 
getting a new band together 
with Maureen Tucker of the 
Velvet Underground. The Lou 
Reed link is not accidental, 
because Richman’s favorite 
band has been the Velvet 
Underground for many years, 
and he’s seen them in concert 
125 times at least. John Cale 
produced The Lovers’ aborted 
album, so the Velvet influences 
are manifold in Richman’s work 
(though not determining its 
character totally. Richman 
recently had a letter printed in 
Creem Magazine, knocking 
them for dismissing the 
tenderness of the old Four 
Seasons as “wimpoid”). And 
like all other acts under the 
Velvet mantle — Reed, Dolls, et 
al — the Modern Lovers must 
be taken on their own terms. 

The Sidewinders wear their 
hair in a rough, Americanized 
version of the British popstar 
shag. Lead singer Andy Paley 
dresses and carries himself in a 
Beck-ish manner, while the 
rhythm section sports mild 
English flowered garb. Most 
importantly, their music recalls 
a little Who, a Little Yardbirds 
and maybe some Pretty Things 
or Pink Fairies. The British 
Invasion ain’t over yet. 

Sidewinders maintain the 
standard power trio format, 
incorporating several of the best 
innovations yet devised for.

Got ‘Live’ If You Want It

This is the first of a series of 
columns which will appear in 
The Phoenix at regular 
intervals, devoted to the 
musings of yours truly. Though 
the approach will be varied, the 
general subject matter shall 
remain jazz (and I plan to 
continue using the word, well 
aware of its problems; it’s 
simply more concise than 
“Black American music”’ or any 
of the other variants, and I have 
more faith in this paper's 
readers than to believe they 
would avoid any given music 
simply because it was labeled 
‘‘jazz”’). Columns of this sort are 
supopsed to have titles; with 
respects to Rahsaan Roland 
Kirk, I rejected ‘“‘Nose Flute” 
and settled temporarily for 
‘*‘Emanon.’’ The title is 
borrowed from a 1946 Dizzy 
Gillespie blues, and is best 
understood by those accusomted 


to reading Hebrew. As for a 
permanent title, I’m open. to. 
suggestions. 

Some comments on the recent 
live music scene seem in order, 
particularly when so much has 
been going on. The Jazz 
Workshop remains the one 
reliable repository for nationally 
known jazz talent, and some of 
the music’s more celebrated 
innovators have been through in 
recent weeks. Of the groups I 
heard in person, Elvin Jones’ 
was easily the most impressive, 
Since leaving Coltrane and 
forming his own group in 1966, 
Elvin has maintained a non-stop 
blowing session with some of the 
freshest young voices to be found 
in New York. His current 
quartet — with ex-Tyner tenor 
Azar Lawrence, the intriguing 
guiartist Roland Prince and 
Elvin’s old mate from the 
Coltrane quartet, Jimmy 


Garrison, on bass — is the best 
balanced Jones group to date. 
All members cooked long and 
hard, and seemed to enjoy every 
minute of it. 

The pianists who visited the 


Workshop were less rewarding. 


Bill Evans and trio went through 
a set with all the parts in place 
but little apparent effort of 
committment; perhaps Evans 
has been playing the same tunes 
too long, or perhaps he needs 
some less familiar support than 
that provided by Eddie Gomez 
and Marty Morrell. Gomez, 
once a peerless bassist, is like 
Evans, in a rut of empty 
proficiency. Horace Silver, on 
the other hand, has surrounded 
himself with new faces, and he 
has a stronger claim for 
repeating old compositions since 
they are all his own (and 
comprise one of the finest bodies 
of work of the past two decades). 


The Silver Quintet is still able to 
generate much foot-tapping 
power, but even the strong new 
voices (tenorman Bob Berg, 
drummer Alvin Queen) couldn’t 
disguise the fact that something 
was missing. For all its energy 
the music never swung enough, 
always remaining on the edge of 
tiredness. 

Touring bands have appeared 
at other locations in addition to 


the Workshop, Reedman, Tom - 


Scott and his new band, L.A. 
Express, backed up Joni Mit- 
chell and did a set of their own 
at Joni’s Music Hall concert. 
Given this uncommon chance 
for wide exposure, Scott has 
chosen to provide the most 
trivial brand of electric funk ala 
current Crusaders. To 
compound the mediocrity, such 
talented men as pianist Roger 
Kellaway and drummer John 
Guerin have sadly lent their

presence. It must be an overdose 
of LA studio smog; let’s hope 
their upcoming Ode album is 
less pandering. 


At the new Performance 


Center in Harvard Square, the 
Modern Jazz Quartet gave one 
of their reliable seminars in 
cohesiveness minus much of the 
old spunk. The group surged to 
life every time Milt Jackson 
attacked his vibraharp, but 
pianist John Lewis did little 
more than noodle. Sharing the 
stand was the local quartet of 
saxophonist John Payne, which 
pulled off a sizable feat: they 
played “Chim Chim Cherie,” a 
tune associated with John 
Coltrane, using the same 
instrumentation as the Coltrane 
Quartet, and made the listener 
pay more attention to the ideas 
created on the bandstand than 
to the points of identity with the 
original. 


Payne’s band is one of several 
local groups that have been 
traveling a circuit of clubs either 
newly opened or newly 
interested in jazz. The Bar at 
the Orson Welles, for example, 
has made jazz a constant in its 
musical mix, often in the form of 
Claudio Roditi’s Coisa Nova. 
The sextet, made up entirely of 
Brazilians, is perhaps the 
tightest band in the city. Paced 
by the leader’s trumpet and the 
mercurial trombone of ex-Airto 
sideman Rauol deSousa, Coisa 
Nova is a blowing band in the 
modern tradition of the Jazz 
Messengers and pre-electric 
Miles Davis. 


More reliable than the Welles 
(it has jazz every Wednesday 
through Saturday) is Debbie’s, 
located on Merrimac St. 
between the. Haymarket and 
North Station MTA stops. In 
December trumpeter Howard 
McGee and vocalist Joe Carroll 
stirred some warm bebop 
memories, and more recently I 
heard the fluent French horn of 
other odd brass of John Clark 
with ever-sharp J.R. Mitchell on 
drums. Ricky Ford and Ronnie 
Gill are among the other 
dependable locals who have 
appeared, and _ highly-touted 
altoist Bob Mover came in from 
New York with guitarist Masuo 
for a weekend. With no cover 
charge, Debbie’s is a critical 
center for listeners as well as 
musicians. Or try Burke’s Place 
and the new Jazz at Kenmore 
series in Boston, the Idler and 
Oxford Ale in Cambridge, Club 
Zircon’s Tuesday sets in 
Somerville, the jazz gigs at 
Sandy’s in Beverly; they’re all 
making the most important kind 
of committment to the music — 


gigs! 


Solo piano buffs take note: 
half of New Orleans Memories & 
Last Band Dates (Atlantic SD2- 
308) contains Jelly Roll 
Morton’s classic General label 
piano solos - plus - vocals from 
1940; Quintessential Continued 
(Chiaroscuro CR120) is a 1973 
date with the amazing Earl 
Hines — no other 68 year old 
plays so intensely and few at any 
age play so inventively; and 
Dave. Frishberg (Seeds 4, 
available from RFD Vinyard 
Haven, Mass.) maintains the 
tradition of Jelly, Fatha and 
other-elders in spirited solo and 
trio settings.

waiting for this actress to cry one 
real tear of something other than 
self-pity before mankind will 
reinhabit the earth. 


So back to Sylvia Sidney, and 
a few words about an 
enormously talented actress who 
came to Hollywood just as 
talkies began — and in the year 
of her twenty-first birthday 
alone starred in pictures by 
Josef von Sternberg (An 
American Tragedy), Rouben 
Mamoulian (City Streets), and 
King Vidor (Street Scene), not 
to mention Confessions of a Co- 
ed. Hitchcock used her once: 
Fritz Lang starred her in his first 
three American movies. Then, 
tired of playing the Depression 
slum goddess (and Cio Cio San 
in a non-musical Madame 
Butterfly with Cary Grant as 
Pinkerton!), she left Hollywood 
at age 28. 

In her second Hollywood 
incarnation she no longer shed 
tears like she used to, but she no 
longer played central characters 
either. Self-reliant though she 
may have been, she was the foil 
for the major male characters in 
her pictures around the time of 
the World War. During the 
fifties she did only a few films 
but lots of theater, 
demonstrating a comic sense 
which had been overlooked in 
all but her B-pictures. Her 
numerous television 
appearances were routine. 

Summer Wishes, Winter 
Dreams is her first film in 
seventeen years. She’s got a new 
voice, hoarse and crusty, and a 


comic manner, very New York, . 


very bitchy. And she’s only 63. I 
hope it won’t be another 
seventeen years before she works 
again.

overcoming the limitations of 
three instruments. Drummer 
Bryan Chase functions more 
often than not as the lead 
instrument, while bassist Leigh 
Foxx more often than not plays 
above Billy Squier’s guitar 
chording. At best, this results in 
pieces that are melodically 
simple, rhythmically supple, 
and harmonically round. Their 
opening number at Sandy’s and 
their love song “‘“Randy’’, were of 
this sort — lovely. In other songs 
a wee bit of macho taints the 
pattern: “‘Told You So” presents 
a man whose girl’s infidelity 
gives him aphasia, and “I Been 
Messed Around”’ gives Paley a 
chance to play Jagger. Their 
token ballad is cutesy, with Phil 
Spectorish harmonies, ‘‘Ron- 
day - ron - day - ron - day - 
rendezvous.”’ Their low point is 
“Harlem Shuffle,” exactly what 
the title says but a great dance 
number for the band. 

The prognosis for Sidewinders 
isn’t negative. They’re just 
varied enough to keep them 
from being formulaic. Their 
writing is strong, particularly 
Foxx’s. Teamed with a producer 
willing to weed out the grosser 
elements, they could be a good 
recording act, and their stage 
act will retain an intimate club 
flavor for some time. But I feel 
neither they nor the Lovers, 
unlike Montgomery or Rhodes, 
have the global outlook that 
characterizes a successful 
recording band. 

And it may just have been 
that particular date or that 
particular venue, but neither 
band seemed to be especially 
hot. Professionally, I was noting 
potentials for musical 
satisfaction, but personally, I 
was drawing more substance 
from Sandy’s brew.

How to Chill Friends and Radio Stations

The institutions Ear Trumpet 
covers are presumed to be good 
guys, on the side of Culture, 
Uplift, Enlightenment, Hygiene 
or any other civic virtue you 
could think of. And they do lose 
money, a practice which is an 
almost irrefutable proof of good 
intentions. I may therefore be 
written off as an utter cad, 
bounder, sadist and son of a 
bitch for saying that the 
tribulations of the 
Philharmonia, Boston’s self- 
governed (please define) 
“alternative” orchestra, are an 
ongoing source of boredom 
and/or annoyance. Congrat- 
ulations are due them, I 
suppose, for making it into their 
sixth season, but on the other 
hand, would this be too kind? 
The Philharmonia’s concert at 
the E.M. Loew National 
Theatre on February 3 did not 
add up to a complete disaster. 
There were suggestive advance 
signs, however. Was it really 
advisable for the press release to 
state that M. Joyce Brown 
would be “‘conducting a classical 
orchestra for the first time at 
this concert’? Ms. Brown, 
according to a usually reliable 
source, is a good forty-five years 
old (which gives some three 
decades’ jump over, say Lilit 
Gampel, who gets billed as a 
“thirteen-year-old violinist’’). 
Before objections of sexism and 
age-ism are raised, let me point 
out that it was implied we were 
in for the debut of a Wunderkind 
of some sort: a Maazel, a Pierino 
Gamba or Michael Tilson 
Thomas. Or that there was in 


store a rare podium appearance 
by a personality who had made 
it in some other area of 
expertise. Classical orchestras 
have been led also for the first 
time, by, for instance, Cyrus W. 
Durgin, the late music and 
theater critic of the Globe; by 
Prime Minister Edward Heath; 
and by Mayor Fiorello H. La 
Guardia. It turns out that Ms. 
Brown has long been among us 
in the music world, and 
perfectly respectably, as concert 
pianist, singer, and conductor of 
“Golden Boy,” “Purlie,” and 
“Pajama Game.” Well, what of 
it? A pitch for sympathy? Her 
assignment was to conduct 
works by J.S. Bach, Igor 
Stravinsky, and Michael Gibbs, 
and to hell with everyhting else, 
I should think, especially static 
from the pr department. 

That the concert took place at 
all (it did) was almost incidental 
to extramusical factors. The 
Philharmonia has played in 
Jordan Hall and in Sanders 
Theater, but without much 
success in drawing large 
audiences. ‘‘Home”’ is not the 
E.M. Loew National Theater, a 
former vaudeville-cum-movie 
house which is in a state of 
arrested decay, or 
rehabilitation, depending on 
where you sit, or whom you talk 
to. (Iam informed that there are 
fewer rat-traps on the premises 
than previously but I neglected 
to check whether the discussed 
toilet bowl has been removed 
from the first balcony.) The 
National’s acoustics, however, 
are interestingly different from 


any of tne area’s other 
auditoriums. In a concert 
conducted earlier in the season 
by Michael Tilson Thomas, the 
Philharmonia in various 
groupings (brass ensemble, 
small orchestra, orchestra with 
chorus on stage, orchestra with 
chorus in second balcony, etc.) 
had sounded extremely “live,” 
even a little larger than life — 
and more so from the first 
balcony than the floor, where 
things sounded rather diffuse 
and distant. 

Interesting acoustics could 
not compensate on the evening 
of the 3rd for an audortium that 
was icy cold. Mr. E. M. Loew, 
whose largesse is responsible for 
the National being a part of the 
Boston Center for the Arts, 
could be seen borrowing tissues, 
and he blew his nose vigorously 
and often. Onstage, violist 
performed in muffler and 
overcoat. It was surprising that 
the woodwind and brass player’s 
breath, in the Stravinsky Octet, 
was not visible. Ghastly 
conditions of this sort, it is true, 
were prevalent in postwar 
Europe. (This is the appropriate 
point, perhaps, at which to 
recommend the February 1974 
issue of Boston Magazine. There 
you will find an extensive piece 
of muckraking journalism by 
Joan Higgins entitled, ‘““The $5 
Million White Elephant.” At 
length is extremely 
unkind to the Boston Center for 
the Arts and its chief executive, 
Mr. Royal Cloyd.) 

There is yet more. If awards 
had been given for extremity of

sullen annoyance that evening, 
they would easily have been won 
by the members of the staff of 
WBUR, who had installed 
equipment for a live broadcast 
of the concert. The expenses 
were met, in part, by the DBX 
Corporation, and by the 
numerous WBUR volunteers 
without whom the effort would 
have been impossible, that is, if 
it had been possible at all. As it 
turned out, it wasn’t. 

The broadcast was last- 
minute news to a majority of the 
orchestra, though arrangements 
between WBUR_ and ‘“‘the 


Philharmonia” had been set up 
the previous month. Large 
questions: Who is ‘‘the 
Philharmonia’? How much 
credence should anyone give to 
such assertions as the one in the 
program booklet that it is “the 
only orchestra in the Western 
hemisphere whose personnel, 
conductor, and programs are 
slected by the musicians 
themselves’? Reportedly, the 
players were dissatisfied with 
the way the rehearsals were 
going. Also the trumpeter for the 
Bach Brandenburg Concerto 
No. 2 was ill. He was not 
replaced, or could not be 
replaced, and struggled with his 
part manfully, but to his own 
great embarrassment. I| take it 
that an emergency measure such 
as a sight-reading of ‘‘Eine 
Kleine Nachtmusick’”’ never 
occured to anyone. 

The consequence was that the 
Gary Burton Quartet, which 
was the collective ‘soloist’ on 
the program, allowed their 
contribution to be aired. Vetoes 
with ever-varying qualifiers were 
directed to the WBUR people up 
to the time of broadcast. There 
was no live Bach, Stravinsky, or 
Gibbs on 90.9 that evening, 
there was only Gary Burton. 

From this outing, one couldn’t 
judge whether the Philharmonia 
was a working democracy or a 
satrapy. Some members are 
visibly more equal than others; 
and, obviously, their intra-group 
communications stink. 

It seems a blessing that 
they’re not in the catering 
business.

Grace Slick: MANHOLE (Grunt 
BFLI-0347 ) 

This is an astonishingly fresh 
effort by Grace Slick. It 
embodies a divergence from 
Paul Kantner’s bombast, a tart 
but finally open sensuality, and 
an unleashing of the Spanish 
rhythms which have long 
energized her music. 

While still very much a Grunt 
production — Grace, David 
Freiberg, and Paul share 
producer’s credit, and the boys 
dominate the back side of the 
album — the ambitious first side 
is Grace’s own “Theme from the 
movie MANHOLE.” I’ve no 
idea if such a movie exists; 
perhaps Grace is simply re- 
Joyce-ing in double entendre, 
making play with her autonomy 
and anatomy. However crude 
that may be, the pastelled 
ingenue on the cover is Grace’s 
self-portrait. Those Scorpio 
nostrils start flaring with “Jay,” 
the moodily woven opener; she’s 
picking rhythm and moaning 
like an alley-full of cats against 
Peter Kaukonen’s lead and bass 
tracks. Then a pause, and she 
creeps into her most committed 
vocal in years, spurred by Craig 
Chaquico’s sizzling lead guitar, 
baring private wellsprings .of 
passion and delectation. 

“Manhole” is a stirringly 
orchestrated song about lovers, 
flight, the Spanish wind and the 
music they all share: ‘the north 
wind sounds like freezing horns 
sailing through the eastwind/ 
and the eastwind has winding 
unwinding strings/ south wind 
sounds like skin on drums, skin 
on skin/ but the west wind oh 
the west wind echoes like metal 
wings...””’ She mimes these 
windsounds with real authority 


(her style is influenced by 
instruments more than voices), 
turns to Spanish lyrics for the 
third time in the suite, then 
heaves out the penultimate 
stanza Melanie-style, with the 
whole ensemble charging for a 
shouted final line — “give me 
the sun.” 

I intend to compliment the 
woman when I say she continues 
onto the second side like a poor 
man’s Ava Gardner, so 
transfigured is she from her 
former sarcasm about love. 
“Jeez, I wish I knew Spanish” 
she jests, as the obtuse “Come 
Again? Toucan” winds down 
against her fingerpopping. “It’s 
Only Music,’’ written by 
Freiberg with words by Robert 
Hunter, is sung by Freiberg and 
Kantner, Chaquico’s guitar 
sounding Santana-like behind 
them. With their voices like 
Alfalfa’s, it’s barely music. But 
here comes a blues, “Better 
Lying Down,” with nice piano 
by “Chance,” and you’re gonna 
like the way Grace holds the 
microphone, unhusking each 
sweet, prurient word: “...she can 
give you some tooth dropping, 
city woman heart stopping 
refined sugar/ All day sucker 
type licking type of sound/ Long 
tongued daddy/ A few people 
may get up and go...” 

“Epic (No. 38) is bagpipes 
and choral singing, the 
obligatory Airplane anthem. 
Grace’s power and aesthetic 
horse sense almost slice through 
Kantner’s rhetoric. The fade, 
with Chaquico’s lead wailing 
across a percussive orchestra 
section, jacks up the side in time 
to close it. But the good news is 
that Grace Slick is all over this 
record, at full steam.

Mahavishnu Orchestra: 
BETWEEN NOTHINGNESS AND 
ETERNITY (Columbia KC 
32766) 

Neither as hysterical as Inner 
Mounting Flame nor as 
thematically tangled as Birds of 
Fire, this live album is smooth, 
intricate and exciting. One bit 
could even be a nice single — 
imagine, Mahavishnu for 
everybody! 


The first song of three, 
“Trilogy,” consists in turn of 
three subtunes, all 
McLaughlin’s work. ‘““The Sunlit 
Path” opens on gong and 12- 
string and gives McLaughlin 
and Jan Hammer on piano a 
constructive break exchange, 
followed by the marvellously 
subdued “‘La Mere de la Mer,” 
featuring Jerry Goodman’s 
violin and Rick Laird’s bass (a 
combination they’ve never 
explored enough) playing a long 
and lovely theme (this is the 
part I'd like to hear on AM). 
Finally ““Tomorrow’s Story Not 
the Same” kicks into a rapid 
sweeping ostinato bass line over 
which everybody else gets his 
rocks off in typical Mahavishnu 
fashion. 

Hammer comes perilously 
close to playing da blooze in the 
intro of his composition, ‘Sister 
Andrea,” but he had the violin 
modulate him into some quiet 
jazz chords, unlike any previous 
Mahavishnu work. Somehow, 
though, the chords get built 
upon by McLaughlin and Laird 
and suddenly Hammer has 
another celestial rave-up on his 
hands. As Hammer’s first 
recorded tune with the band, it 
shows several uniquenesses that 
bear development. 

But the side-long ‘““Dream”’ is 
going to win them the most new 
friends. The best thing about 
the track is the chromatic 
simplicity that pervades it even 
from the intro, which contains 
only octaves and fifths. 
McLaughlin plays some 
Zappaish acoustic at first, then 
picks up the electric to play the 
type of blues that he and Jack 
Bruce played on Miles Davis’ 
Tribute to Jack Johnson. This 
does get out of hand; behind 
Goodman’s Sugar Cane Harris- 
type break, the guitar noodles on 
“Sunshine of Your Love” in 7/4 
or so time, and then he plays 
guitar whiz for as long as the rest 
of the band will let him. But he 
keeps the song to a strong 
simplicity, especially in 
chromatics, forcing the band to 
its bare essentials — and the 
bare essentials of the 
Mahavishnu Orchestra are 
splendid. 


Latest rumors have drummer 
Billy Cobham leaving due to the 
success of his solo album. To 
lose his varied and explosive 
drumming would certainly be 
the end of the band as we know 
it. But if it’s the case, the 
Mahavishnu Orchestra has gone 
out in style.

Waylon Jennings: HONKY

Willie Nelson and Waylon 
Jennings are part of the younger 
group of Grand Ole Opry 
country stars who (under the 
influence of Kris Kristofferson) 
have diverged from the 
increasingly sappy “straight” 
country style. Both are talented 
guitarists, interpreters and 
songwriters. In these albums, 
they bring the strong 
professionalism of their more 
clean-cut days to an imaginative 
and diverse choice of material. 
Both albums are proving 
influential with up-and-coming 
country stylists who’ve been 
influenced by the rock-offered 
promise of musicianship along 
with remuneration. What this 
adds up to is a much-needed 
riew influence on pop music — 
Southerners adding an emerging 
introspection to the music with 
which they were raised. 


Shotgun Willie got some real 
all-star treatment from Atlantic 
— producers Arif Mardin and 
Jerry Wexler, sidemen like 
David Bromberg and Doug 


Sahm — and Nelson proves 
deserving. He’s a writer of witty, 
catchy tunes — like the 


autobiographical title song 
(lyrics like “John T. Ford was 
workin’ for the Ku Klux Klan/ 
made a lot of money sellin’ 


sheets on the family plan”). He 
writes non-sappy love songs 
(Bob Dylan take note) and fills 
out the record with well thought- 
out arrangements from eclectic 
sources like western-swing 
patriarch Bob Willis and Tulsa- 


- born Leon Russell. Throughout 


it all, his own acoustic guitar is 
the bedrock of the 
arrangements, which are 
carefully overlaid with unusual 
but successful mixtures: steel 
guitars with brass, fiddles with 
background duet voices. The 
right airplay and advertising 
and this could be a smash. 


Waylon Jennings has much 
more of an establishment 
country reputation than Willie 
Nelson — the Nebraska-born 
cowboy has had five years of hits 
(like “The Only Daddy That’ll 
Walk the Line’’), whereas 
Nelson never has topped the 
country charts. This record, 
then, is a significant departure 
from commercial formula for 
him and the result may be an 
instant classic. The key to the 
record is songwriter Billie Joe 
Shavers, who composed all ten 
cuts — it’s hard to believe that 
an album so varied could be the 
work of one pen. Shavers has a 
Kristofferson-like background — 
Texas-born odd-jobber who’d 
bounced around Music City 
lounges waiting for a break. 
Waylon Jennings gave him one, 
and gave himself one in the 
process. 


This is country music without 
the cliched lyrics that plague the 
genre. The title cut is best: some 
unsentimental autobiography 
about waiting tables and 
washing dishes. It has the ring of 
an anthem, ragtime flavor and 
jubilant fiddling that makes it 
stand out on jukeboxes. Most of 
the songs are of a similar cut — 
introspective but robust. 
Shavers shines especially on 
“Black Rose,” in which he 
contributes the immortal line: 
“The devil made me do it the’ 
first time/ the second time I did 
it on my own.” 


Jennings avoids throughout 
the crooner trap that has snared 
the best of country singers — it’s 
obvious he’s no phony. RCA, 
surprisingly, cooperates in this 
Jennings-Shavers collaboration 
by not shlocking up the 
arrangements.

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Theatre: Imprisonment at the Colonial

Mel and Edna Edison are Neil 
Simon’s prisoners of Second 
Avenue. They have both 
inextricably caught in a sick 
world of one-line jokes. A world 
where surgeons extract teeth to 
cure kidney stones; where white 
mice contract cancer from 
eating graham crackers; and 
where unemployed lumberjacks 
sit around sawing legs off of 
chairs. It is a farcical, desperate 
existence the Edisons lead but it 
also makes for a rather tepid 
comedy which less desperate 
theatergoers could well avoid. 

Even in its 1971 New York 
premiere The Prisoner of Second 
Avenue had its problems. A 
master of the one-line gag, Neil 
Simon strings his plays together 
as if he were threading beads on 
a necklace. There is always a 
chance that the chain may 
break, and the secret is in the 

- wearing. No exception to this 
rule, The Prisoner of Second 
Avenue rested gracefully if not 
magnificently on the shoulders 
of Peter Falk and Lee Grant who 
originated the Edisons on 
Broadway. But in the clumsier

hands of its latest owners, the 
play shows signs of wearing very, 
very thin. 

As it now stands, Shelley 
Berman and Mimi Hines, who 
are appearing with the national 
company at the Colonial, are 
advocating a kind of prison 


reform which no Commission of 


Inquiry would every 
recommend. Neil Simon may 
have cast the Edisons as 
metaphorical prisoners but he 
surely did not intend that.they 
live in solitary confinement. 
Under Tom Porter’s uninspired 
direction, Shelley Berman and 
Mimi Hines do exactly that. 


They rarely interact on stage, 
dutifully reciting their lines 
without betraying even the 
slightest indication that they 
have listened to the other. 
Perhaps Mimi Hines is most 
at fault. She is no Lee Grant, 
and she simply cannot discover 
the trick to delivering the many 


. performance, 


one-liners Simon has stuffed in 
her mouth. Instead, she chooses 
to over-act.-Tossing her head 
with virtually every expression 
of emotion, Miss Hines appears 
both uncomfortable and 
unspontaneous as she paints a 
strangely unappealing portrait 
of Edna Edison. 

While admittedly a bit of a 
ham, Shelley Berman plays the 
role of the husband with a good 
amount of devilish dexterity. A 
perpetual cynic, his Mel Edison 
distrusts everything from 
barking dogs to gurgling toilets 
to a pair of German stewardesses 
he so affectionately identifies as 
the “‘Red Baron’s two sisters.” 
Whatever his mood may be — 
whether he portrays the 
protective husband, the 
aggressive paranoid, or the irate 
tenant — the hilarious Berman 
invariably grips his audience 
with his expressive face and 
skillfully modulated voice. 

But it is not enough. Mimi 
Hines’ disappointing 
Tom Porter’s 
sluggish pacing, and Simon’s 
tenuous script all combine to 
turn a lot of short gags into one 
interminable play. On. opening 
night the evening dragged on 
even longer — for four hours all 
told — when the curtain was 
delayed because of troubles with 
the set. Who in the audience 
would ever have guessed that 
they were going to become the 
prisoners of the Colonial 
Theatre? 
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Shelley Berman and the DuPont Incident

No Alka Seltzer commercial 
has ever conveyed the morning- 
after look as effectively as 
Shelley Berman the morning 
after the Boston opening of ‘“The 
Prisoner of Second Avenue.” 

His fingers tapping nervously, 
the baggy-eyed Berman sat in a 
suite at the Statler-Hilton 
complaining about the reviews 
“Prisoner” had received. The 
morning newspapers, 
presumably containing those 
reviews, were stuffed under the 
couch where he sat. 

“Last night never happened. 
It couldn’t have happened,” he 
said gloomily. For a 
combination of troublesome 
circumstances — including 
snowstorms and the truckers’ 
blockade — the scenery for 
“Prisoner”’ hadn’t arrived in the 
Hub until four hours before 
curtain time. The play opened 
more than an hour late, and 
according to Berman, the 
complications made for an edgy 
performance: ““My timing was 
off in the opening lines.”’ 
Berman, the funnyman who is 
best known for his telephone 
monologues, did not crack a 
smile. 

He lit a cigarette, then 
realized a camera was still 
clicking. “You will not shoot 
pictures of me with a cigarette!”’ 
he shouted, and quieted down to 
add, ‘‘Please.’’ He said he had 
been up all night, he was worn 
out and unhappy with the 
Boston critics. But no pictures 
now, ‘Because if I got this 
lousey habit that’s my hang-up. 
But I’m not going to sell it to 
anybody.” 

If Berman looked bad the 
morning after his opening it can 
only be imagined how irritable 
he must have become following 
a far more difficult ordeal. For 
eleven years, ever since a TV 
special on him, Berman has 
been fighting the apparently 
strong reaction from critics, 
producers, actors and even 
friends. Stagehands and 
technicians are reluctant to 
work with him, directors are 
reluctant to hire him. All 
because of a TV documentary 
back in 1963 which gave him a 
reputation for being difficult 
and tempermental. 


“The Comedian Backstage” 
was the title of a DuPont Show 
of the week that year. The 
comedian was, of course, 
Berman. The show was 
highlighted by an enraged 
outburst by The Comedian, a 
prima donna backstage 
performance by a performer 
concerned, as Berman puts it, 

. only with the quality of my 
craft.” 

‘“‘During the climactic 
moment in one of my routines a 
telephone rang backstage,” 
Berman said. “I concluded my 
show without letting the 
audience know anything was 
wrong. Then I went backstage 
and raised holy hell. 

“I went to the phone, took it 
off its hook and I dropped it 
down. I said, ‘Goddammit! 
That’s the way it should have 


been . off the hook!’ I 
screamed and ranted ....”’ All of 
this was, unfortunately, 


documented by the NBC team 
filming Berman for the special. 
The tantrum colored the show a 
very bleak grey for the 
comedian. His reputation now: 
tempermental and difficult; 
impossible to work with. 

“Were people reluctant to 
work with me after that? Yes. 
Were people afraid to work with 
me? Yes. Is it possible that 
people didn’t hire me?Yes. Did I 
lose the privilege of anger? Yes. 
Did I lose the privilege of 
making reasonable, essential 
demands for my craft? Yes.” 

As he spoke, Berman cooled 
down. He has explained this 
many, many times to 
interviewers in the past eleven 
years, “and the oppression and 
interest and belief in this myth 
is greater than ever,” he said. 

“I made the decision to allow 
it.” Berman said of the short 
segment of film which has given 
him his reputation. He wanted 
the show to be honest, not 
censored to the taste of the 
American viewing public. Yet he 
has credited that filmed 
backstage blow-up for having 
caused him, several years ago, to 
declare bankruptcy. Yet, he 
said, he would make the same 
decision today. He would still 
allow that angry outburst to be 
included in the DuPont Show of 


the Week special because of a 
belief that it might somehow 
change the “figleaf society we 
have in America.” 

Berman explained, ‘‘The 
reason I became disturbed 
backstage was that my creative 
process had been interfered with 
(by the ringing telephone). I felt 
it would have been a 
contradiction to interfere with 
the creative process of the 
people who put that film 
together. It would have left out 
the whole picture they had 
decided upon. 

“The point is that I got mad 


fig leaves. I could have come out 
looking like the Jolly Green 
Giant or Tinkerbell.’’ He 
grimaced. 

If Berman really expected to 
be blessed for his honesty he 
must have been flattened by the 
response. “My arrogance was 
taken to task, my petulance, my 
ranting, my...” he sighed and 
looked up from his twiddling 
thumbs. A look of tragedy came 
across his face: the same look 
that Fortinbras gives the 
wrecked throneroom at the end 
of ‘“‘Hamlet.”” Berman continued 


in dramatic style.

entertainment world. He was on 
a daytime show. He dabbled in 
the T'V series, and Hers’”’ in 
1965, and made a few movies. 
He wrote two books and worked 
on a third. Probably the most 
successful of his recent ventures 
has been in theater touring 
companies. He was at the North 
Shore Music Theater late last 
summer, playing the patriarch 
in “The Rothschilds.’’

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Dance:Twyla Tharp and Coming of Age

Toward the end of “The Bix 
Pieces” the narrator, speaking 
for Twyla Tharp, tells us, “It 
seems to me... that 
inventiveness resides first in 
choice and then in synthesis — 
in bringing it all together.”” The 
concept of synthesis seems to be 
an important one not just in 
“The Bix Pieces’ but in all of 
Tharp’s work. Synthesis here is 
a carefully chosen word — I get 
the feeling that Tharp does 
everything carefully — as is the 
wording of the rest of the 
narrative which is as concise as 
Tharp has come, I think, to 
articulating publicly her 
philosophy — not merely about 
the dance, but about all of art. 

Synthesis for Tharp goes 
beyond the simple dictionary 
definition of “the combining of 
separate elements or substances 
to form a coherent whole.”” On 
the surface, “The Bix Pieces” 
looks like a synthesis of 1920s 
music (Bix Beiderbecke played 
by the Paul Whiteman 
Orchestra) and dance (popular, 
tap, ballet and even baton- 
twirling). But it digs deeper. It 
looks, for instance, at 
performance styles. In the 
opening section called “In a 
Mist,” Tharp herself does a very 
cool and stylish tap routine, all 
the while twirling a baton. She 
nonchalantly twirls it around 
her neck, but it gets away from 
her. No matter. Another is 
magically, automatically tossed 
to her from the wings. Again she 
loses that one. But they keep 
coming, as long as she is 
onstage, as many as she needs. 
She avoids vacuous parody of a 
dance hall entertainer by a 
slightly reserved manner, a 
stage projection that is not as 

‘wild, frantic or vulgar as the real 
thing sometimes was. 
Meanwhile the batons keep on 
coming. 

The narrative has a wistful 
tone: “It was the late 20s, when 
the Great Crash had not yet 
happened and there was still 
time in people’s lives to be 
concerned with style. How you 
did something was what counted 
and I am visited with memories 
of browned photographs of my 
own mother, as a young woman 


in flapper dresses, bobbed hair 
and beads.” It’s all there in 
Tharp, not in a literal way but 
rather in loving allusions. So it’s 
not just the dance and music 
styles that are assimilated here, 
but the style of our dreams back 
then. And for me, Sara Rudner, 
a lovely dancer, captures all of 
it: the glamour and beauty and 
allure of our movie heroines of 
the 20s. 

One of the surprising things 
about this major work called 
“The Bix Pieces” (the Brandeis 
audience rustled and murmured 
when they heard it) is to be 
informed by the narrator, 
company member Isabel Garcia- 
Lorca, that the dance was not 
choreographed at all to the 
music of Bix Beiderbecke but 
rather to the six quartets of 
Haydn’s Opus 76. Tharp was 
afraid of being “‘too specific” she 
says. It comes as a shock when 
you first learn because the 
movement seems to work 
perfectly with the Beiderbecke 
music. But to prove the point, 
the company dances to an 
adagio from one of the Haydn 
quartets and the movement fits 
that too. All of a sudden, you 
begin to sense that maybe 
Haydn and Beiderbecke aren’t 
frozen in their respective 
centuries, that there is a 
continuum, a bridge that can be 
crossed. ‘‘So you see,’’ the 
narrator says, “all things are 
profoundly and invisibly 
related.” 

But Tharp isn’t easy even 
when she’s telling you what she’s 
doing. The very movement style 
she’s evolved looks pretty easy 
— on the surface. There are a lot 
of very fast movements, twisting 
hips, shaking heads, twitching 
shoulders. And sometimes there 
are wonderfully long, 
languorous, lyrical phrases that 
flow in literally perfect 
smoothness. In fact, if you don’t 
look carefully, it often seems like 
a conglomeration of pop dance 
styles from the flapper to the 
twist with a little ballet thrown 
in to class it up. Or sometimes it 
seems like improvisation. It 
isn’t. As far as I know, with very 
few exceptions — perhaps a 
minute or two in each 20 or 30 


minute dance — every single 
count, every single twitch of the 
shoulder is choreographed and 
set. It is styled to look 
deceptively casual. 

“The Raggedy Dances,” set

and jelly-legged. Later on in the 
dance, there is a stunning 
moment when Rose Marie 
Wright separates. from the 
group, a yellow light spotlights 
her and behind, almost in the 


primarily to Scott Joplin’s piano 
rags, emphasizes the looseness 
and floppiness of a Raggedy Ann 
doll and plays with that time 
when we all dreamed of being 
chorus kids in a show, little 
troupers all. It was fun or so we 
thought. But Tharp shows us 
two of her chorus kids suddenly 
seized with cramped thigh 
muscles or we hear them 
running frantically backstage to 
make another entrance and later 
they collapse and spraw! all over 
the stage from exhaustion. 
“Eight Jelly Rolls” uses music 
by Jelly Roll Morton and 
another kind of looseness. Here 
Tharp does a long, delightful 
solo which requires her to flop 
about the stage all flappy-footed 


shadows, the other 5 dancers 
suddenly freeze in the same 
stance, arms all held alike down 
at their sides. It’s stunning 
because it’s such a still and 
perfect moment and because 


you didn’t even see it coming, , 


you didn’t suspect that all of the 
dancers in various poses would 
suddenly come together-in the 
same position. 

For those who think Tharp 
unstructured, there is ‘““The 
Fugue,” her treatise on that 
particular musical form. The 
dance is so complex it reminded 
me of Marcia Siegel’s comment 
that “Miss Tharp has a mind 
IBM would be proud to have 
manufactured.” It also sent me 
scrambling to the jacket notes 


on my copy of Bach’s “The Art 
of the Fugue.” There I learned 
that Bach completed only 19 
fugues. Tharp’s work has twenty 
little fugues — perhaps, | 
thought, her own joke that she 
did one better than Bach, the 
master of the form. 

This is a severe, stark, 
brilliant dance. Tharp, Rudner 
and Wright are dressed in black 
Gaucho-like costumes with rust- 
¢olored boots. The stage floor is 
amplified, so the only sound is 

hat of the stamping boots. The 

ancers themselves are 
equivalent to the individual 
voices in the traditional fugue. 
While not strictly parallel in 
musical form, the basic 
contrapuntal ideas are all there: 
the primary motive is reiterated 
and altered. And like Bach, 
Tharp double-times some 
sections, half-times others. Not 
that you pick all of this up by 
watching the first time — I 
admit to a bit of research here — 
but you do sense an undeniable 
underlying structure which 
surfaces from time to time and 
becomes accessible. 

Part of my reaction about 
“The Fugue” and all of Tharp’s 
work is that it’s maddening 
because I can’t figure it out, 
grasp it all at once, but at the 
same time it’s awfully 
intriguing. If you-think about it, 
one of the things that we’ve all 
been taught to expect from the 
dance is that it’s almost totally, 
fully comprehensible at first 
view — even when there’s a 
ballet corps of forty on the stage. 
We are never so naive as to 
assume that we can comprehend 
an entire symphony on first 
hearing — but we have been that 
naive heretofore with dance. But 
Twyla Tharp is calling all of us 
to count, for we can never 
comprehend the incredible 
richness, the subtleties, the 
intricacies of a Tharp dance on 
first or second or even third 
seeing. Nor, of course, can I 
describe it adequately here. 
What she does with six or seven 
dancers on a stage is as complex 
as what a composer does writing 
for full orchestra. Twyla Tharp 
is making the dance grow up. 
She is making it come of age.

HOPE ABANDONED, by 
Nadezhda Mandelstam. 
Translated from the Russian by 
Max Hayward. 687 pp., New 
York Atheneum. $13.95. 


With this second volume of 
her memoirs, Nadezhda 
Mandelstam takes her rightful 
place among the handful of 
writers who have given us 
authentic visions of an age and a 
country. What she has to tell us 
about the moral chaos of 
Russian society over the last half 
a century is confirmed, at this 
very moment, by the exiling of 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn by the 
Soviet authorities. 

“People can be killed for 
poetry here,” she writes, ‘“‘a sign 
of unparalleled respect.’ In 
1934, Osip Mandelstam was 
imprisoned for writing a poem 
which satirized Stalin. By 1938 
he lay in an unmarked grave, 
dead en route to a Siberian 
prison camp. Mme. 
Mandelstam’s first book, ““Hope 
Against Hope” was a vision of 
the very particular hell of those 
four years: he and she stood 
together almost entirely alone 
hunted by an inevitable doom 
which at times, like a fatal 
disease, gave rise to false hopes 
for his survival. The agony of 
their final separation burns 
through every line of her 
controlled and bitter prose. 

The ‘second book 
complements the first. It is a 
long look at the world which 
gave rise to such a hell, its 
philosophical and _ historical 
antecedents. Discursive, where 
the first volume was terse, its 
reflections on art and scoiety 
alternate with deadly vignettes 
of despicable literary careerists, 
mad futurist poets, fading St. 
Petersburg beauties. Names 
flash before the reader of 19th 
Century Russian ideologues, 
20th Century literary cult 
figures, (thank the editor for a 
most comprehensive set of notes 
and biographies at the back of 


the text). Often she depicts 
phenomena as unfamiliar to us 
as the sublunar beings of a 
Bosch painting. What in our 
short-lived experience of the 
witch-hunting ‘50’s can compare 
to decades of a bureaucracy 
cannibalizing its own people? 
Yet, when she speaks of the 
death of the self, the 
impossibility of the existence of 
an authentic personality in a 
society where all social ties have 
disappeared, “leaving everyone 
of us to stand alone before the 
mysterious forces embodied in 
the State with its powers of life 
and death,’’ we shudder in 
recognition. 

If the theme of the individual 


‘against the state necessarily 


overshadows all others in this 
book, it is by no means the only 
one. The turbulent early stages 
of the relationship between 
Nadezhda and Mandelstam are 
revealed with all their 
complications and paradoxes. 
These were partially the result 
of the contradictions in 
Nadezhda’s own nature. On the 
one hand, she was fiercely 
independent and sharp sighted, 
on the other, malleable and 
passive in regards to 
Mandelstam’s authoritarian 
empire over her. 

When they met in 1919, he 
was already at twenty-eight an 
established poet. She, at twenty, 
describes herself as giddy, 
unthinking, fun-loving, part of a 
“herd” of painters, thriving on 
the excitement of the Revolution 
and accepting of what was 
happening around her. 
Fascinated by him, in love and 
yet always rebellious, under 
Mandelstam’s tutelege she 
learned to understand poetry 
and received his interpretation 
of the world around them, the 
deadly meaning of which he 
perceived early and clearly. He 
was possessive and dictatorial 
until the first rupture in their 
intimacy, his love affair in 1925 
with Olga Vaksel. 


Mme. Mandelstam’s 
explanation of why he in the end 
never left is as characteristically 
astringent as her political 
judgements: Mandelstam had 
shaped her, she was the work of 
his hands, he was unwilling to 
waste his investment in her or 
the time to mold another woman 
to his taste. 


It is only too likely that had 
they lived in a less consuming 
era, their relationship would 
have ended. But in their last 
desperate years together they 
were wedded in a death in life. 
And strangely, one of 
Mandelstam’s intuitions came 
to be realized. He had always 
divided the world into “men” 
and ‘‘wives.’’ The latter were 
given the tasks of weeping for 
the dead, consulting the oracles 
and gathering up the ashes. A 
more accurate description of 
Mme. Mandelstam’s life could 
not be found. Today his 
reputation as a great poet rather 
than a minor one of the Acmeist 
school is the result of her 
tenacity and survival. It was she 
who committed almost all of his 
works to memory lest the 
precious manuscripts she saved 
had to be jettisoned because of 
the secret police. The 
publication of his complete 
works in the West is due to her. 
In this book her great 
intellectual gifts make it 
possible for her to ably and 
intimately describe his poems 
and his way of working. 


In her life poetry provided the 
counterpoise to death. It was 
poetry which was the source of 
her deep long friendship with 
Anna Akmmatova, herself 
persecuted, who was 
acknowledged in Russia to be 
the greatest poet of her time. 


Together they memorized 
Mandelstam’s verses, kept alive 
his memory. During the Second 
World War she helped keep 
Mme. Mandelstam alive 
literally by sharing her food 


rations. The portrait of 
Akmmatova is one full of grace. 
Mme. Mandelstam sets her 
before us: her stern pure mien of 
a Mother Abbess, her innocent 
penchant for wanting people to 
fall in love with her, her 
unfailing loyalty to 
Mandelstam. M’s moment 
of danger there was not one man 
ready to shake him by the hand. 
There was however, a woman to 
mourn him: Akmmatova . . 
Her farewell kiss meant much 
more than anything the puny 
‘men’ of our era would have 
been capable of.” 


Mme. Mandelstam’s 
judgement on those “puny men”’ 
is even now, according to a 
recent report in the New York 
Reivew of Books, arousing the 
fury and denunciations of the 
literary cabals of Moscow and 
Leningrad. Her singleminded 
devotion to her husband rivals 
that of Mme. de Sevigne for her 
daughter. Her unmincing 
robustness as she describes the 
frightened squirming of the 
petty commissars of the Union 
of Writers is certainly the equal 
of the Duke of Saint-Simon’s 
portrait of Louis XIV’s lackeys. 


Under Stalin, being thrown 
out of the Union of Writers was 
the first step towards starvation 
and the prison camp, What love 
could Nadezhda Mandelstam 
have for the men and women 
who held their tongues or 
actively persecuted fellow 
writers; who for decades avoided 
her as the contaminated widow 
of the unrepentant lunatic poet. 


But long before the creation of 
the Union in 1932 Mandelstam 
noted that his colleagues were 
only too happy to impose rules 
and conformity upon 
themselves. His widow writes: 
‘Unanimity is possible only 
when people are ready to 
abandon independence of 
thought in order to enjoy the 
feeling of being surrounded by 
the like-minded. Such types do 


not appear en masse in a single 
day.” 


Her observation bears out 
that of philosopher Nicholas 
Berdyaev in his characterization 
of the Russian intelligentsia, of 
which the writers formed one 
segment. Contrary to the 
individualism of western 
intellectuals, the Russian 
intelligentsia is held together by 
a common allegiance to a group 
of ideas, and the people 
belonging to it may or may not 
be intellectual. Berdyaev even 
compared them to a monastic 
sect with its own distinct 
manners and customs. A 
rootless group which cut across 
caste and class, it was always 
desperate to establish a foothold 
in a society which essentially 
had no use for it: the huge mass 
of the peasantry indifferent, the 
ruling class contemptuous. For 
this group the old 19th Century 
notions of the writer with a 
vocation for social service put 
forward by Gogol was easily 
vulgarized to ‘sotsialny zakaz‘: 
subordination of art to social 
ends. 


Nothing can mitigate Mme. 
Mandelstam’s judgement of this 
group whose ideals and goals she 
and her husband totally 
rejected. For the moment her 
prophecy that nothing will 
change in the Soviet Union 
stands unchallenged. ‘“‘New 
words and arguments,” she 
writes, ‘will be found to justify 
new crimes, thus taking the 
incompleted process to its 
logical conclusion .. . I foresee 
the appearance of a new breed of 
imposters who will manage to 
give their slogans a veneer of 
conformity to higher values. But 
it will all be fake and crumble to 
dust. Whichever way one looks 
there is nothing but the snare 
and the pit. We still have not 
paid for our millions of 
compromises and the loss of our 
standards. The reckoning is yet 
to come.”

MOVIE OF THE WEEK: The Last American 
Hero. Also Movie of the Year (see our best of 
the yeer list, several issues back), and true 
diehards will want to catch it no matter what the 
circumstances, right? So here it is, now playing 
its second one-week engagement in the Boston 
area (starting Wednesday), and all you have to 
do is head for the Neponset Drive-In, 
Dorchester; the VFW Drive-In, West Roxbury: 
the Revere Drive-In; the Granada in Malden; 
the Paramount in Newton; or the Strand in 
Quincy (those last three are indoors). It’s on the 
bottom half of a double bill with The Seven Ups 


— but, after all, you can’t have everything. 


WOMAN OF THE YEAR. The first Tracy and 
Hepburn collaboration, made by George 
Stevens in 1942, in which he’s a successful 
sportswriter and she’s a much more successful 
columnist on the same newspaper: they fall in 
love and get married, but the battle of egos that 
ensues is enough to give any careerperson (of 
any gender) pause. Hepburn cooks a great 
waffle, Stevens’ direction is better than usual, 
and the acting is superb: all in all, one of their 
most timely joining efforts. Co-billed with the 
rarely shown Christopher Strong, in which 
Hepburn plays a woman aviator. Sunday 
through Tuesday, at the Park Square. 


THE LAST DETAIL. Another road picture, 
and another dose of raving machismo, as two 
sailors (Jack Nicholson and Otis Young) escort 
a third (Randy Quaid) to a brig several states 
away, and try to teach him some lessons on life 
along the way. Simultaneously slow and cute, 
with direction by Hal Ashby (of ultra-cute 
Harold and Maude renown). Wednesday, at the 
Abbey and the Charles. 


SERPICO. Story of a New York cop who 
resisted graft ignores all the obvious directorial 
possibilities — action picture? moral 
melodrama? — in favor of no approach at all. 


‘But the strength of the (true) story is enough to 


hold it together, and make it highly absorbing 
to boot. Pacino’s performance, which may well 
win him an Oscar, fits perfectly within the 
context of the film — which is to say its 
limitations are probably deliberate, aimed at 
the lowest-common-denominator crowd. 
Extremely likeable, though. At the Pi Alley and 
the Cheri. 


SUMMER WISHES, WINTER DREAMS. 
Talky, soapy melodrama stars Joanne 
Woodward but is highlit by Sylvia Sidney, who 
makes her first film appearance in seventeen 
years. Wednesday, at the Cheri. 


DEEP THROAT. Yep, it finally opened. 
Whether or not it would stay open was unclear 
as of press time: one restraining order had been 
filed and lifted, another restraining order was 
thought to be in the works. Uncut print, 
Coca-cola scene and all, at the Pru Cinema. 


FANTASTIC PLANET. A _ feature length 
cartoon that, for once, doesn’t come from 
Disneyland. And a wildly imaginative Czech 
fable that borrows landscaping techniques from 
Hieronymous Bosch, with beings who are weird 
and wonderful but not neccessarily cute. No 
startling plot developments or revelations here, 
yet the quality of the fantasy more than 
compensates for the lack of drama. At the 
Kenmore Square Cinema and Cinemas 
Framingham, Peabody, Braintree and 
Burlington. 


THE EXORCIST. Look, you probably know 
by now whether you want to see it or not, and 
you certainly know how squeamish you are. 
Audiences talk all through it and sit around 
waiting for the scary parts, so any discussion of 
the finer points seems a little silly by now — but 
let’s just say that it would have made more sense 
if it were longer, it may be confusing to those 
who haven't read the book, but what remains in 
is very well done.

Traditionally, mneoteric 
engines have languished behind 
the tightly-sealed doors of 
Detroit research chambers. But 
tradition no longer holds sway. 
Those sacrosanct doors are being 
flung open for all to see what’s 
inside: board chairmen demand 
a look to calm rebellious stock 
holders; consumers need 
constant assurance that the big. 
corporations are doing 
something about urban air 
quality; Washington shoulders 
its way to the front of the line 
because Detroit has cried 
“impossible” in response to 
future emissions standards. The 
problem is that when those 
doors swing open some white- 
smocked technician begins 
tossing out terms like “stratified 
charge” and “Stirling cycle.” 
With this guide to esoterica in 
your memory bank, you'll be 
ready for a knowledgeable cross 
examination of the hardware. 

Secrecy has become of 
secondary importance because 
the problems confronting the car 
makers are very nearly 
insurmountable. Senator 
Muskie’s 1970 Clean Air Act is 
law and the task at hand is to 
find a legal power source for 
automobiles that will impart the 
least trauma to the consumer. 
To point out the extent of the 
problems, below are the 
emissions levels Detroit must 
triumph under. 

Moreover, the Clean Air Act 
incorporates a durability-of- 
performance factor that makes 
the task even more imposing. 
Emission levels are measured 
after a 4000 mile break-in and 
then factored with a 
deterioration number gained 
from 50,000 miles of durability 
testing. Dead conventional 
piston engines might actually 
make it, but only with a host of 
hang-ons including fuel 
injection, electrically heated 


chokes, heated intake air, 
thermal reactors, exhaust gas 
recirculation, catalytic mufflers, 
air pumps, etc. Still, it is the 
alternative power sources that 
have caught the public’s eye. 
The general consensus is that 
there is something inherently 
evil about the powerful high 
compression V-8 Detroit has 
come to know and love. Little 
does it matter that 70 years of 
refinement lie under every valve 
cover . . there must be 
something better. What follows 
is a basic guide to the 
advantages and disadvantages 
of the major alternatives to the 
conventional piston engine. 
WANKEL 

Mazda has proven that the 
Wankel is tomorrow’s engine in 
production today. Without the 
technological advancements 
made by Toyo Kogyo, builder of 
Mazdas, this device would 
surely have been nothing but a 
dust collector on the designer’s 
shelf. However, once the 
delicate tip sealing problem was 
solved, the eyes of the world 
focused intensely on the Wankel 
with its impressive list of 
advantages. Compared to a 
piston engine of the same power 
output, the Wankel represents 


about half the weight, less than. 


half the number of moving 
parts, and occupies 
approximately one-third the 
space. This can mean lighter, 
more compact cars with greater 
performance. 

But it is the exhaust emissions 
situation that ultimately sells 
the Wankel. Mazda comes very 


close to meeting the 1975. 


emissions standards with its 
current RX-2 and RX-3. models.

the eccentric shaft is shown cutaway in view 
2. The gear set is shown alone in view 1. 
Tne eccentric shaft is illustrated separately 
in views 3 and 4. As the rotor moves to un- 
cover the intake port, a fuel-air mixture is 
drawn in (1,2,3,4) and then compresseca 
(5.6) before being ignited by the spark plug 


(7). The rapidly expanding gases created by 
combustion (7,8,9) drive the rotor around 
the chamber, while delivering power to the 
eccentric shaft. The spent gases are then 
swept out the exhaust port by the rotor 
(10,11,12,13). The process is continuous on 
all three sides of the rotor. 


Granted, there is an expensive 
thermal reactor already in use 
on these cars, but such devices 
will be commonplace for all 
internal combustion engines by 
1975. Moreover, external 
controls are not the hindrance 
they are with other powerplants 
because of the underhood space 
left by this compact engine. 
Still, the real advantage is in 
controlling the most evasive of 
the pollutants: NOx. The 
Wankel’s combustion process 
takes place at relatively cool 
temperatures because of the 
large surface area within the 
combustion chamber. These 
internal temperatures are the 
key to reduced NOx emissions. 
As a result, Mazda has been the

only company to voice optimism 
at meeting 1976 emissions 
standards during recent Senate 
hearings.

Only General Motors has paid 
Curtis-Wright for a license to 
build Wankel engines in the 
U.S. (for automobile 
applications), and they seem 
closest to production. Recently, 
development work was 
ceremoniously transferred out of 
GM Research and into the 
production-oriented labs at 
Chevrolet Engineering. The first 
application announced is the 
1975 Vega with increasing use of 
various size powerplants 
obviously following. 

The Wenkel development 
program at Ford has been 
labeled ‘‘crash’’ by close 
observers. Still, an agreement 
would be necessary with Curtis- 
Wright Corporation, the sub- 
licenser for North America, 
before Ford could sell rotary 
powered cars in the U.S. 
Chrysler, on the other hand, has 
made no serious moves toward 
the Wankel and its. chief 
engineer, Alan Loofburrow, has 
been the most vociferous 
dissenter in Detroit. He cites 
poor fuel economy, sealing 
problems, short spark plug life 
and an inherent incompatibility 


with conventional automatic, 


transmissions as serious 
drawbacks unveiled during 
Chrysler’s limited testing. But 
Edward N. Cole, General 
Motors president, has said that 
GM is no longer concerned with 
fuel economy or exhaust 
emissions with the rotary, and 
sealing is not a problem. Only a 
refinement of details and final 
selection of materials remain 
before the GM Wankels appear 
in the Vega. 

In Japan the interest in 
Wankel power is just as intense. 
Toyota is currently buying Toyo 
Kogyo (Mazda) engines for 10 


percent of its top-of-the-line 


Crown luxury cars. That 
arrangement may stand for the 
forseeable future since Toyota 
has been a license holder for only 
18 months. Datsun, on the other 
hand, has announced a 2-rotor 
engine for both the new Bluebird 
and Sunny models (known as 
the 610 and 1200 respectively in 
the U.S.). A new $6.6 million 
engine plant will supply both car 
lines due for Japan in 1973 and a 
year later in the U.S. 

A German newspaper. Der 
Spiegel, announced recently 
that Mercedes-Benz will offer a 
160 hp 2-rotor Wankel engine as 
an option in 200, 220 and 230 
models built for Germany next 
year, but high volume 
production tooling is not yet on 
line, so American Mercedes- 
Benz. models will likely wait 
several years. 

Citroen also has definite plans 
for rotary power, primarily for 
European makets. Starting in 
1973, the Citroen GS, a 4- 
passenger economy sedan, has 
been offered with a 115 hp 2- 
rotor Wankel. The engines will 
come from a new plant built by 
Comotor S.A., jointly owned by 
Citroen and Audi/NSU/Auto 
Union. With all the corporate 
intertwining involved, Comotor 
is the most likely source for 
future rotary engines used by 
Fiat, Porsche, Audi and 
Volkswagen. 

As an alternative engine, the 


Wankel is already a reality. It’s 
the best contender for 1976 
emissions standards and could 
be in universal use by 1980. 
DIESEL 

Diesel engines tor car 
applications exist in an enviable 
sanctuary: There are no current 
emissions standards for light 
duty diesel power sources. That 
loophole will surely be closed 
before 1975 . . . but in the 
meantime, some diesel 
advocates would have us believe 
that the spark plug alone is the 
cause of bad air. It is true that 
the Mercedes 220D (the only 
diesel car you can buy in 
America today) tested with 
current procedures will pass the 
1975 emission standards with 
flying colors. But the hang up 
comes with the NOx limit 
specified for 1976. The 220D 
offends the gas samplers to the 
tune of three times the allowable 
amount. Mercedes sees little 
hope of lowering those NOx 
levels. . 

The problem is a chemical 
one: diesels use an excess 
amount of air that produces 
practically no carbon monoxide 
(CO). In a gasoline engine, it is 
the CO which helps to reduce 
the NOx to simpler, harmless 
nitrogen plus water vapor. Since 
that situation cannot exist in the 
diesel, NOx must be controlled 
by .other means which

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In steam systems, all combustion is exter- 
nal. A working fluid, usually water, is boiled 
in the vapor generator via heat from an ex- 
ternal burner. This energy transferred to the 
fluid is used to drive a turbine wheel or any 
type of mechanism that can do work while 
allowing expansion of the steam. The spent 
fluid then flows to a regenerator (not always 


present), where some heat is transferred 
back into the vapor generator. Next, a heat 
exchanger condenses the steam to a liquid 
state for reuse in the vapor generator.

The Princely Sum the Auto Parts

Sixty years ago Henry Ford 
made an arresting pledge to his 
* customers: all the parts of a 
Model T, bought individually, 
would cost no more than the 
assembled car. Soon, though, 
Ford had a better — or at least a 
different — idea. He lowered the 
Model T’s price to bring it 
within the buying range of more 
Americans and raised the price 
of its parts. Auto parts have 
been getting more and more 
costly ever since, but — as all 
auto makers came to understand 
— few people worry about the 
price of a spare fender when 
buying a new car. 

To pinpoint what the decades 
have done to the relationship 
between cars and their 
components, Money undertook 
to price a new car, part by part. 
The process turned out to be 
amazingly difficult. We chose a 
Ford Maverick, which has been 
promoted as ‘‘the simple 
machine,” with few year - to - 
year changes, in advertising that 
acknowledges consumer 
frustration at the high cost of 
repairs. One ad invites you to 
“make yourself a Maverick.” 
When we started to try, by 
asking the manufacturer for a 
list of Maverick parts and 
prices, we found out that even 
Ford rates the job nearly 
impossible. According to a 
spokesman, a few years ago a 
group at Ford abandoned a 
similar project as too time 
consuming and complex. 

That is not surprising. A 
standard dealer’s parts manual 
comes in two volumes, each 
about seven inches thick, that 
list the parts for the entire Ford 
passenger-car line — _ Ford, 
Torino, Thunderbird, Mustang, 
Pinto, Bronco, Maverick — 
from the current model year 
back through 1965. (Other sets 
cover earlier years.) The 
manuals do not give prices; you 
have to take the part number 
from the manual and then look 
up its price in a separate dealer 
price list, a 1,000-page book that 
Ford issues about every two 
months. Our researcher, 
Barbara Orlando, a freelance 
financial journalist, found a 
slightly easier way. Through a 
friendly Ford dealer, she came 
upon a special condensed 
catalogue for fleet owners that 
covers only one model year. It’s 


950 pages long and costs $7.50. 
So equipped, it still took Mrs. 
Orando and an assistant about 
100 hours to add up the sum of 
the parts. 

Our Maverick was a modest 
1972 two-door sedan. We limited 
options to those most commonly 
chosen; a 200-horse-power six- 
cylinder engine, automatic 
transmission, power steering 
and AM radio. The sticker price 
was $2,506.55. That, of course, 
was for a real car, including the 
considerable expense of 
assembly-line labor. 

Unassembled and unpainted, 
the parts for the same car come 
to $6,435.22 — well over twice 
the cost of the assembled 
painted vehicle. Even that total 
is conservative. It is based on 
the list prices of 1,180 
components, ranging from 
individual screws costing as 
little as 6 cents to assemblies 
like the rear axle housing 


($49.65) and the engine. 


($707.95). Break each 
component into its nuts, 
brackets and other parts, and 
the price would be much higher; 
Ford estimates that a Maverick 
with the options we specified 
contains 11,000 to 12,000 parts. 
At 2,626 pounds, the assembled 
Maverick goes for the ground- 
chuck price of 98 cents a pound, 
a bargain compared with the 
filet mignon tab of $2.45 a pound 
for those 1,180 components 
bought separately. 

New cars have become 
something of a bargain over the 
past decade. The sticker prices 
of four standard and 
intermediate makes have risen 
only 30.9 percent, about six 
points less than the government’s 
overall index of consumer prices; 
furthermore, with buyers 
shifting to cheaper compacts 
and subcompacts, the ten-year 
price rise for all makes was 
considerably less — just over 7 
percent. Certain aspects of 
routine maintenance have 
similarly increased in cost 
modestly or not at all: a lube job 
lasts a lot longer than it used to, 
for example. But auto parts — 
particularly the easily damaged 
crash parts plainly are not 
bargains. High among the 
factors that have inflated their 
cost has been the U.S. auto 
industry’s proclivity for building 
complicated cars and changing 
their design frequently. Both 
tendencies have lately waned a 
good deal, and it is possible that 
the change may ultimately slow 
the rise in retail parts prices. 


But insurance-industry officials 
report that they have yet to note 
any such happy impact on the 
prices of the car parts that their 
companies pay for in huge 
quantities. 

Maverick parts are generally 
not quite so expensive as parts 
for bigger cars whose appearance 
has changed more frequently. A 
study of 89,060 accident repair 
jobs, conducted by four leading 
auto insurers, recently 
concluded that parts costs for 
smaller cars are slightly lower 
than for intermediate — and 
standard size autos. For 

- Maverick and other compacts 
the average repair bill was $312 
— 46 percent of it for parts. For 
standard-size cars the bill 
averaged $320, half for parts; the 
labor was actually less than for 
the compacts. 

Over the past 20 years 
Detroit’s proliferating models 
have spawned a marketing 
monster. To service the 112 
million vehicles now on the road, 
auto manufacturers stock 
perhaps 700,000 different parts. 
In the past 25 years, Ford’s list 
has grown from 29,000 parts to 
235,000. Not long ago General 
Motors stocked more than 400 
different floor mats; it has cut 
the list to fewer than 200. The 
costs of producing, warehousing 
and distributing so many parts 
are enormous. But profits are 
hefty for the dealer, and quite 
likely for the manufacturer. 
Says one East Coast dealer: 
“Any of us would love to have a 
parts contract and not bother 
with cars. With parts you can 
really go to town.’’ In a 
confidential 1970 study Chrysler 
Corp. found its top Dodge 
dealers making a 25 percent 
profit on parts and service, but 
only 3 percent on new cars. 
Parts, service and used-car 
profits keep auto dealers in 
business. 

Manufacturers are secretive 
about the costs of making parts, 


and leaks are rare. One occurred 
in the 1950’s, when a patent 
lawsuit forced Ford to give a 
federal court to its cost and price 
breakdown for components of 
the 1952 Mercury bumper. The 
list, quoted in part in the chart 
on this page is instructive. 


The consumer was thus 
paying from more than five to 
nearly fifteen times the 
manufacturer’s cost, depending 
on the item. On these pieces of 
the 1952 Mercury bumper, 
Ford’s markups’ to dealers 
‘ranged from 214.9 percent to 
782.4 percent. Dealer markups 
to the customer were 66.6 
percent to 73 percent — a range 
in line with markups on the 
parts of our 1972 Maverick. 

Car manufacturers usually 
keep parts in stock between five 
and twelve years. According to a 
knowledgeable industry source, 
sheet-metal parts are initially 
marked up nearly 300 percent to 
make up for losses anticipated in 
later years as demand dwindles 
and costs increase. The car 
maker must either store a part 
for years or periodically reorder 
it— paying more per unit, since 
in later years the quantities 
required are much smaller. 
During the 1958 model run, for 
example a car manufacturer 
could make a fender for $10, sell 
it to dealers for $30, and list it 
for retail at $50. Ten years later, 
the fender’s cost may have 
reached $50, the price to dealers 
$40 and the retail list $60. Car 
makers reason that the owner of 
anew car won’t blanch at paying 
$50 for a fender, while no one 
would pay $100 for a fender for 
an old car worth only $100. 


This pricing scale is designed 
to produce a markup from 
manufacturer to dealer that 
averages 32 percent over the 
part’s ten-or twelve-year life 
cycle, according to our source. 
Much of the markup is soaked 
up by costs for storage, shipping

and damage. Whatever its 
accounting logic, this pricing 
system has forced the owner of a 
fairly new car to subsidize 
Detroit’s planned obsolescence 
when he buys parts. He pays a 
lot for a new fender because 
styling changes will quickly 
outdate his car, diminishing 
demand for the part and thus 
making it more costly to supply. 

Lewis G. Kalush, general 
manager of the G.M. parts 
division insists that the 
manufacturer’s profits on parts 
are not excessive — although car 
makers, like many other large 
corporations, will not disclose 
divisional profits. Kalush, a 
man of parts for 20 of his 25 
years with G.M., is as firm as 
any stylist in defending the 
industry’s tradition of giving 
styling top priority, with parts 
cost secondary. “You redesign 
the car and make it pretty to sell 
it,” Kalush says. “If they don’t 
sell any cars, I’m out of 
business.” 

Another comfortable view of 
parts policies came from Semon 
E. (Bunky) Knudsen, 60, who 
served successively as executive 
vice president of G.M. and 
president of Ford. Henry Ford II 
fired Knudsen in 1969, 18 
months after hiring him; 
Knudsen is now chairman of 
White Motor Corp., a Cleveland- 
based manufacturer of trucks 
and industrial equipment. 
Reminiscing with insurance men 
shortly after his abrupt 
departure from Ford, Knudsen 
called the parts business the’ 
least cyclical and most 
profitable segment of the auto 
industry. 

Perhaps the most profitable 
items of all are the sheet-metal 
“crash” parts — fenders, hoods, 
doors and bumpers, for example 
— which are the parts most often 
damaged, most expensive to 
warehouse and ship, most 
subject to wasteful obsolescence 
caused by styling changes, and 
least subject to competition. 
They are also called “captive” 
parts, because other firms find it 
uneconomical to tool up for a 
fender that may fit only one 
model for one year. 

The way parts are priced 
helps sell more cars. Take our 
Maverick. If a wreck damages 
one-fourth of its parts, the 
replacement cost is one-fourth of 
$6,435.22, or about $1,600. Add 
garage labor, which would about 
equal the parts cost, and the tab 
is more than _the car cost new.

If President Nixon’s new 
“energy efficiency” labeling bill 
passes, which would enable 
consumers to know how much 
energy appliances use and how 
well they use it, motorcycles 
would pass with flying colors. 
Motorcycling popularity already 
is growing in monumental leaps 
and bounds and without a doubt 
the energy crisis has been the 
major contributor to this 
situation. Unlike the truckers, 
the cabbies and the ordinary 
automobile owning citizens, the 


motorcyclist and the motorcycle 


salesmen are not complaining. 
In fact, if a local Washington 
D.C. television interview with 
one motorcycle dealer is any 
indication of a nationwide trend, 
the motorcycle industry is the 
only one getting rich on the 
crunch. This particular dealer, 
sells an average of nine bikes a 
day with as many as fourteen 
sold on some. Motorcycle sales 
can expect to grow even more in 
coming months, especially over 
the summer which might 
conceivably bring nationwide 
gas rationing. 

Since the early sixties 
Japanese motorcycles have 
contributed to the increased 
popularity and growth of bikes 
in the U.S. Names such as 
Honda, Yamaha, Suzuki and 
Kawasaki have become 
synonymous with excellent 
engineering and machines that 
are quiet, reliable and low cost. 


Especially low cost, which is 
why they have been put in the 
economic reach of thousands of 
Americans. Until now the cycles 
in the U.S. have mainly been 
used for pleasure and recreation 
but again, due to the energy 
crunch, things are changing. 
More and more American men 
and women are depending on 
motorcycles for utility 
transportation like the 
Japanese. In fact, 85 percent of 
all motorcycles sold in 
December, 1973 were 


streetbikes. Traditionally the 
majority of motorcycles have 
been sold to the 16 to 35 age 
group. Now, however, dealers all 
over the country are reporting 
substantial increases in the 35 
and up customer who has never

ridden a cycle before and whose 
first question is, “How many 
miles will I get to the gallon?” 

And what are some of the 
advantages of riding a motorcyle 
over a car? Obviously, the first 
advantage is the money saved. 
The initial cost of a cycle will 
run anywhere from $300 to 
$3,000 depending on make and 
model. The savings in gas and 
mileage is unbeatable — 40 to 50 
miles per gallon at the least, 
with some of the new models 
boasting 90 miles per gallon. A 
big development in motorcycles 
is that the problems that existed 
ten years ago have been 
eliminated. Improvements in 
the light-weight commuter 
cycles have been greater than 
any other bike category. A major 
fault used to be low standards of 
durability and excessive 
maintenance requirements. But 
advanced technology has made 
the motorcycle reliable and 
completely practical for 
everyday commuting. As for the 
service shops, they too have 
increased. If a final consideration 
is also the changeable weather 
that problem too has been 
eliminated. Before, if it was a 
clear day and your bike would 
run then it was a good day for a 
ride. Now, with the 
development of better weather 
protection, any day except.very 
icy conditions is a good day. 

On any discussion of the 
advantages of a motorcycle you 
just cannot ignore the largest 
portion of its value — the feeling 
of freedom and mobility that it 
offers. There is relief from the 
headache of slow or missed 
buses and trains. And when you 
also consider the growing road 
congestion and increasingly 
difficult and expensive parking 
it is not a hard choice to make. 


Operating Costs: 
Motorcycle vs Automobile 


The U.S. Federal 


Highway Administration 


recently estimated the cost of operating an 
automobile. Their figures are based upon the 
average use of a car, 100,000 miles in ten years. 
This estimate includes costs 
repairs and maintenance, 
accessories, gasoline and oil, insurance, parking 
(and tolls, etc.), and taxes. 
As a contrast to these figures, the MIC estimated 
the cost of operating a motorcycle, using an 
average life of 40,000 miles in five years as the 
average usage of a commuter’ s motorcycle.

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Bike Racing Theory and Practice

It has seemed to me that to 
tell something of the inside 
story, something like a racer’s 
eye view of bicycling might 
prove interesting especially in 
days so full of energy conserving 
consciousness. 

In brief, it all began about 
fifteen years ago when I bought 
my first ten-speed bicycle, a 
beautiful Rudge touring model. 
Twelve years went by in which 
this and another Raleigh ten- 
speed were used only for a rather 
fancy version of two-wheel 
transportation.

Buying Tire

For the novice, buying tires is 
a mind-boggling task, similar to 
choosing the best cereal in the 
redundant cereal aisle at the 
supermarket. 

The number of different tires 
on the market increases the 
confusion, coupled with 
variations in aggressive names, 
bold stripes, vivid tread designs 
and fabrics. And manufacturers 
use advertising devices such as 
“premium” and ‘“‘first line”’ 
labels that are meaningless 
when compared to the same 
labels of another company. 

The ground rules of tire 
buying depend on your needs 
and how they relate to the three 
basic tires: the bias ply, the 
belted bias ply and the radial. 

The bias ply, the standard tire 
fot many years, is made by 
crossing layers of polyester, 
rayon or nylon fabric at an 
angle. Price differences depend 
on the fabric; polyester is 
stronger than rayon, while nylon 
takes on temporary flat spots 
when left standing overnight. 


BIASPLY 


The tire body, which is the stress-bearing 
member, is composed of cords which run from 
one wire bead to the other at an angle from the 
circumferential direction. Alternate plies of the 
carcass run in opposite directions. This

Tire prices usually depend on 
labor, materials and guarantees; 
radials are most expensive 
because they require far more 
labor and material than bias ply 
tires.

Where else but in America, 


whose temper is restless and — 


whose scale is ungraspable, 
could the automobile have 
become the fetish object that it 
is today? Like many other 
fetishes what it promises is 
control, control over time and 
space, the very axes of 
mortality. (And remember time 
is money, and space means 
property, especially in the land 


whose business is business.) To 
a crank like myself, who decided 
upon completing a driving 
course successfully never to 
drive again, the glistening 
control panel betokens nothing 
more than the gullibility of the 
harassed consumer. What could 
be the point of so many 
attention-getting instruments if 
not to foster the illusion of 
control on the driver’s part. For 


the car is, first and foremost, a 
consumer product, which means 
that safety features are built in 
voluntarily only to provide the 
owner-driver with a chance to 
survive long enough to put a 
downpayment on next year’s 


‘model. How people can place 


such trust in a machine that 
wears it obsolescence so openly 
is something I have never been 
able to fathom. 


There are certain things that 
seem to be universal subjects of 
conversation in this culture, one 
is money, another is weight 
problems, and a third is car 
troubles. This sequence itself 
should be enough to suggest that 
the ascendancy of the 
automobile is an episode in the 
history of privacy. In southern

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G.M.— Employer and Target

ST. LOUIS — In Edward 
Gregory’s hand is a rusty piece 
of metal that at one time was 
part of a Chevrolet exhaust pipe. 
The pipe, he explains, was 
originally made with two 
thicknesses of metal joined 
together; but now the inner layer 


has collapsed, blocking the 


passage. And when this happens 
in a car, he says, exhaust fumes 
back up into the engine, 
overheating it and sometimes 
causing a broken crankshaft. 


Like any good consumer 
advocate, Mr. Gregory is 
outraged. People who have 
bought 1968-through-1972- 
model Chevrolets have been 
cheated and their lives 
endangered, he believes. 
Accordingly, he has demanded 
that General Motors Corp. recall 
tens of thousands of cars and 
install heavier-duty exhaust 
pipes free of charge. 


But unlike most crusaders, 
who take pot-shots at giant 
corporations from afar, the 
stocky, 56-year-old Mr. Gregory 
takes his aim at point-blank 
range. He is a $5.18-an-hour 
inspector on General Motor’s 
Chevrolet assembly line here. 
For most of his 20 years at GM, 
he has complained loudly about 
safety defects, first to the 
company and if that hasn’t 
worked, to people like Ralph 
Nader and newspaper reporters. 

Officially, all that GM will 
say about Mr. Gregory is that 
design, engineering and service 
problems are outside his 
expertise. However, according to 
Mr. Gregory, the company 
doesn’t exactly regard him as a 
model employee. He says that 


he used to suffer severe migraine 
headaches from frequent “‘cuss 
fights” with his foremen. He also 
says that he has been bloodied 
in fights with fellow workers; 
and his friends say he has been 
harassed by company officials, 
once to the point where a guard 
followed him around the plant. 
“GM Thinks It’s God” 

Still, he keeps at it. “General 
Motors thinks it’s God and it 
can do anything,” says the crew- 


cut inspector, who dropped out 
of school after the eighth grade. 
“They’ve called me a little 
pipsqueak and think they can 
push me around, but I showed 
em they can’t.” 

That attitude has made Mr. 
Gregory something of a hero in 
some quarters. “There may be 
other people like him at other 
auto plants, but nobody has 
hung in there like Ed,” says Mr. 
Nader, who began the assault on 


automobile makers for better 
safety standards. “‘He’s got a 
conscience, and he’s got 
courage.” 
He also has been right o 
more than one occasion. In the 
matter of the collapsible exhaust 
pipes, for instance, Mr. Gregory 
submitted his initial suggestion 
last August. GM, which awards 
its employees with up to $10,000 
for their ideas, told Mr. Gregory 
that he wouldn’t receive any 


money because it had already 
noted the problem. (Mr. 
Gregory notes, however, that the 
auto maker didn’t recall any 
cars; rather, it switched to a 
heavier, single-ply exhaust pipe 
on its 73 models.) 

Mr. Gregory’s major coup, 
from his standpoint, came in 
1968 when GM recalled 2.4 
million Chevrolets, at a cost 
estimated at upwards of $50 
million; the recall was effected 
after several people were found 
dead in their cars from 


carbon monoxide poisoning, Mr. 


Gregory had charged two years 
before that rear-quarter panels 
on car bodies were being sealed 
improperly and therefore 
weren’t keeping out the lethal 
gas. GM says it recalled the cars 
not because of the seals, but 
because of plastic plugs, which, 
when melted from the exhaust 
heat, allowed the gas to enter. 
Nevertheless, the company 
awarded Mr. Gregory $10,000 
“‘to eliminate any possible 
suggestion of unfairness” and in 
the next model year switched to 
a sealing method similar to one 
he had suggested. 


“Hollered My Head Off™ 


Mr. Gregory, known as Greg; 
around the plant, discovered the 
leakage problem in 1966 when he’ 
was hunting in a quarry for 
stones to polish. A_ geologist 
friend also was there and - 
complained that dirt from the 
surrounding dusty roads filtered 
into the trunk of his new 
Chevrolet, covering his 
instruments. Mr. Gregory then 
poured water over the back of 
the car and it leaked through. 

“If water could get in, so could 
carbon monoxide,’’ Mr. Gregory 
says. “I hollered my head off at

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Taking Another Look Roadways 


By Arthur Delibert 


In May, 1968, the House 
Public Works Committee was 
treated to an unusual show: for 
three days, Joe Linko, a New 
York TV repairman, shocked the 
Congressmen with thousands of 
pictures he had taken of safety 
defects built into America’s new 
Interstate Highway System. 
When the hearings ended, the 
carefully nurtured myth that 
these highways were the safest 
that could be built had been 
demolished. 

What happened before a 
Congressional committee nearly 
six years ago would not be news 
today, except that many of the 
hazards that Joe Linko showed 
the Committee are still in place, 
and many more have since been 
constructed. For the most part, 
they can be found by even a 
casual observer. They consist of 
roadside obstacles that will 
destroy or turn over any car that 
strays a few feet from the 
pavement: highways signs 
mounted on eight-inch thick 
steel girders set in barrel-size 
concrete footings; knife-edged 
guardrail ends that can spear 
through a car at fifty or sixty 
miles per hour; massive concrete 
bridge support pillars a few feet 
from the roadway. For obvious 


reasons, such built-in hazards 
have collectively come to be 
called “roadside boobytraps.” 
Some, perhaps the most 
insidious, are not apparent to 
the untrained eye. They include 
bridge-railings too weak to 
restrain a car from plunging over 
the edge, and “guardrails” so 
placed that they will guide an 
errant car directly into an 
obstruction rather than around 
it. 

Each year, thousands of 
vehicles do in fact run off the 
road, whether because of a blow- 
out, a sleepy driver, or a slippery 
section of pavement. As a 
consequence, the annual toll of 
boobytrap crashes is appalling. 
Statistics compiled by the 
Federal Highway Adminis- 
tration’s Office of Traffic 
Operations indicate that in 
1970, the last year for which 
separate annual statistics were 
published, there were 1,619 
single-vehicle ran-off-the-road 
fatal crashes on completed 
sections of Interstate highway. 
The breakdown was as follows: 


Because many of these 
crashes involve multiple 
fatalities, the actual death toll is 
considerably higher. In a widely 


reported California crash last 
fall, a fully-loaded Greyhound 
bus ran off a section of Interstate 
highway near Sacramento, 
completely overrode a guardrail, 
and slammed squarely into a 
concrete bridge pillar. The bus 
was destroyed, and fourteen 
people were killed. 

Bobbytraps are by no means 
limited to the Interstate system. 
The National Safety Council 
reported that in the same year, 
1970, there were 4,450 deaths 
from collisions with fixed objects 
along roadways of all types. 
However, since the Interstate 
roadside is under almost 
complete control of the highway 
department, it is here that 
boobytraps are the most obvious 
—and the least excusable. 

What makes them especially 
inexcusable is that technology to 
“defuse” them is well known. 
Researchers, particularly at the 
Texas Transportation Institute, 
have developed signposts and 
light supports designed to break 
away on impact, and barrel-like 
impact attenuators to place in 
front of concrete pillars, where 
they will absorb the destructive 
energy of a high-speed crash. 
Along roadways in Texas where 


installed, researchers have 
found that many crashes that 
would once have been fatal are 
now so slight that the motorist 
does not evern stick around to 
report it. 

The Federal Highway 
Administration is well aware of 
the boobytrap problem. So are 
state highway departments. 
Why, then, is there not more 
being done to correct it? 

One obvious reason is that 
funds for safety improvement 
would have to be taken from 
those. now allotted to new 
construction. In the best of 
times, most highway 
administrators would find this a 
difficult step. They find it 
especially difficult now because, 
with pressure from 
environmentalists mounting 
steadily, many highway 
administrators realize that each 
day the construction of a new 
highway is delayed, the less are 
its chances of ever getting built. 
(In Northern Virginia, the state 
highway department is locked in 
a bitter struggle with 
environmental groups opposed 
to the construction of the 
Arlington County segment of 
166. Meanwhile, the section of

County, completed in the early 
1960’s, remains a mess of 
uncorrected boobytraps.) 

This is a situation crying for 
firm guidance from the Federal 
Highway Administration, 
guidance which has not been 
forthcoming. This is not 
surprising considering the 
agency’s dilemma: it is 
supposed to serve 
simultaneously as both the 
promoter and the regulator of 
Federal-aid highway projects. 
When these two roles become 
incompatible, as they have 
lately, the Highway 
Administration naturally leans 
toward promotion. 

The agency has tried to jusitfy 
this emphasis on highway 
promotion with an unending 
stream of speeches and press 
releases stressing the safety 
benefits of new highway 
construction, particularly new 
Interstate construction. The 
statistic most commonly 
presented is that for every five 
miles of Interstate highway 
opened to traffic, an average of 
one fatality will be avoided each 
year. Such statements 
completely ignore the results of 
a 1972 study by the U.S. General 
Accounting Office, which 
concluded that ‘‘the cost 
effectiveness of the highway 
safety improvement work, in 
terms of lives saved, was shown 
to be about five times greater 
than that of regular highway 
construction work. In terms of 
injuries avoided, it was more 
than three times greater.”’ 
(Furthermore, critics of the 
Interstate highway program 
have often pointed out that the 
FHWA’s claim of lives saved 
does not stand up under careful 
statistical analysis, because it 
fails to take into account such 
factors as new traffic generated 
by the presence of the new 
highway.) 

Another reason that 
boobytraps remain largely 
uncorrected is an almost 
complete lack of citizen pressure 
for improvement. In fact, 
perhaps the most surprising 
aspect of this entire episode is 
that it has so far failed to 
generate any sizable protest 
movement. One reason for this is 
the fact that techniques to 
prevent crash injuries have long 


been obscured by the question of ~ 


“Who was to blame for the 
crash?’’ Most of the thousands 
of newspaper articles that report 
boobytrap crashes focus on the 
reason the driver left the 
pavement; rarely if ever do they 
focus on why this everyday. 
incident ended in destruction 
and death. The thousands of 
“Drive Safely” ads sponsored by 
the National’ Safety Council 
each year also continually 
reinforce this tendency to ask 
the wrong question. (In 1972, the 


NSC carried this to an extreme. 


with a poster portraying a 
roadside littered with 
boobytraps and bearing the 
legend, “They don’t hit you!’’) 
However, this situation is 
slowly beginning to change, 
much to the consternation of 
some highway administrators. 
Whereas five years ago any 
gathering of highway officials 
would certainly have included 
an agenda item on dealing with 
those pesky environmentalists, 
today it will certainly include an 
item on the rising tide of 
liability suits against highway 
departments. All across the 
country, highway departments 
(and highway engineers 
personally) are facing millions of 
dollars worth of liability suits as 
a result of crash injuries 
resulting from defective or 
substandard highway design. 
Such suits have been given a 
strong impetus in many states 
by the repeal of “sovereign 
immunity’’ statutes. These 
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statutes, descended from the 
ancient idea, “The King can do 
no wrong,” held the states 
blameless for injury resulting 
from their official actions. Their 
repeal has opened the way for a 
host of lawsuits which 
previously would have been 
difficult or impossible. Many 
Highway departments are now 
realizing that, as a minimal 
defense, they must be able to 


point to some program to clean 


up the mess. 

(Incredibly, fear of liability 
suits has worked against safer 
highways in some jurisidictions. 
In one county, the local highway 
commissioner reportedly refuses 
to make an inventory of highway 
skid resistances — necessary 
prerequisite to improving those 
stretches where skid resistance 
is dangerously low — because he 
is afraid it could be used as 
evidence against him in a 
liability suit. Similarly, when a 
boobytrap is damaged in a 
crash, it is not uncommon for a 
highway department to replace 
it with another of exactly the 
same type; officials fear that 
replacing it with a safer device 
would be taken as an admission 
that the original design was 
unduly hazardous.) 

Insurance companies are also 
taking an increasing interest in 
this problem. At one time, it was 
common for a highway 
department to seek com- 
pensation from the insurance 
company of a motorist who had 


damaged an expensive roadsign 
in a boobytrap crash. Now some 
companies reject such claims 
until they are assured that the 
hazard has been corrected. They 
are also giving serious 
consideration to suing the 
highway department to recover 
the amount the company has 
had to pay the motorist for his 
injuries. And the Insurance 
Institute for Highway Safety, a 
Washington, D.C. - based group 
dedicated to highway loss 
reduction, has produced a hard- 
hitting 30-minute film entitled 
“Boobytrap,” which dramatizes 
the problem in all its aspects. 


Broadly-based citizen action 
remains a necessity. This is 
especially true because the 
outlook for the immediate future 
is not quite as optimistic as the 
above few paragraphs might 
make it seem. Federal and state 
highway agencies derive most or 
all of their annual budgets from 
gasoline and other road-user 
taxes. Under the impact of the 
current gasoline shortage (real 
or contrived), many of these 
agencies are anticipating severe 
cuts. There is a very real danger 
that safety, never too high on 
the list of priorities, will be 
bumped off altogether. This 
development can only be headed 
off by citizens making their 
concerns known. 

However, citizens should not 
be surprised if their early efforts 
fall on deaf ears. Because road- 
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building is a highly technical 
activity, and because highway 
departments generally wield 
substantial political power, 
most highway administrators 
are unused to having to deal 
constructively with citizen 
input. Even Joe Linko, in the 


early days of his crusade, had 
difficulty making himself heard. 
“Because I was an ordinary 
citizen,’’ said Linko when 
interviewed for the IIHS film, 
‘“‘they thought I was just 
somebody out there making 
noise.”

With the oil shortage driving the price 


‘of gasoline through the roof, the potlu- 
tion laws forcing drastic restrictions on 
parking, and transportation policies 
beginning to swing against highways, 
the decision to own a Car, a motor- 
cycle, or no vehicle at all is no longer 
an easy one to make. The assumption 
that everyorte should possess an auto- 
mobile is no longer automatic; each 
case has to be thought through individ- 
ually and a decision arrived at depend- 
ing on the specific circumstances of 
each instance. 

A vehicle of any kind should only 
be bought after one has some idea of 
what a full year’s costs are. The 
purchase price is often less than one 
year’s freight of insurance, repairs, gas 
and oil, parking and parking tickets, 
taxes and other costs, especially if you 
spread the purchase cost over a couple 
of years of vehicle lifetime. Many of 
these costs are difficult to estimate — 
particularly repairs — which should be 
assumed that at least a few hundred 
dollars will go that way. 

But many of these costs are simple 
to determine; for example, the sales 
tax. Ordinarily this is a straight three 
per cent of the purchase price; if you 
buy from a dealer it always is. The 
point to remember is that if you 
purchase through a private party the 
sales tax may well be more than three 
per cent. The State depends on a 
publication called the Red Book for 
estimating the value of cars; if your 
purchase price is much below what the 
Red Book thinks your car is worth the 
sales tax is three per cent of that. 

Next is the excise tax. This is the 


tax raised by the city or town in which 


you register your vehicle. It is cal- 
culated at 6.6 per cent of the value; 
a $500 car, therefore, will cost its 
owner $33 a year. Until recently. cities 
and town claimed to have a substantial

problem collecting this tax; they made 
indirect noises on their bill that failure 
to pay might make it difficult for you 
to register to vote. This spring a bill 
passed the legislature instructing the 
Registry to lift the license of people 
who refused to pay it. 

The Registry itself imposes two 
different kinds of charges. The first is 
the title application fee. If your vehi- 
cle is private, that is, not a business 
automobile and is less than ten years 
old, you are required to obtain a 
“title”, a kind of proof-of-possession 
which is essentially an anti-theft de- 
vice. The Registry charges $5 for the 
application and usually forwards the 
form to you within sixty days. If you 
do not get it by then come see us or 
call your State Rep. One important 
exception: if you financed the pur- 
chase through a loan the title is mailed 
to whomever advanced the money. 

The other Registry cost (aside from 
the fee for your driver's license) is for 
plates. These run $12 for a private 
Passenger car and last for two years. 
Motorcycle and commercial vehicle 
license fees vary widely and must be 
paid for annually.

Replicas the Model Classic Cars

AHROOGA!!! 
AHHHROOOOOGA!!! 

America really does have a 
sixth largest car manufacturer 
that specializes in 
manufacturing an $8,000 replica 
of the $600 1932 Model A Ford. 

That’s right, for eight big ones 
you can drive around in a 
fiberglass-bodied Model A copy 
with a blend of modern 
conveniences such as air- 
conditioning, plush carpeting, 
and stereo radio. 

And the car, which weighs 
about 2,500 pounds, has a 302 
cu. in., V-8 Ford engine that 
propels it to cruising speeds of 
100 miles per hour. In normal 
driving the car gets about 18 
miles per gallon and meets all 
Federal pollution and safety 
standards, according to its 
manufacturer, the Glassic 
Motor Company. 

Glassic Motor Company, from 
West Palm Beach, Fla., in its 
claim of being number 6 in 
America, is testimony to the 
monopolized state of the car biz. 
Producing a steady stream of 20 
cars per week with a capacity to 
produce 50, the seven-year-old 
company is concentrating on the 
nostalgia of yesteryear to sell its 
unique car “to anyone who can 
afford it,” said Don Harke, the 
co-partner in the New England 
area distributorship for Glassic. 

Six months ago, Harke, 32, 
and Bernard Whitten, 33, a

“It takes up too much of my 
time now,” said Harke. “‘I put in 
a 12 hour day out seeing people, 
giving demos, trying to place the 
cars in dealerships... Cullinan 
Ford in Marlboro and Nassar 
Ford in Lawrence bought 
models to sell. People don’t like 
to buy these cars in the winter. 
They think the car will be too 
cold because it has plastic 
windows and a convertible top, 
but it isn’t. 

“The large engine blasts heat 
in and J have to turn it off.

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suspension. The bumpers, said 
Harke, surpass today’s five mile 
per hour bumpers and are made 
of chromium on brass. The body 
is one unit with the paint 
injected into the fiberglass, so it 
won’t chip, rust, rot, or corrode. 

Glassic has also solved most 
major maintenance problems 
associated with exotic autos by 
having the engine and drive 
shaft manufactured by Ford. 
Any local garage can service it. 
The only problem is what 
happens when a fender gets 
crunched in an accident. 
Unibody fiberglass is difficult, 
and sometimes impossible, to 
repair without replacing the 
body. 

There are also some 
convenient options. For 
example, the ahrooga horn can 
be switched over to a regular 
horn for those who would rather 
let the car about to hit the 
Glassic know it, rather than 
startle the heck out of the other 
driver. 

But there is one inconvenient 
option for someone who wants to 
spend $8,000 on an automobile 
— well, maybe $7,500 if you can 
talk Harke into giving you a 
deal. You have your choice of air 
conditioning or power steering 
because the engine only has 
room for one. Admittedly, 
however, it’s better than the 
original Model A, which had 
neither. 

All in all, it wasn’t the normal 
automobile experience. Being 
inside the ‘“‘Roadster’’ — the car 
comes in red or yellow with 
black fenders and runners— was 
like stepping into the days of Al 
Capone, raccoon coats, machine 
guns, dolls, and everything else 
associated with the late ’20s. 

Only it was the ’70s and you 
were being looked at. You were 
coooool! Harke said the car — 
two mounted spare tires, doors 
that only open from the outside, 
stereo radio, etc. — would run 
with a Corvette up to 40 miles 
per hour. The windshield wipers 
worked on an old-fashioned 
vacuum principle that somehow 
sent the wipers out of sync, 
going faster and slower, faster 
and slower. 

That’s the real story. Harke 
and Whitten may be eccentric. 
Glassic Motors, run by men 
named Joe and Fred Pro, may 
also sound a bit fictional. But so 
is the car. In an age where mass 
advertising tells you to drive a 
Pontiac, which looks like an 
Oldsmobile or Buick, so you can 
be different from your neighbor, 
who drives a Ford, which looks 
like a Mercury, the appeal of the 
Glassic is obvious. 
Unfortunately not too many 
people have $8,000 to toss away 
so they can be different.

store. The true technological 
aspiration, nothing new by the 
way, is to cheat, to get 
something, or somewhere for 
nothing, to get the jump on time 
by going from one place to 
another at lightning speed. The 
result of the technologization of 
life, in which the car plays a 
crucial part, “is a general 
quickening of the pace of life. 
Time seems to speed up as we 
do, for it is one of the illusions of 
technological possibility that we 
can insulate ourselves from real 
conditions of human life, one of 
them being time. But it is an 
alienated notion of time to see it 
as separate from us. Is that what 
speed is about? Putting time

_miniaturized almost out of 


sight, while at the seale of space 


vehicles everything seems so 
grossly apparent as not to need 
remarking. Oddly enough, the 
central question in both art and 
technology is: does it work? The 
differences show up in how the 


question is answered. When an_ 


artist asks somebody if he thinks 
a painting or a sculpture 
“works” he will probably mean 
something like, does it come 
across, does it make itself clear? 
For the function of a work of art 
is to make us see why it was 
made the way it was. When 
somebody asks you whether your 
car works, there’s no ambiguity 
involved. As for a car’s design, 
unless it is a custom-made item, 
it probably belongs to a history 
of arbitrary decorative 
structures whose only 
communicative function is to 
get across the suggestion of 
speed, class, wealth, or virility. 

The aesthetic possibilities of 
car design correspond to a set of 
socially acceptable public 
statements of identity. It is easy 
to spot an academic by his car, 
for example, just as it’s no trick 
to pick out the millionaire or the 
pimp in traffic. But try to locate 
the housewife or the mailman or. 
the accountant by their cars 
alone and it’s pure conjecture. 


Most car design seems to be, 


aimed at a minimal 
differentiation, possibly meant 
to suggest stability, obedience to 
law, a choice of anonymity, the 
reduction of the driver-owner to 
a technological unit, replaceable 
by innumerable others. 

The car replaces the face in 
the public realm. How much 
more demanding of our 
attention vehicles are on. the 
street than faces. The aesthetics 
of the car invalve a 
minimization and a 
depersonalizing of information 
about people, We are more likely 
to recognize somebody from a 
distance by their car than if we 
see them on foot. In a world of 
moving metal hulks of what use 
are tiny human details.? 

In George Lucas’s movie, 
*THX-1138,” there is a clever 
statement about the eclipse of 
immediate experience by 
information (or the expectations 
it conditions). The movie 
depicts a future anti-utopia in 
which unregenerate misfits are 
imprisoned in a space that 


‘appears to*have no definite 


boundaries. It just grades off 
into a white mist in all 
directions. The prisoners are 
given to believe that the mist 
conceals a dangerous electrical 
barrier, so no one considers 
escape until one day a stray 
clone wanders into the prisoners’ 
space. The reason he is able to 
walk through the forbidden area 
without being zapped is that the 
electric barrier is a fiction, mist 
is all there is. With that 
discovery, the movie’s hero just 
walks out and makes his escape, 
and there begins the triumph of 
experience over information 
which is the theme of the film. 
The aesthetics of the car and 
of technology generally are 
devoted to the triumph of 
information over experience, not 
a resounding, attention-getting 
triumph, mind you, but a mist, 


a consistent texture that ~ 


discourages inquiry. 
iil 

Modern art has not paid too 
much attention to the car, 
though some major artists, such 
as Jackson Pollock and David 
Smith, have met their deaths in 
cars. The Italian Futurists 
celebrated the car in a few 
paintings and Salvador Dali did 
a famous vegetated taxi for the 
Surrealist extravaganza in Paris 
in 1929. It was not until recently, 
with the advent of the New 
Realist painters that the car 
came into its own as an image. 
Painters like Don Eddy, Ralph 
Goings, and John Salt dote on 
cars in exquisite detail. 

But there is one artist, from 
California — where else? — whe 
has made a series of extremely 


elegant and impractical cars as 
his work. 

Don Potts’s cars are fantasy 
objects grounded in the idea of 
the automobile. They conform 
to the popular notion that art 
should be beautiful, not useful. 
“The Master Chassis,” as Potts 
calls the operable prototype is 
built to accommodate neither 
driver nor passengers. Being 
radio-controlled it can do 
nothing but move itself (that is, 
move what it needs to move) 
from place to place. Potts says 
he is not really interested in its 
capabilities any more, now that 
he’s satisfied that it works. He 
has also made several non- 
motorized versions of the car 
that present other body styles 
that might be adapted to the 
“Master Chassis.” 

Potts’ cars are the dream 
objects that everyday autos are 
latently; a bloated Buick might 
dream of having a figure like 
“The Master Chassis,”’ if 
Buick’s could dream. Potts’ 
cars, which are so low they 
almost graze the ground and are 
so lean they look more closely 
related to bicycles than to 
conventional cars, seem to have 
outgrown the need for a driver. 
They have attained a state of 
formal self-sufficiency, an 
assimilation of the human 
figure, and of the wish for 
levitation and movement. They 
anticipate a world worn smooth, 
or paved smooth, a world 
without problems or obstacles. 
They recall Andy Warhol’s 
remark ‘‘I’d like to be a 
machine. Machines have less 
problems.” That may be the last 
word on the aesthetics of the car. 
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and could result in a blow-out. 
With new tires, also avoid 
jackrabbit starts and hard 
cornering. 

Another important point for 
long tire life and safe mileage is 
correct inflation. Improper 
inflation decreases tire tread 
mileage and increases the risk of 
tire failure. Correct air pressure 
allows your tires to stand up 
straight to carry their load. 
When this pressure is low, tires 
wear out much faster. 
Overloading causes the same 
problems. 

To avoid tire damage, check 
the maximum load and the 
maxium pressure printed on 
your tire. In the owner’s manual 
of your car, the manufacturer 
has listed the recommended tire 


pressures for both the front and 
rear tires. 

Check inflation pressure at 
least once a month with an 
accurate tire-pressure gauge 
when the tire is cold. The U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
recommends that you buy your 
own pressure gauge because 
service station pump gauges are 
often inaccurate and can cost 
you many miles in tire wear. A 
once a week check on inflation is 
a superior method and saves you 
money over the years. 

For maximum tread life, do 
not turn corners next to the curb 
or park against the curb. The 
squeal of your tires as you drive 
around a corner is the sound of 
tread mileage left on that 
corner. Fast driving over pot 
holes and bad surfaces damages 
your tread life while still giving 
you a comfortable ride. High 
speed starts also cost you money 
and miles. 
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Your tires should be rotated 


every 6,000 to 8,000 miles. for 
maximum tire life. To rotate all 
four bias ply or belted bias ply 


tires, the front tires should be 
crossed-switched to the rear 
with the rear tires moved 
straight forward to the front 
axle. 
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Cross-switching is not 
recommended for radials. The 
fabric or cord beneath the radial 
treat runs parallel to the tire’s 
radius, unlike conventional tires 
whose cord is at an angle, and 
therefore the radials need a 
different rotation pattern. In 
four tire rotation for radials, the 
front tires move straight back 
to the rear and the rear tires 
move straight to the front. 
Always keep each radial on the 
same side of the car. 


If you decide to use the spare 
tire in rotation, the spare is 
mounted on the right rear for 
bias ply or belted bias ply tires. 
The right rear tire then moves to 
the front right and the right 
front tire which becomes the 
new spare. 

With radials, the spare also is 
placed on the right rear and the 
right rear tire moves to the right 
front which becomes the spare. 
The left rear and left front just 
switch places. 


Studded tires should never be 
rotated. They should always be 
placed in their original positions 
because they always roll in the 
same direction. 

After rotation, air pressure 
should be adjusted according to 
the car manufacturer’s front and 
rear tire recommendations. 


Spring roads, ragged with pot 
holes, sand and loose gravel, 
damage tires and cause loss in 
traction. For spring tire 
protection, inflate tires properly 
and slow down. Hydroplaning is 
a spring hazard. Heavy rains 
drop excessive water on the 
roads and at a high speed with 
little tread depth, a car can be 
lifted off the road, leaving the 
driver with no control over the 
car. In addition check for bald or 
worn tires. If a motorist has an 
average tread depth on his tires, 
his chances of skidding on a wet 
road are five to 10 times greater 
than on ordinary roads, but with 
bald tires the chances of losing 
control are 20 times as great. 
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drastically reduce power output 
and fuel p But whatever 
the toll may be, Mercedes does 
not regard the diesel as a viable 
alternative to the piston engine. 
Its reasons were presented at 
pollution hearings before the 
U.S. Senate and may be 
summarized as follows: 

1. Diesel engines inherently 
produce less power per cubic 
inch than a gasoline engine so 
they must be much larger for a 
given power output. And 
because of its higher combustion 
pressures, the diesel must be of 
heavier construction than a 
gasoline engine of the same 
displacement. (A Mercedes 128 
net hp diesel engine weighs 
twice as much as its gasoline 
counterpart . . . and takes up 
more than twice the space.) 

2. From a cost standpoint, 
more weight and size means 
more expense. Mercedes has 
stated that a hypothetical diesel 
engine of 120 net hp will cost 
$1500 more than a gasoline 
engine of the same power rating. 
In the words of Rudolph 
Uhlenhault, recently retired 
director of passenger car 
development at Mercedes, the 
diesel engine is a supplemental 
source of power but not the 
much sought after ‘‘magic 
bullet” solution to automotive 
emissions. 

GAS TURBINE 

The gas turbine was held in 
high favor by Detroit circles 
until the dawn of the emissions 
era. It was viewed as certainly 
‘“‘The Powerplant Of The 
Future’’ — as soon as the costs 
fell within reason. 
Unfortunately, its emissions 
picture is really no different 
than the archaic piston engine. 
There are distinct advantages 
with the turbine’s . continuous 
combustion (hydrocarbon and 


carbon monoxide levels are 
relatively easy to meet), but in 
every burning process, even a 
bonfire, nitrous oxides are 
produced and this is an 
especially critical area in a 
turbine. Efficiency (fuel 
economy and power) rises 10 
percent for each 100 degree F 
increase in temperature. But as 
temperatures rise, so do the 
NOx levels. That single 
deterrent has eliminated the 
turbine as a contender in 
Detroit. 


turbines. Recently his Williams 
Research Corporation delivered 
what may be considered the 
state-of-the-art in turbine cars 
to New York City — for a 
quarter of a million dollars. For 
that sum, NYC’s Department of 
Air Resources got an American 
Motors Hornet with an 80 hp gas 
turbine under the hood. If you 
disregard durability, the car 
comes very close, but does not 
pass 1975 emissions standards. 
Williams claims 15 miles-per- 
gallon fuel economy in typical 
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in the gas turbine, a compressor wheel 
draws in air, compresses it and then pumps 
it through a regenerator section. This rotat- 
ing device is like a “heat sponge’’—it soaks 
up waste from the exhaust and delivers it to 
the air flowing in. A combustion chamber 
encircles the turbine’s central shaft and 
here the compressed, heated air mixes with 
fuel and is ignited by a single spark plug de- 
vice. Combustion is continuous with the ex- 
iting burning gas displaced by additional air 
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flowing in. The outgoing gases leave at tem- 
peratures near 1700° F. to first drive a com- 
pressor turbine and then the main power 
turbine. The compressor turbine is connect- 
ed directly to the compressor wheel, while 
the power turbine is linked only to the output 
driveshaft. After the hot gases have done 
their work against the power turbine, they 
exit through the hot side of the regenerator. 
Here the spent gases relinquish their heat 
prior to discharge into the atmosphere.

city/country driving but 10 mpg 
is more realistic for city use. 
With only 80 hp, acceleration is

_compromises driveability. And 


even though the engine’s output 
is barely adequate for the 
Hornet’s 3100 lb. curb weight, 
the underhood aréa is 
completely filled with an engine 
as heavy as the:piston 
powerplant it replaced. That 
means no room for any external 
emissions hardware. Still the 
turbine has not a single 
vibration to contend with, but 
gear noise and high-pitched 
whine do significantly invade 
the interior. Sam Williams 
knows his Hornet is not the 
answer. He admits that massive 
amounts of Detroit-style 
development are necessary to 
make automotive turbines a 
reality. Even if the technical 
problems are surmountable, the 
costs — tooling, materials, 
assembly and repair — are still 
frightening. If we see production 
turbine cars at all, it won’t be 
before 1980. 
STIRLING CYCLE 

Ford has recently shown 
considerable interest in an 
alternative power source by 
signing a license for the Stirling 


engine. The agreement with 
.N.B. Philips Co. of Eindoven, 


Netherlands, grants Ford access 
to existing technology and the 
right to build or sell the engine 
anywhere in the world. Ford’s 
attraction stems from the 
efficiencies possible with the 
Stirling cycle. Fuel burns 
continuously to heat a sealed-in 
working gas, usually helium. 
This offers definite advantages 
from an emissions standpoint. 
Aside from that fact, the Stirling 
cycle itself very closely 
approaches the upper limits of 
thermodynamic efficiency 
possible in any engine, largely 
because there is no vast quantity 
of heat to be exhausted from the 


-working fluid as in the Rankine 


(Steam) cycle. Studies by 
Philips have shown that lower 
noise levels and improved fuel 
economy may result with the 
Stirling engine. A 14-year 
development program ‘has 


dramatically compacted the 
physical size and simplified the 
mechanical layout so that the 
latest version has only five major 
moving parts and no 
reciprocating imbalance. 

General Motors has also been 
examining the Stirling engine 
since 1957, but with less 
optimistic conclusions. The 
engine was rejected for 
passenger car use by GM 
Primarily because of 
complexity, weight and cost. 
But those experiments centered 
around a cumbersome rhombic 
drive system and a design that 
used two pistons per cylinder. 
The technology that Ford 
purchased seems much more 
current. 

Initially, Ford plans include a 
three year development program 
with production a_ possibility 
before 1980. But if the Stirling 
engine proves unfeasible, Ford 
will heap in on the mounting 
pile of evidence that 1976 
emissions standards are 
impossible to meet. 

STRATIFIED CHARGE 

Ford, GM and Volkswagen 
have all toiled diligently over 
the stratified charge engine with 
the faint hope that it is the 
answer to their emissions 
prayers. There are advantages 
over standard engines, in that a 
much leaner air-fuel mixture 
can be used. That’s a definite 
aid to carbon monoxide 
emissions and VW has reported 
improvements in NOx as well. 
Hydrocarbon levels are no 
better, however, and some form 
of external control would be 
necessary with stratified charge 
engines to approach 1975-76 
standards. 

Costs will be higher than 
conventional engines since an 
expensive fuel injection system 
is necessary. The VW design 
also uses a standard carburetor 
to meter in additional fuel 
through the intake valve. With 
that kind of hardware 
duplication, costs are 
completely out of the range of 
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conventional engines. 

While there are encouraging 
reductions in some emissions, 
stratified charge cannot be 
considered an enticing 
alternative. The Wankel offers a 
more significant advantage from 
the emissions standpoint at 
lower cost. 

STEAM (RANKINE CYCLE) 

The prospects of a steam car 
ever gracing your driveway lie 
somwhere between dim and not 
at all. General Motors has done 
extensive testing with steam- 
powered cars and the drawbacks 
are many. The most successful 
car of the series to roll out of GM 
laboratories was a Pontiac 
Grand Prix that delivered 3.8 
miles per gallon in urban 
driving. A Chevelle, developed 
for GM by Besler Developments, 
a California firm with 40 years of 
steam engine experience, used 
slightly less gas. But a 40 mph 
on a level road with 80 degree F 
ambient temperatures the 
Chevelle would travel only 10 
miles per gallon of water. High 
fuel consumption from steam 
engines has also been witnessed 
during San Francisco testing of 
the Lear Vapor Turbine 
Powered Coach (C/D, May 
1972). Kerry Napuk, the project 
manager, said the Lear bus 
showed ‘‘great fuel-eating 
capacity” with an average fuel 
consumption of 0.80 mpg. The 
average diesel rate in the same 
application is about 4.5 mpg. 

The problem arises from the 
massive amounts of heat to be

Combustion in a stratified charge engine 
is much like cupping your hands to light a 
cigarette in the wind. A pre-combustion 
chamber tightly encloses all the elements 
necessary to start combustion: fuel deliv- 
ered by an injector, a small pocket of air and 
a spark from the nearby sparkplug. The ini- 
tial mixture is very rich and easy to ignite. As 
the charge burns, it moves out across the 
piston driving it down. Some unburned fuel 
is also driven out of the small pocket and it 
mixes with additional air in the cylinder. This 
forms a fuel-air mixture that is progressively 
leaner with increasing distance from the 
precombustion chamber. Hence the charge 
is “stratified” (varying in fuel-air ratio). All 
other aspects of the engine are typical of

General Motors has 
extensively investigated the 
intake valve throttled engine 
with somewhat encouraging 
results. This device is typical of 
the radically modified piston 
engines under study in hopes of 
salvaging factories full of 


valve throttled engine could use 
lower two-thirds of a 
standard piston engine with a 
redésigned induction system. 
Without a throttle valve in the 
intake manifold, extremely lean 
fuel-air mixtures will burn, 
smoothly and stably over a 
broad range of operating 
conditions. This results in 
drastically reduced hydrocarbon

The Stirling cycle engine is another exam- 
ple of external combustion: fuel is burned 
outside the engine to heat a working fluid 
sealed inside. A series of chambers are 
formed by the volume above one piston, in- 
terconnected to the volume below the next 
piston. These chambers are independent of 
one another and the working fluid remains 
sealed in each one. The two pistons move 
to change the total volume of the chamber 
and transfer the fluid from the cold side be- 
low one piston to the hot volume above the 
next piston. As the gas is transferred, it 
passes through a regenerator that adds 
heat to the cold gas or removes it from the 


hot gas. But the bulk of the heat flows from 
the continuous hot source above each pis- 
ton. The axial reciprocating motion of the 
pistons is transformed into rotary motion by 
a ‘“‘swash plate” that is solidly attached at 
an angle to the output shaft. A total of four 
pistons produce the power and the follow- 
ing sequence of events occurs in one revo- 
lution of the Stirling engine: 

Between views 1 and 2, the pistons move 
from positions where the chamber volume 


iS @ maximum to the point where the volume 


is a minimum, compressing the working 
fluid. Between 2 and 3, the cold, com- 
pressed fluid is pumped from beneath the

right side piston through the regenerator, 
where it is heated, and into the volume 
above the left piston. There has been no 
change in total chamber volume but heat 
from the source quickly raises the pressure 
of gases above the left piston. This causes 
the gas to expand, driving the left piston 
down (between views 3 and 4). This is the

‘power stroke and the piston’s downward 


motion forces the swash plate to rotate. Be- 
tween views 4 and 1, the left piston pumps 
the working fluid through the regenerator, 
where some heat is removed, and back into 
the volume under the right piston. The cycle 
is then ready to repeat itself. 
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Industries in Athol, Mass. will 
sell you a converted Datsun 
1200 or 510 for under $5000. 
These cars are limited to urban 
travel with an operating range 
between recharges of 80 miles 
and top speed of 50 mph. They 
are typical of what to expect 
with electric power: limited 
range, speed and load capacity 
— the reason being the 
comparatively small onboard 
storehouse of energy available 
with lead-acid batteries. 
Alternatives such as_nickel- 
cadmium batteries with a higher 
energy density are more 
expensive by a factor of 10 . 
and there are insufficient 
reserves of these materials at 
any cost. 

Fuel costs with electric power 
are comparable with gasoline 
engines. But in the end, this 
alternative has simply changed 
the form of the problem; 
pollution is transferred from a 
moving to a fixed source. 
Moreover, there is no answer to 
the question of current electric 
power shortages. 

Electric cars may be suitable 
for light-duty commercial 
applications or the multi-car 
city dweller. For those who need 
the versatility of a real car, 
electric power is no alternative.

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the plant, but nobody listened. 
They say they want suggestions, 
but the only ones they want are 
ones that will save them 
money.” 

At about the same time, a 
U.S. Senate committee was 
taking testimony on unsafe cars 
from Ralph Nader. Mr. Gregory, 
who has worked the 4 p.m.-to- 
midnight shift for most of his 
tenure at GM, was watching the 
hearings on television. He called 
the Senate committee in 
Washington, D.C., and left a 
message for Mr. Nader. Mr. 
Nader returned the call and in 
later speeches used Mr. 
Gregory’s information about the 
seal leaks. 

This was the first time Mr. 
Gregory had complained about 
safety defects outside the 
company, but it was far from his 
first attempt to change GM’s 
ways. In fact, his confrontations 
with the company go back more 
than 10 years, to early 1963, at 
which time he was filling in on 
“buyout” — the crucial final 
inspection on the first-floor body 
shop. (He joined GM in 1953 
and was first employed as an 
assembly-line worker.) During 
this initial experience on 
buyout, he says, “they were 
moving all kinds of bad welding 
on me. | told them to stop, but 
they wouldn’t. Finally, I 
snatched the key and shut down 
the whole line.”’ : 


Mr. Gregory says he wasn’t 
disciplined that time because a 
high plant official “admitted I 
was right.” He hasn’t always 
been so fortunate, however. 
Later that same year, an 
assembler, angered because Mr. 
Gregory refused to approve a 
job, kicked him and started a 
fight. The two were torn apart 
quickly, but Mr. Gregory drew a 
10-day suspension. (The penalty 


was later overturned by, 


Missouri’s, Division of 
Employment Security.) 

Then followed a series of 
skirmishes: a dispute with a 
foreman, who had complained 


“A GM spokesman denies Mr. 
Gregory’s charges but admits 
that some inspection jobs were 
eliminated in a plant 
consolidation designed to end 
duplication. ‘“‘We have adequate 
inspectors and inspection 
procedures to build cars 
correctly in the volume that they 
are being produced,” he says. 
On the other hand, a St. Louis 
plant official privately admits 
that ‘‘we’ve got some 
incompetent people working 
there on the line. . . . A lot of 
people out there aren’t doing the 
job they’ve been paid to do.” 


Perhaps so. But critics of the 
auto industry generally concede 
that cars are safer than they 
used to be, due in some measure 
to recalls. Since the National 
Highway Safety Act was passed 
in 1966, U.S. auto makers have 
recalled 34.3 million vehicles to 
repair possible safety defects. 
Auto makers say only a fraction 
of those actually needed repairs, 
but they also admit that every 
car owner hasn’t responded to 
the various recalls. 

Blowing the Whistle 


As for the indefatigable Greg 
Gregory, he is convinced the 
number of recalls should be even 
higher than it has been. In the 
last five years, he says he has 
investigated complaints from 
hundreds of disgruntled car 
owners who have written him. 
He has also inspected the lots of 
GM dealers around Missouri, 


“just to make sute ‘thé ‘cats 
in good shape.”’ He has twice 
taken defective parts to Detroit 
on his own time to show the 
company’s top brass. 

Mr. Gregory says he also 
receives tips concerning satety 
defects from other inspectors 
and assembly workers. But 
whatever the source, for every 
complaint he receives, he files 
an official suggestion form, often 
ending it with a phrase like: “‘If 
action isn’t taken on my 
suggestion immediately, I will 
turn (the data) over to the 
proper people — Washington 
and the news media.” 

GM hasn’t buckled under 
such threats, although Mr. 
Gregory says that plant officials 
treat him with more respect 
since he began talking to 
reporters. “They tell me I'll 
never see another dime for one of 
my ideas, but they joke around 
with me and buy me coffee,”’ he 
says. 

Why does he continue? 
‘‘Somebody’s got to do 
something where people’s lives 
are involved,” he explains. ““My 
daughter drives a GM car, and 
(the loss of) her life isn’t worth 
any amount of money. Unsafe 
cars just shouldn’t be put on the 
highway at all; there’s enough 
accidents as it is.”” (Mr. Gregory 
himself drives a second-hand 
1968 Impala Chevrolet station 
wagon, but when his wife, Edna, 
needed a new car, he bought her 
an American Motors’ Gremlin. 
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t's the warranties,’ 


warranties I know of.”’) 
Kitchen-Table Office 

Greg Gregory and his wife live 
in a simple, one-story frame 
house, which Mr. Gregory uses 
as a headquarters for his 
consumerist activities. A small 
kitchen table in the house is 
stacked with letters of 
complaint, copies of suggestions 
to GM, newspaper clippings and 
odd automobile parts. The 
Gregorys have two married 
daughters, Sandy, 31 and 
Karen, 26, who type most of 
their father’s correspondence. 

Throughout his years of letter- 
writing and confrontations, Mr. 
Gregory’s standing with his 
fellow workers has waxed and 
waned. Because he is often 
brusque and is apt to be rough 
on workers who he feels aren’t 
doing their jobs properly, he has 
naturally incurred a good deal of 
resentment from his colleagues. 
“When Greg knocks down 
somebody’s job, the foreman 
pretty likely will make sure that 
the guy knows that it was Greg’s 
fault,” says Roy L. Hartzell, 
secretary-treasurer of United 
Auto Workers Local 25. But, on 
the other hand, workers once 
walked out in sympathy when 
Mr. Gregory was suspended and 
forced the assembly line to close 
for a short time. 

Only one attempt has been 
made to fire him, Mr. Gregory 
says. After testifying for two 


he says. 
“GM has the worst system of 


ays in Marshall, Texas, at a 
civil trial involving defective 
rear-quarter panels, Mr. 
Gregory returned to find that he 
had been docked in pay and that 
his foreman was drawing up 
dismissal papers. The firing 


_ didn’t have the approval of 


higher plant officials, Mr. 
Gregory believes, and the matter, 
was dropped after the union 
complained. 

Since then, Mr. Gregory says 
he has been sounded out about a 
foreman’s job. “I told them it 
wouldn’t shut me up,” he says, 
“and I haven’t heard another 
word about it.” 

Currently, Greg Gregory is 
badgering GM to find a new way 
to install metal bullet plugs, 
which are designed to prevent 
exhaust fumes from defective 
tail pipes from leaking into a 
car’s interior. With current 
design, he says, he can remove 
the plugs on some cars with his 
fingers — and he wonders what a 
severe jolt might do. 

“We have as good a car as 
anyone else if it’s built right,”’ he 
asserts. ““‘The engineering is 
good, but if it isn’t built right, it 
doesn’t do us or anyone any 
good.”

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that Mr. Gregory was rejecting 
too many car bodies; a fistfight 
with a metal finisher, who had 
objected to some criticism from 
Mr. Gregory; a scuffle with 
another foreman, who tried to 
rip a rejection slip from Mr. 
Gregory’s hands. 

The scuffles and the 
skirmishes may have had their 
momentary effect, but, 
according to Mr. Gregory, much 
vigilance is still needed today. 
“There’s something wrong with 
virtually every one of the cars off 
the line,”” he asserts, “‘and we 
don’t have enough inspectors to 
do a proper job. 

“Some cars have only a tiny 
screw or two missing, but others 
are worse,” he continues. “And 
many times the foremen won’t 
let the inspectors mark up 
defects because it interferes with 
production schedules.” Still, he 
adds, an inspector who has been 
around usually can get assembly 

_ workers to repair such defects 
when the foreman isn’t looking. 
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but that it demands, if it is done 
properly, that deep rhythmic 
breathing upon which so many 
fascinating ‘and profound views 
of man and the world are based; 
Zen, Kundalini, Yoga, 
Transcendental Meditation, 
and most recently that Spiritus 
Mundi, breath-of-the-world 
philosophy that comes to us 
from Don Juan Mateus via 
Carlos Casteneda. It is about 
here that my intense love affair 
with bicycling begins. 

From this point a dozen 
directions could be pursued on a 
light bicycle riden by a strong 
rider, a tireless rider, but here 
the focus will be on Wolfeboro, 
New Hampshire, August 8, 1973 
for the running of the Second 
Annual Tour de King’s Woods - 
an open, non ABL sanctioned 
bicycle race over a 26 mile boot- 
shaped course that passes such 
hidden gems as Ossipee, The 
Twin Elm Farm, Water Village, 
Upper and Lower Beach ponds, 
Center Tuftonboro, Lake 
Wentworth and the “Allen A.” 
The entry blank reads ‘“‘BE IN 
GOOD PHYSICAL COND- 
DITION!!!” The course is hilly, 
bumpy, has three quite difficult 
highspeed turns, and it is very 
beautiful, if you have the time to 
mix awe with agony. 

A bicycle race hurts the racer. 
Racing on a bicycle is 
ergonometrically the second 
most physically demanding 
sport in the world, close behind 
26-mile marathon running. In 


the risk of overtaxing the 
cardiovascular and neuro- 
muscular systems, resulting in a 
full range of pain and injury 
from ruptured capillaries in the 
brain (causing severe headache) 
to collapse. In bicycling, these 
things must be added to the 
possibility of traumatic injury as 
the result of a fall at speeds of 
from 12 to 40 or 45 miles an hour 
while strapped into the pedals 
which hold grooved shoes rigidly 
in place. It is no place for the 
place. It is no place for the 
timid, the sedentary, or the 
passive. It is one more example, 
and this time a rather beautiful 
and appealing one, of man’s 
perennial desire to achieve 
speed. 

One might stop here to ask 
what makes this beauty and 
appeal? Is it the silence of the 
propulsion, the motion of the 
body, the stunning calculation 
of the gears, the cooperation 
required between man and 
machine — the coordination of 
the animate and inanimate? 
Joseph Conrad might like to 
think about it. All of these and 
a myriad of other words and 
theories might serve to explain 
why it is that bicycle riders and 
racers walk around as if on air, 
superaerated with the element 
most akin to the divine. 

The morning of the race is 
hazy, warm, with a definite 
tendency toward dog day. It is 
August, after all. By an hour 
before race time, at eight in the 
morning, the parking lot of 
Bailey’s restaurant is filled with 
beautiful lightweight bicycles. 
In 1972 there were a couple of 
three speeds: None in °73, and 


seemed to have risen about 
eighty dollars. There is 
considerable oiling, spinning of 
wheels for trueness, buckling of 
straps, spitting, and general 
stamping of the ground as 
adrenalin levels begin to rise. An 
occasional rider, and I would be 
in this category, takes his bike 
out on a two or three mile jaunt 
that includes a small sprint, 
some ankling, shifting through 
all gears several times, 
breathing hard (once to each 
rotation of each pedal at high- 
cadences), and stopping at 
roadside when a full sweat 
breaks to listen to the 
syncopation of the internal body 
systems, checking, in a kind of 
visceral meditation, whether all 
is set for go. For the minute is 
approaching when the flag will 
be dropped and about an hour 
and a quarter of running the 
body’s engine at close to 
breaking speed will begin. 
Making one’s way back to the 
starting banner that reads 
‘Raleigh Bicycles’ one sees 
about 90 cyclists lined up in 
seven categories by age and sex. 
At 9:00 a.m. sharp the first 
group is started, the remaining 
six at one minute intervals. For 
the racer who is interested in 
racing people in other classes, 
this poses a problem. The 
staggered start places you only 
with your own age group, and in 
a sense gives earlier starters a 
lead. But as the race gets under 
way and you push out on the 
first four or five miles of the 
course you begin to pass other 
groups of riders and singles who 
are moving slower than you. But 
where are the leaders? Where 
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are churning pedals and roaring 
with their lungs up ahead? 
Where is the flashing blue light 
of the patrol car that is clearing 
the way for the leader, carefully 
staying far enough ahead that no 
cyclist can draft him (i.e. ride in 
the smooth air wake of the car 
that can reduce pedaling effort 
about 30-35 percent). 

It seems that about five to ten 
miles are required for the whole 
body to begin to function as a 
unit with the bicycle. In this 
particular case it was about 9!» 
miles out that I caught the lead 
rider and the patrol car. By this 
time the body computer seemed 
to be saying “it’s a good day 
today,’’ and so the race was 
really on. The leader and I 
attack some hills together, 
riding side by side since drafting 
is not a factor uphill, and engage 
in that strange mixture of help 
and competition that racers of 
all types know. You are there 
together, leading. Anything you 
can do to make this partner go 
faster or more efficiently will in 
turn help your own effort 
because there is a natural 
inclination to stay together. But 
today the other rider is young, 
not yet at his full strength. On 
the cruel road to Tuftonboro we 
come to the long climb that I 
have heard called “heartbreak 
hill.” 

In bicycling, all roads are 
essentially uphill. This is 
because on level ground and 
even downhill you must exert 
energy to keep the bicycle 
balanced and in motion. 
Bicycling is definitely to be 


‘placed in the category of work, 


burning energy. But considering 


that it can propel your body all 
around the countryside at an 
average speed of 20 miles an 
hour, it is quite amazing the 
amount of work that it does, 
amazing the amount of natural 
and then geared up energy that 
it produced. 

That energy is seriously taxed 
by hills. Here the body weight 
must not be carried forward, but 
also lifted up against the pull of 
gravity. (The elementary facts 
first). A more painful hindrance 
is the build-up of lactic acid in 
the msucle cells. This by- 
product of muscle-cell activity 
can chemically irritate the 
muscle tissue through which it 
circulates. The presence of lactic 
acid in the blood also reduces 
the efficiency of biochemical 
and respiratory processes 
throughout the body. This can 
be unpleasant stuff to have 
around. But when muscles are 
working at peak effort they to 
produce lactic acid, and it does 
get around in the body. The 
bicycle racer’s heart, when 
pumping at full capacity is able 
to circulate the body’s entire 
volume of blood once every ten 
seconds. (I have found this fact 
to be particularly awe-inspiring: 
every ten seconds the heart 
pumps, so that the lungs can in 
turn aerate, an adult’s ten pints 
of blood. The cardiovascular 
system is miraculous, and this 
explains why its function is at 
the heart of so many religious 
and philosophical systems, and 
why its metaphors supply the 
breathtaking imagery of poetic 
and reverential expression.) In 
.more ways that one the bicycle 
racer pumps his way up hills.

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that I take the lead. This is 12 
miles out on the course, almost 
half way. Now the object is not 
only to keep lengthening the 
distance between me and the 
other riders, but also to compete 
with time and with myself. Pick 
out the straightest line through 
the corners, make every shift 
quickly and neatly, sit back and 
low in the corners, stand on all 
the hills,’ and breathe like a 
steam engine. And all this time 
one must resist persistent 
tendency to slack off, to coast, to 
take it easy. The distractions of 
the ego are enormous at this 
point, when you ride alone. Your 
mind whispers to you that you 
should not hurt yourself, ‘that 
you will win without trying any 
more. A strong discipline 
becomes necessary here, and | 
have come to respect the degree 
that discipline must assume in 
professional level racers. For the 
sake of the art, for the sake of 
the beautiful form of the sport 
done well, a professional rider is 
willing for the duration to bury 
ego and all the distraction, pain, 
and weakness that body and 
mind are heirs to. His 
concentration becomes intense, 
his consciousness narrows so 
that it can deepen around the 
minute considerations of the job 
at hand. 

On a bumpy downhill at 
speeds of 35 and 40 mph 
decisions about one’s exact 
course over the road must be 
made rather rapidly. Decisions 
about cornering speed, gear 
selection, pedal cadence, water 
sipping, and swerving around 
chuck holes come at the road 
racer with demanding 
suddeness. It is the ability to 
make these decisions quickly 
and confidently that marks the 
good bicycle rider. Or perhaps it 
is the will or desire to make 
these decisions well that marks 
the good rider, for no one is able 
to make them all well. The high 
art of this sport, like any 
genuine sport, is mostly out of 
reach of most mortals. A few 
champions — the olympic 
winners, the tour de France 
leaders, and those drafting the 
rear wheel of Eddy Merckx, 
practice and add to our 
knowledge of the art, but most of 
us bicycle riders are mere 
duffers who may, if we are lucky, 
have a good afternoon, or make a 
flawless shift, or breathe well 
one evening, or win a race or 
two. But it is precisely because 
riding is an art, precisely 


because there is another infinity 


here, an endless arena of 


decision and action and 
consequence, that one keeps at 
it year after year looking for a 
corner of perfection. 

We are on the home stretch, 
the police car and I. Now I must 
push to better last year’s time. 
And so you try not to mind the 
stinging of the sweat in your 
eyes, the slight sensation of a 
pulled muscle at the hamstring, 
the rising humidity, etc. For it 
could all be a matter of seconds; 
and when the last moment 
comes, when the whirling spokes 
flash in the sun under the finish 
banner it is a matter of seconds. 
My time for 26 hilly miles is one 
hour fifteen minutes and two 
seconds, twelve seconds better 
than the last year’s winning 
time. That record was set by 
Ken Carpenter, a fine rider who 
rode both with me and then 
away from me in last year’s race 
on a beautiful Bob Jackson 


bicycle. Both in doing so, and in 
some good talk since, he taught 
me a lot about what goes into 
good riding. 

And so you cross the line first, 
and you ride on for a half mile or 
so to uncramp all the muscles 
and breathe yourself down to 
conversational rates of 
respiration, and you come back 
for such goodies as ribbons, and 
a touring pannier bag, and a 
wonderful book published in 
Rome in 1972 that will tell me a 
little bit more of all there is to be 
known about riding a bicycle. 
Imagine that we thought we had 
it licked that day when we were 
six, or seven, or eight, and 
learned to ride a two-wheeler. 

Let that stand as an 
interrupted account of one 
man’s running of the Second 
Annual Tour de King’s Woods, 
Wolfeboro, N.H. A moment of 
practice. Life is short, art is 
long. But before I close I should 
like to indulge in a brief passage 


of karma, a bit of theory that 


rises consequentially out of 


actual time on the saddle. 


A colleague.of mine at Hobart 
and William Smith Colleges, a 
man who is in the history 
department, but wo finds the 
confines a bit parochial, once 
told me that among all the 
myriads of inventions of man, he 
could think of only two that were 
totally benign and beautiful, 
only two that did nothing but 
add to man’s pleasure and 
consciousness — the violin and 
the bicycle. (For further 
reference, and credit, this 
theorist’s name is Marvin 
Bram.) 


Ironically enough, the bicycle 
is a comparatively new 
invention (only a little over a 
hundred years old) that is in the 
process of being rediscovered. | 
can only hope that the 
rediscovery is sincere and 
thorough, for in the bicycle, the 


lowly and rather simple bicycle, 
lie solutions to national ills. Let 
me theorize that if about one 
month of our average monthly 
expenditure in that sad 
Southeastern Asia war were, by 
some vast metanoia, some 
incredible change of heart in the 
governance of this country, 
spent on the construction of 
bicycle paths, all talk of an 
energy crisis would assume a 
different proportion. Where 
would we build the paths? All 
through the cities and maybe on 
the beautiful, level, abandoned 
railroad beds that network this 
country. I theorize that the 
rediscovery of the bicycle by 
enough people could bring about 
a dramatic metamorphosis in 
the biological, and therefore the 
psychological, life of this 
country. Now I am sounding 
prophetic, so let me end. 
Bicyclers of America, unite! You 
have nothing to link but but 
your chains.

The New York Public Interest 
Research Group in cooperation 
with the Massachusetts Public 
Interest Reaserch Group (Mass. 
PIRG) and William Balgord, 
PhD in Solid State Chemistry 
and a member of the New York 
State Department of 
Environmental Conservation, 
were in town recently in a ‘clean 
car” to prove that good fuel 
economy and clean air go 
together. 

On the “Energy Truth Trip” 
is a 1974 Pinto equipped with a 
dual bed catalyst system 
developed by Dr. Balgord. ‘‘The 
catalyst system does two 
things,’’ Dr. Balgord said. 
“First, it controls carbon 
monoxide, hydrocarbons and 
nitreous oxides and keeps them 
within the limits prescribed by 
the tough 1976-77 statutory 
emission standards, and second, 
it allows this car to achieve a 
fuel economy of up to 20 
percent.” Given a fuel price of 50 
cents per gallon, a consumer 
driving 30,000 miles a year and 
getting 10 miles to the gallon, 
would be able to save $300 if the 
car were equipped with this 
device.

emission standards for 25,000 
miles with substantially better 
fuel economy than other 1972 
Matadors in the New York State 
fleet in 1973. Countering auto 
industry charges that the 


Matador was just a fluke, Dr. 
Balgord has equipped a 1974 
Ford Pinto. 

Clarence Ditlow, a 


lawyer/engineer employed by 


Ralph Nader has called Dr. 
Balgord’s system ‘“‘a significant 
accomplishment that should not 
be minimized. It doesn’t solve 
all auto pollution problems, but 


it protects the consumer’s 
budget and the environment 
better than any system the auto 
industry has developed.” 

“The magnitude of Balgord’s 
achievement,”’ Donald Ross, 
NYPIRG Director, pointed out, 
“can be grasped by comparing it 
to auto industry claims. GM, for 
example, says it has spent more 


than a billion dollars over the 
past six years trying to find a 
workable emissions system. Last 
year, Ford claims to have spent 
$349 million with no better 
success. But Balgord has done it 
for less money than it costs to 
place a doublepage advertising 
spread in The New York 
Times.” 

“If the domestic auto industry 


is telling the truth,’’ Ross 
charged, ‘‘their stockholders 
should fire management on 
cost/efficiency grounds alone. If 
they are lying, the public, who 
are paying high prices for poor 
performing, gas guzzling. 
polluting cars, should hold GM 
and the rest of the auto industry 
accountable.”

A Motorcycling Escape 
From Day-to-Day Mazes

When you say: 

“The best laboratory rat,” 

what is your viewpoint ? 

The rat’s or the laboratory's? 

Any rat that needs 
challenging and varied exercise 
and extremes of temperature in 
order to keep his muscle tone, 
maintain his reflexes, his vigor 
and his coat, is a poor candidate 
for the eight inch by one foot 
cage with clean fresh shavings, 
water, controlled constant 
temperature and humidity, and 
balanced food. 

And some of us that make 
“bad” laboratory rats have 
found that the motorcycle offers 
an escape from our temperature 
controlled rooms. True, the 
maze that we play on called 
“roads” does seem to kill off 
some of the “bad” rat pack but 
the road builders say it’s the rats 
not the maze that are at fault. It 
does seem strange that the 
paved roads we construct at 
great expense are more 
dangerous on a motorcycle than 
crossing the Baja. The same 
legislative genius that has 
created our road maze has found 
another instant solution — “ban 
the chopper’. But there is yet 
hope, the “choppers” are hiring 
a lobbyist to protect their civil 
right to design their own 
motorcycles from catalogs and 
chopper shops. Perhaps as Don 
Quixote rides his faithful 
chopper against the windmills of 
Washington, perhaps it is time 
to look back at his ancestry and 
that of his steed. 

Indian was the first mass 
producer of motorcycles and 
since Indian, over one hundred 
manufacturers have come, most 
of whom have not remained in 


the motorcycle business. The 
motorcycle had flourished 
alongside its four wheeled 
brethren through the nineteen 
twenties but the depression 
squeezed the auto manufacturer 
and crushed the motorcycle 
manufacturer. By the fifties 
continual decline had forced 
Indian to close its plant and sell 
its name to A.J.S. which passed 
into Royal-Enfield and now the 
crumbling empire having 
discarded B.S.A. and Villiers is 
left with Triumph and Norton. 
The postwar prosperity of the 
forties had raised the level of 
living and technology of the 
inhabitants of a barren 
overcrowded island much given 
to trade and manufacture and 


brought new blood to the 


motorcycle market. 


By 1960, Honda had seen that 
they could not make their 
fortunes by selling to motorcycle 
gangs and police forces. It is not 
through their fingers that most 
of the money passes. So Honda 
and Grey advertising coined 
nicest people’’ and 


proceeded to spend millions of 


dollars per year (even to co- 
sponsoring the academy awards) 
telling people that ‘you meet 
the nicest people on a Honda.” 

Needless to say that for many 
years the nicest people bought 


over half the motorcycles sold 
til the directors at American 
Honda became so absorbed in 
their success that they failed to 
notice their own islanders 
creeping up from the 5 percent 
that Honda itself had in 1960. 
And so Honda has been crushed 
back from the 50 percent of the 
market they had held for a 
decade and the islanders are 
competing . 

But enough of the past, we 
live in the environment of here 
and now. Should we look 
around, we would find 20 mile 
motocross loops laid out in the 
Miles Standish State 


~ Reservation in Plymouth where 


the cross country motorcycle 
and motorcyclist are given 
miles, free from the deadly 
competition of the automobile. 
And now we come to the long 
time motorcyclist who fears that 
the promises of 50 miles per 
gallon may bring the screaming 
masses from their one ton gas 
gulping four wheeled friends and 
that the motorcyclist will find 
himself in that main stream, a 
position that Mark Twain 
warned required self- 
reappraisal. Perhaps it is time 
for a cryptic moral: ““Woodstock 
wasn’t the beginning and the oil 
crisis isn’t the end” or *‘’tis hell 
to be gold in the age of Midas.” 


Kryptonite Super Lock 


The Kryptonite Bicycle 
Lock has now been on the 
market for almost three 
years. Mike Zane, developer 
of the lock, says in that 
period it has proven itself on 
many occasions. The rate of 
reported bicycle thefts by 
owners of the device is a 
small fraction of 1 percent 
and this includes reports 
from cities such as Boston, 
Cambridge, Washington, 
Chicago and New York. 


Any locksmith will point 
out that no lock is perfect; 
and yet the Kryptonite has 
approached percentage/wise 
after more than two years on 


the market a figure close to 
perfection. Situations have 
developed where bicycles 
with KBL’s have been ripped 


. off but only after the poles to 


which the bikes were locked 
were torn from the ground. 

One Boston shop owner 
recounts the story of the thief 
who relied on the KBL to 
steal other bicycles: after 
approaching a chained or 
cabled bicycle on his own two 
wheel machine he would lock 
his own with a Kryptonite, 
destroy the other security 
device and ride away to 
return some time later, open 
his own lock and go after 
another bicycle.

The Maverick is hence 
pronounced a total loss and 
consigned to the graveyard. The 
bereaved owner winds up in the 
dealer’s showroom, insurance 
check in hand, ready to repeat 
the cycle. : 
Detroit’s critics contend that 
cars are deliberately designed to 
speed that cycle up, but auto 
makers emphatically deny it. 
“T’ve been around this outfit 25 
years and I’ve never heard 
anybody even express the idea of 
designing a vehicle to produce 


replacement parts profit,” says 
‘Kalush of G.M. 
Nevertheless, cars have 


become more costly to repair in 
recent years. In the study by 
four insurance companies of 
89,060 accident repair jobs, 
conducted during the four- 
month period that ended last 
March, the average bill came to 
$314 for the 1969 models, $339 for 
the 1972s. Labor for the 1972 
cars cost 7 percent more than for 
the older ones, parts 11 percent 
more.

Subcompacts like the 
Chevrolet Vega and Ford Pinto 
are particularly simple in design 
and have limited model 
changes, so parts for them are 
more reasonable in price (see the 
box on this page). G.M. is 
making parts more 
interchangeable: its parts list 
climbed from 240,000 items to 
320,000 between 1962 and 1969, 
but it is down to 290,000. 


Two federal agencies are 
currently conducting antitrust 
investigations of the auto parts 
business. The Justice 
Department is looking into the 
retail end, where insurance 
companies and repair shops. are 
at odds. Insurers accuse 
repairmen of forming a solid 
front against price competition 
on parts. Repairmen accuse 
jinsurers of forcing them to give 
discounts on work paid for by an 
insurance company. At the 
production end, the Federal 
Trade Commission is 


despite objections from the auto 
industry to interference from 
Washington. By law; all 


that fragile bumpers protected 
passengers, since crumpling 
sheet metal partially absorbs 


considering legal action aimed 
at introducing competition into 


the market for captive parts — 
those increasingly expensive 
components now supplied only 
by car manufacturers. 
Impractical styling is the 
ultimate villain.

These shifts in direction could 
ultimately help damp down the 
acceleration of parts prices. But 
for now Wayne W. Sorenson, 
assistant vice president of State 
Farm Mutual, the Largest U.S. 
car insurer, says that auto 
makers still resemble a razor 
manufacturer who markets 
razors that nobody else’s blades 
will fit. Once he has sold a lot of 
these razors, he has captive 
customers who will pay quite a 
nice price for his blades.

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Do-It-Y ourself Auto Mechanics 


Doing it yourself has become 
increasingly popular among 
automobile owners as the costs 
of owning and operating a 
vehicle skyrocket. More and 
more owners are learning the 
how-to’s of auto mechanics. 

Many schools offer courses in 
auto mechanics that from the 
brochures make it seem as 
though even you could tune an 
engine. The following isa partial 
list of course offerings in the 
Boston area. 

The Boston Center for Adult 
Education, 5 Comm. Ave., 
Boston (267-4430), offers a 
course in basic auto mechanics. 
It consists of nine one hour 
sessions. The next course starts 
March 25 and will be held on 
Mondays at 5:45 or at 6:50 p.m. 
They also offer a course in fixing 
your own bike. 

The Cambridge Center for 
Adult Education, 42 Brattle St., 
Cambridge (547-6789), offers a 
ten week course meeting once a 
week. For further information 
pick up the Spring course 
booklet. 

The Boston YWCA, 140 
Clarendon St., Boston (536- 
7940), will also be offering an 
auto mechanics course in the 
Spring. Check with them for the 
details. 

The North Shore Community 
College, in Beverly, offers both 
automotive and motorcycle 
repair courses.

Many Fix-It-Yourself garages 
have also opened in the last few 
years. Most of them supply you- 
the-mechanic with a place to 
work, the tools to work with and 
helpful advice (some even have 
mechanics to finish if you 
don’t).

To show you how easy it is to 
fix your own car, Harvey 
Kertzman, of Kertzman’s VW, 
Quincy and Cambridge, gives 
the following tips on repairing 
your VW that are applicable to 
most VW owners. Any further 
VW questions you might have 
can be sent to VW c/o the 
Boston Phoenix, 100 Mass. Ave., 
Boston, Mass. 02211 and Harvey 
will try to answer them. 

Q. Dear sir, I have a 1965 vw 
sedan. When I step on the pedal 
it only comes back half way, 
causing the clutch to slip. What 
should I do? Harold. 

A. Harold, if you pick up your 
floor mat you will find all, sorts 
of candy wrappers, pens, 
pencils, popsicle sticks, beach 
sand from two years ago. A lot of 
clumped up rust and maybe a 
few pennies. Clean all this out 
with a stiff brush and you will 
find there is a stop lever on the 
base of the clutch pedal, which 
has become impacted with the 
above stuff. Once clean, take 
some sewing machine oil or some 
3 plus 1 oil and drip it on to the 
pivot section of the pedal 
cluster. The dealer’s charge 
$18.50 

Q. Harvey, I have a 1969 vw bug. 
The steering wheel has a 


tremendous amount of free play, . 


making the car terrifying to 
drive. My dealer tells me that I 
need a new steering box and it is 
going to cost me $100.00. Is this 
true? Sally. 

A. Sally, your problem is very 
common in vw’s. If you open the 
front lid, and you take out your 
spare tire you will find a little

oval black piece of sheet metal 
on your right. Take this piece off 
with a phillips screwdriver, 
thusly exposing the top of the 
steering box. There are four 
13mm bolts that are probably 
very loose. (so loose, in fact, that 
you can undo them by hand.) 
Tighten them as best you can. 
Then have a mechanic check 
and adjust the box for you for a 
much smaller charge. 


Q. Harvey, I have a 1969 bug 
and the wiper on the left just 


. wiggles a little while the right 


one is fine. What should I do? 

A. Lift the blade away from the 
windshield and you will find a 
little nut at the base of the arm. 
Tighten it very tight. In 1970 
they changed to a different 
system that doesn’t allow them 
to loosen up. 

Q. Harvey, I have a 1966 bug 
and when I shift from reverse to 
first I hear a sort of click coming 
from one of the wheels. What is 
it? Sue. 


A. Take off your hub caps in the_ 


rear and you'll find that the 
large nut holding the drum on is 
loose. Most probably some one 
recently did brakes in the rear 
and did not tighten this nut 
properly. 
Q. I have a 1970 bug, when I go 
over a certain series of bumps 
the steering wheel vibrates 
rapidly back and forth. The only 
way Ican stop it is to slow down. 
What do! da ? The shakes. 
A. The part that is worn causing 
this is called a steering damper. 
It dampens and absorbs the 
bumps, just like a shock 
absorber. (That is just what it 
is.) It is located just under the 
gas tank accessible from the 
right wheel area. If you take the 
right tire and wheel off it will 
make it a lot easier to get at the 
steering damper. The price of 
the part is about $9.00 and takes 
15 minutes to put in. The dealer 
gets $25.00 for the job. 
Q. Dear Harvey, my headlights 
most of the time don’t work 
when I go over bumps. Once 
they go out I take it some place 
and they tell me my wiring is 
wrong. I brought the car new 
and it has never been in an 
accident. How can my wires be 
mixed up? Mixed-up. 
A. Dear Mixed-up, there is 
nothing wrong with your wires. 
Due to metal corrosion caused 
by moisture your fuse box is 
corroded. The way to fix this is 
to take off the fuse box cover 
located just in front of your 
knees. Take out all the fuses and 
buff up the contacts that the 
fuse sets into. (don’t worry, 
there is no way that you can get 
a shock.) Also clean both ends of 
the fuses. Use fine sandpaper for 
this job. This is very common for 
squarebacks and bugs from 1961- 
1966. 

Doing it yourself can be fun 
and profitable. Now’s the time 
to learn!
